Sir E. Baring to the Marguis of Salisftnrij.—(Received Jonuary 2, 1888.) 

(No. 580.) 

My Lord, Cairo, Deceniber 22, 1887. 

I HAVE the* lionour to inclose' copies of the spec'ches delivered on the occasion 
of the dinner recently given in honour of General Sir Frederick Stephenson. 

About 200 guests uerc present, a very large number—indeed, I think the 
majority—of whom wen* not English. In this numbei' wore included liis Excellency 
Ghazi Moukhtar Pa.sha, his Exc('llejicy Nubar Paslia and his oolloagiies. the household 
of Ills Highness the Klu'dive, the whole of tin* Diplomatic and Consular Coij)s without 
exception, the Commissioners of the Debt and tlu' otlun' members of the Mixed 
Administrations, and all the leading members of the official and iron-official society of 
Cairo, whether English, foreign, or Egyptian. 

It was fully understood by all present that the dinner did not in any way partake 
of a political character. All that was intended was to pay a personal conrpliment to 
Sir F. Stephenson. It cannot, however, be otherwise than gratifying to Her Majesty’s 
Government, and, indeed, to every Englishman, that an English otlicer placed in so 
difficult a position as that occupied hy Sir F. Stephenson during the last five years 
should have acquired to so great an extent the contidence and esteem of all classes of 
society. 

The terms in which both his Excellency Nubar Pasha and myself spoke of Sir 
Frederick Stephenson were in no way exaggeratixl. Tlu'y accurately represent the 
general feeling which is entertained towards him in Egypt. His departure is univer¬ 
sally regretted, and by no on(' more so than by myself. 

Sir Frederick Stephenson will, no doubt, personally express his deep sense of 
gratitude For the terms in n hich Her Majesty tlie Queen has been graciously pleased 
to express her appreciation of his services.

am s\ive, to the guest of the evening. (Cliecu-s.) The object for which we are met 
here to-night, Gentlemen, is purely social. Each one of us has come to render 
testimony of the personal regard and ('steem which he feels for a gallant soldier and a 
valued friend. (Cheers.) There is probably no man living who is more capable of 
formin" an opinion of the qualities Avhich a soldier should possess than the dis¬ 
tinguished otfiecr of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan, who is sitting on my left. 
(Cheers.) The presence of his Exeelleney Ghazi Moukhtar Ikasha amply testifies to 
the esteem in which Sir F. Stejihcnson is held by his brother ofhccis of otliei aimics. 
(Cheers.) As to Sir F. Stephenson’s friends, he sees some 200 of them before him in 
this tent, and outside this tent their name is legion. (Cheers.) Indeed, to know Sir 
F. Stephenson is to he his friend. I have yet to learn that he ever made a personal 
enemv. (Loud cheers.) It will devolve on other and more eloquent lips than mine 
to i)ropose Sir F. Stephenson’s health. T'hat phrasing duty will be performed by his 
Excellency Nuhar Fadia. But I hope that, in proposing the health of the Queen, I 
may he permitted t') say that I trust Her Majesty and her siieccssors will always be able 
to command the servi(‘es of a scries of officers so able, so devoted, and so^high-mind(*d 
as he in whose honnur we have met here to-night. (Loud cheers.) Sir F. Stephenson is 
indeed a t^i)e of olTms'r of Avhom any Sovereign may well be proud. It is in the spirit 
of loyalty and dmotion to her Boyal person which animates such offici-rs, that T think 
Her5laicst\ niint lind one of the‘most jdeasing subjects for reflection in this flftu'th 
year of her "‘lorious and heiu'flcent reign. (Cheers.) If anything could add to the 
pleasure with which Sir F. Stephenson must sec tlu' large and distinguished company 
which has met to do him honour, it must be the knowledge that his services are 
appreciated by his Smereigii. Her Majesty, Cn'iitlemcu. knows we arc assembled

My Lord, Cairo, December 25, 1887. 

I HAVE the honour to aeknowbulge the receipt of your Loiulship’s despatch 
No. 3.55 of the Kith instant, inclosing a letter from the London Chamber of Comnu'ree 
on the subject of the system under wdiich trade is now permitted at Suakin. 

Almost simultaneously witb tbe receipt of this despatch I received one from 
Air. Cameron on tin* same' siihject. I ha\c the hoiioui' to inclose .i copy of this 
desjiatch. 

On receipt ol sour Lordship’s despateli, 1 telegraphed to Mr. Cameron, and 
received a reply from bini. 1 then wrott' him a di'spateh. [ liaie the honour lo 
inclose copies of the tidegrams and of my d('spatch, wbieli wall, I trust, ineO with 
your Lordship’s approval. 

On the general que.stion of tradi' at Suakin, I bate to submit the following 
observations to your Lordship. 

A good di'al of diderence of opinion has during the last year or two mvisted 
amongst the local antboritii's at Suakin as to the desirabilit} of opmiing trade. My 
personal opinion has always been in favour of allowing trade, and, as _\our Lordship 
will remembiw, the issue of ordi'is on this subject wais only delayed in deftwenee to the 
views entertained by Colonel Kitchener. 

Your Lordship will also rmneinber that ;i pia'cisidy similar question in connection 
with opening trade along tlu valley of the Nib', eaiisiHl at one time a good deal of 
discussion. Trade has now for a eonsidmabb' tinu' bemi opened at IVady Haifa, but 
the adoption of this measure cannot be snid to have produced auy political effect 
w liatever. 

I cannot help thinking that the eas(' of Suakin is very analogous to that of 
IMidy Haifa. Expcrimieo has shown that the fears of those who ojiposed the opening 
of trade weri' ('.xaggerati'd. On the other hand, the advocates of tlu' poliev have 
been .somcwdiat over sanguine of the results to be obtaiiu'd by tbe adoption of their 
views. 

I still think that the best, and indeed the only possible policy to pursiu’ at Suakin 
is to encourage trade, but I cannot say that I am hopeful of any viwy iinnu'diate 
ri'sults being obtained in the way of tranquillizing the country. 

I find it difficult to believe that the restrictions so far imposed liy Colonel 
Kitchener have of themselves produced much etl'ect in tlu* way of hampering trade. 
Your Lordship will observe that no complaints appear to have been made by the 
Suakin mendiants, and that .Mr. Cameron is unable to cite any specifle cases in which 
it can be said that any harm has been done. 

At the same time, it is certainly desirabb* that at Suakin as elsewlu'ri' tbe regul i- 
tions of the Government should be framed with a A’it'vv to interfering with trade as 
little as possible. I am unable to agree with Air. Cameron that no supervision what¬ 
ever is necessary, but I think that the amount of Government supervision should be 
strictly limited to such measures as the peculiar military situation of Suakin demands. 

Your Lordship will observe that I have instructed Mr. Cameron in this sense. 

As regards the hope expressed by the London Chamber of Coniincrco that no 
restrictions other than those of Customs may be imposed in the case of British 
subjects at tlu'ir own risk and responsibility entering into agreements for legit imafe 
busiiu'ss such as the eultiv’'ation of land in the 1'okai' and other suitable districts. 
Your Lordship will observe that Air. Cameron reports in lue that no restrictions are at 
present imposed. 

Your Lordship will perhaps think it undesirable to communicate this despatch 
and its inclosiiros textually to the London Chamber of Commerce, but the information 
I now supply will probably be sufficient to enable a suitable answer to be sent.

Consul Cameron to Sir E. Baring, 

Suakhi, December 4, 1887. | 

PRELIMINARY to writing my Trade Report at tlie end ol' tliis year, I have | 

the honour to inclose copy of my last one, and to address you on the question of trade | 

with the Soudan. | 

Officially, trade ndthtlie interior was opened on the 11th October, 1887. | 

Practically, submit that it has not been opened at all with the south. | 

On the 25th April last Kitchener Pasha opened trade with Berber and the north, 
hut forbad it with the South, lie acted on his own initiative', and granted a privilege 
under restrictions, (See my No. 22 of the 30th April.) It w’as a provisional 
measure. 

On the 11th October he opened trade with the South by order from Cairo. This 
was not done of his OAvn initiativ e, and I submit that he has not the right to limit 
this privilege by local restrictions about Petitions and police supervision. Helaib, 

Bunghut, and even Rowaza, are of little consequence at present. The main point is 
Suakin Gate, and open trade with the south, i.c., Tbkar and Agig. 

A few days after the Proclamation opening trade on the 11th October, an arriere ^ 

ban of all the friendlies was called, and a nondescript rabble of pressed negroes and i 

Suakinese was collected. _ . f 

The “Mukhbir” and a dhow took down some 100 friendlies and 50 Bashi- ;■ 

Bazouks to Trinkitat, where they now remain. They are supposed to be creating a : 

flank diversion against Tokar. They amuse themselves by day on shore, and sleep on ; 

board at night. ■ 

The main body of friendlies under Mahmoud .illi and son were hurri('d out to J 

Setarab. _ j 

It was essential that these Sheikhs should do something for their pay. Grain is r 

sent out to them, and jiressing orders to attack Tokar. Ih-om Setarab they may go a | 

little nearer to Tokar in search of water, but there is no more likelihood of tlieir > 

attacking Tokar than tlicre is of their threatcuing Khartoum. They ouly hinder ^ 

reconciliation and trade, and c‘ontinuc the long series of empty threats which has made | 

the local Eg;;^’ptian Government ludicrous in tlie eyes of the rebels. The capture of 
Tamai in October 1880 was a massacre of a few starving rebels by these friendlies. 

The Baggaras, Artegas, and Iladcndowas now at Tokar are united, well b'd, and 
warlike. 

However this may be, my main contention i> this; the Pasha is ready to allow ; 

traders to trade with (Tokar and) the south. At the same linn', he sends a hostile 
force against the South. [ 

The official opening of trade surely means a cessation from aggression on our ,• 

part. The letter of the order has been obeyed, but the spirit of the order has been v 

nullified by the presence of these friendlies near Setarab and Trinkitat. i 

My second point is this: A sentence in the Proclamation says: “The police j 

have the right to seize any one whom they suspect on his passage with goods through ' 

the gate.” Suspect of what r The gate is unlocked, but the police .stand at the | 

handle. Their discretion and suspicion mean baksheesh and hindrance. It transfers | 

your sole discretion to them. 

Besides, it is just these very suspected persons, the waverers and timid, and < 

malcontents and Tokar rebels, &c., that we ought to entice and welcome here to trade. ,■ 

They are our customers. 

Thirdly. The Proclamation repudiates all Government responsibility when once 
the trader is outside the walls. This is right enough, bv;t no warning is given to the 
paid friendly Sheikhs not to molest the traders who are left to their tender mercies. 

It is notorious that these two Sheikhs, father and son, arc despised and detested by 
the numerous waving Sheikhs w ho have come in hero from time to time to sec what 
veal prospects there are of trade and peace. These two men are largely responsible for 
the .stoppage of trade, and an evil day of reckoning is in store for them when once the 
situation changes. They are awarc' of this, and are jdaying a double game. They 
accept the Pasha’s food and pay, they sw'are to him that they can caidure Tokar. At 
the same time tlu'y arc in the hands of Iladeudowas outside. Meanwhile, their powt'r 
outside the gate entails blatikmail and a stifling of enterprise on the part of traders. 

I most respectfully beg of you to let the opening of Suakin Gate to tradi? be I 


genuine and permanent. Let us trade not under susi)icion but under cordial 
enconragi'ment. 

I tlierefore liave the lion'uir lo suggest:— 

1. A cession of lioslilitics nu our part, the recall of the “Mukhbir,” and the 
recall of the Priendlics from Setarab. 

2. lnsto;id ot Petitiom. to ilm Government, merely the ordinary ratilication of 
hills of lading a1 the Custom-house. 

3. d’lie .-djolilion of police di'-erelion at the Gate. 

If tlu'.se measures are adopted now', i arly in December, trade will really be open, 
and w’e may be able to hold our on n in this district. 

If not, tiiuh' cannot he said to be open. Moreover, the Piiendli('.s near Setarab, 
urged on by the Pasha to attack T’okar, arc niereU counting defeat. Their destruction 
or flight will only cause discontent w'ithiii these walls, and leave the Tokar mal¬ 
contents mantels of ilu' situation. 1 he nakt d helplessness of the Egyptian Govern* 
merit has liecn laid bare to the tribes for more than a yi'ar, and it wnll be a difficult 
task to restore its prestige.

Sir E. Haring to Consul Cameron, 

(Telegraphic.) Cairo, December 23, 1887, 2T5 v M. 

I HAVE received through the Foreign Office a letter from the London Chamber 
of Commerce complaining of the system of jioliee permits. 

Personally, I find it ditficult to hi'bVvo that the trifling restrictions now' imposed 
can have ol themselvi's pri'vi'iiti’d trade. I should be glad to know whether any 
specilic eases can be cited to .shmv that they have i-roduced"this effect. 

At the same time it is most desirable not to impose any restrictions, and so gwe 
occasion ior complaint, unh'ss llu'y are absolutely necessary. The only essential ])oint 
appears to me to be to jireveut the I'xport of arms and ammunition. Would Kitchener 
see any uhjcetiuu to modifsiug his rules in this si'iise ? 

The Chamher also expresses a hope that “no restrictions other than those of 
customs may bo imposed in the case of Briti.sh .subjects at their own risk and responsi¬ 
bility entering into agreements for legitimate busiiiess such as the cultivation of land 
in the Tokar and other suitable districts.” I presume I may reply that no restrictions 
are imposed ? 

Show this to Kitchener; discuss it with him in a very friendly spirit and let me 
know the result.

Consul Cameron to Sir E. Baring, 

(Telegraphic.) Suakin, December 25, 1887. 

YGUR telegram of 23rd. 

No specilic case can be cited. Last paragraph, no restriction. Respecting 
modifleation. Kitchener is w'illing to abolish system of registration on its being clearly 
understood that lie began it for the advantage of trade as a valuable register of each 
caiavan route’s success or difficulty, that without it Government Avill be under 
difficulties to efl'ectually assist trade, and th.at there has been no complaint from 
merchants. 

He thinks present jiolicy of supervision at the gate necessary', owing to military 
situation and also possible difficulty with foieign trading Consular Agi'iits. My 
opinion is, tliat ow'ing to Osman Digna, trade is now' mdeflcitcly deferred. But 
arguing on status quo ante the 11th October or recurrence of that status quo ante, let us 
leave trade alone and give it a fair chance without restriction, or registration, or police 
supervision. As we have no aggressive force, let us try reconciliation of Tokar by 
trade.

T REG to inclose a copj ot‘ a despatch from Lord Salisbury giving cover to a 
letter I'ruin the London Chamber of Commerce on the subject of the system under 

which trade is now permith d at Sualiin. 

Oil ivcoipt of lliis despatch T telegraphed to you, and have this day received youi 

^ ’'l should greatly doubt whether the restrictions imposed by Colonel Kitchener, 
which were approved both by the Egyptian Government, by myself, and by Her 
Majesty’s Govtanmeut, have of themselves produced any material elfect in the way of 
stopping trade. 

This impression is eonliriued by the statement made in your telegiam that no 
specific eases can lie cited to show that any such ('licet has hec'n ])roduced; and fiuther, 
that no complaints have been made by tlie merchants oi Suakin. 

T have i o doulit whatever that Colonel Kitelu'ner’s intentions, in proposing the 
terms of the I’roelamation now in force, wen* to carry out fully the instructions he 
received on this '•'uhii'et, and I do not in any way wish to imply that tlu'so instiuctions 
have not been loyaliy earric'd out. At tin' ’'anu' time, 1 think it desirahh' to go as far 
as is ])Ossible in the direction suggi'sted by the London Lhambf'r ot t onmu'rec'. I 
unable to attach much impertaiiee to ttu' argimu'iit that tin* jn'esc'ut systi’in^of police 
pi'i'inits is ni'cessary in ordi'r to as'iivt trade. 1 cannot hut tliink that at Suakin, as 
elsewdien*, the Government can host assist trade by treeing it from all restrictions save 
thos(' which, on other jiuhlie grounds, are absolutely necessary. 

As regards jios'siljle dillieultii's ivith lon'ign trading Consular v\gen1s, 1 have to 
observe that the rights of thosi' Agents are certainly no greater than in Egypt. I do 
not, therefore, Felly understand wdiy the ('xereisii of those rights should neeiissitate 
eustonis restrictions other than those which ('xist in I'.gypL Should any ol those 
Agents endeavour to e.xercise their rights in a manner which, bearing m mind the 
peculiar position of afl'aiis al Suakin, would appvar to be di'trimental t() the public 
interests, Colonel Kitclu'iier can count on the support oF Her Majesty s Government. 
Representations could he nuuU' to the Govi'iiiments whom those Agents sei\e, which 
would, in all iirohahilitv, produce the result reiiuiivd. 

1 gather from your telegram of to-day that you are of opinion that no police 
supervision wdiatover should be exercised over trade. Phe London Chamber of 
Commerce, who apjiear to think that trade Hiould he allowed under precisi'ly the 
Regulations as those which exist in hlgypt. As at present advised, 1 am unable 
altogether to concur in this view. T understand that Colonel Kitehem'r is of opinmn 
that the militarv situation necessitates the adojition ol e<'i tain special measures. In 
Hiis opinion I am disposed to agre.', hut 1 consider that the restrictions imposed sliouM 
not go further than what is ahsolubdy in'ct'ssary on military groimds. 1 he most 
important ri'stiaetion oF this iiatuiv would appear to he tlie pivyeiitioii oi the export ot 
•irms and ammunition. This is ei'rtainly necessary under existing eireiimstaiiees at 
Suakin The rigid of s(areh ('xereised at the gati' in any ease when) siispieiou was 
aroused would piohahiv he sufficient to insure this idijeet, witlioiiT the imeessity of 
enforcing a iirevions application to trade. 1 should hi' glad to know whellier Lolonel 
Kitelieiicr eoii'-idi'i's that any other restrietions are, on iiurely military grounds, 

necessai^y. Suakin, as elsewheir, that trade should be registi'red, but a 

declaration made by the im'rehant at the gate of exit would probably he all that is 

ie(iuircd to insure this object. . .. , r i _ 

lluncaot telegraphed to ^ou again on tins .suhjcei, ior, a.s }ou observe_m jour 
telegram, wdiilst Osman ])igna is in tlii' immediate neighhoiirhood (d buakin, d is not 
probable that any trade can spring up.

Commander Rooke to Admiral His Royal Iliyhness the Duke oj Edinburgh. 

(Extract.) Falconat Suakin, December 14, 1887. 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Royal Uighness that on the 8th instant the 
Friendly Arabs were attacked and dispersed by the Tokar people, and the country up 
to the walls of this place is now again in the hands of the rebels. The accounts of the 
affair are so conflicting, that even Colonel Kitchener liimsclf cannot get at the truth of 
the matter. There is no doubt whatever that the ” Friendlies ” never had any inclination 
for flgliting the Tokar people, espcchdly as it would have produced a blood feud with 
the powerful lladendowa tribe. 

Many of the ” Friendlies ” went home again some days ago, and those remaining 
(about 1,0U0) separati'd themselves from the small body of “blacks” (about fittyh 
owing to quarrels The “ blacks ” seized and slaughtered some cattle near Tokar, and 
this provoki'd an attack. At noon on the 5th th(*y were attacked and dispersed; the 
blacks ” lost two men killed, some forty-live Fricmdlics are said to be missing, 

A mounted j)arty of the enemy passed to the northward yesterday in sight of 
the forts. 

2. The Mukl)ar and party of Hashi-Bazouks have returned from Trinkitat. 

3. The “ Starling ” returned here on the 11th instant, and is moored in the 
Northward Creek, so that her guns command the approach on the weakest side of the 
defences. Lieutenant and Commander Paget during his cruize visited Jeddah, then 
crossed to Amara, Khor Shirab, Alahommed Ghoul, and Alersa Durur.

&c., for Massowah. 

Just as I was closing this letter, ('olonel Kitchener sent off to inform me that 
about 800 rebels are in sight on the Tamai road, that the guns of the forlseannot reach 
them by 300 or 400 yards, and has asked me to open Fin' on them. I haveordertal the 
“ Starling” to fire as soon as she can make them out; 1 will move tin* Falcon ” up 
the creek north of the town as soon as ray steam is n'ady. 

Now that the wall is finislu'd tin* town is almost impregnable, and tb(' prc'seneo of 
the English men-of-wmr will prevent any rising inside the town;

Britain and knowing that the dearest wish of England is to }mt Egypt in the 
])ossession of her ])eoplc, yet the Circassians have lilled the eoimtiy from all sides, in 
your time, and you arc not aAvarc of it. Look at the Domains Administration, how it 
is all in Circassian hands, covering as it does almost a third of the country. Every 
time an employe appears of other race than their owm they at once find Jaiili in him*, 
dismiss him, and employ a Circassian in his place, so that they arc always pouring in 
from Russian territories to he employed in the “teftiches” (districts) as*soon as they 
arrive, while natives of the country arc dismissed to make room for them, though 
these latter know more about the agriculture and condition of the country. Moreover, 
besides the fact that these posts are given to Circassians, the Einanec Department has 
every year to pay large sums to make ui) the Rothschilds’ account, hut the Circassians 
care nothing for this so long os the loss falls on mtives and not on themselves. 

Again, in the case of pension commutations, for sonic time past it has been their 
practice, if the pensioner was their compatriot, to do all in their power to help him, 
but if he was of another nationality to set themselves again.st him, and raise the price 
of the lands, while he can hut accept, for tlie Europeans on the Commission follow the 
opinion of the Circassians, knowing nothing of the matter themselves. 

All the Egyptians are enraged against England by reason of the manner in which 
she abandons this country to the Circassians to do as they will with it, and tlu' people 
think of waiting a Petition to Ilcr Majesty the Queen complaining of their situation; 
may he she will pay attention to them, and deliver them from the oppression of those 
Mamelukes, as the French delivered them from their predecessors before the time of 
Mchemet Ali Pasha. The Queen w’ill act graciously and nobly, and will order posts 
to he transferred from Circassians to natives, for tlie former regard tliis counrty as 
their owm property fi'om long past, and they an' enemies both to us and to you. 

Therefore, we liave first addressed you, and are w'aiting for our God to deliver us 
hy suppressing these men through you. MHiat shall we say of our Lords the Turks, 
who bought them as childn'n to he house-servants and pipe-hearers, and then when 
they grew' up, made them masters over us ? 

The chief cause w’hy the people inclined to follow' Arahi was the tyranny of these 
brutes. 

Do you not see that if we thought this Egypt of ours belonged to the Russians, 
and that the Czar had sent these men to rule over us, wo should complain of them to 
him; hut wo know that it is your Government which is in military occupation of the 
land, and the duty lies with you. So help us hy driving them out, that history may 
record the deed to your honour.

WITH reference to your Lordship’s despatch No. 323 of the 15th November last, 
I have the honour to report that Count d’Aubigny, the newly-appointed French Agent 
and Consul-General in Egypt, arrived in Cairo on the 2Jth ultimo. 

Count d’Aubigny will shortly be officially received by the Khedive in order that 
he may present his letters of credence. 

At our first interview Count d’Aubigny informed me that he was animated by the 
most friendly and conciliatory feelings towards Her Majesty s Government, and tliat 
he hoped to work cordially with myself with a view to a settlement of any questions 
which might arise in Egypt. 

I replied that I was fully prepared to meet him in the same spirit, and tiuu 
I would use every endeavour to establish and maintain the friendly relations which it 
was so essential for the prosperity of Egypt should c-vist between the Representatives 
of England and France.

WITH reference to my letter of the 17th ultimo upon the subject of thi' 
opening of trade nith tlie East Soudan and the regulutious undo' which it has been 
sanctioned by the Egyptian authorities at Suakin, I am directed by the iMarquis of 
Salisbury to state, for the information of the London Chaml)er of Commerce, that 
Her Majesty’s Agent and Consul-General in Egypt reports that he is in comninnica- 
tion with Colonel Kitchener with the object of removing all restrictions upon trade 
as far as the military necessities of the situation will permit. 

With reference to the hope e.xpresscd in your letter of the 13th ultimo, that no 
restrictions other than those of Customs may be imposed in the case of British 
subjects at their own risk and responsibility entering into Agreements for legitimate 
business, such as the cultivation of land in the Tokar and other suitable districts, I 
am further to explain that it appears from the Reports of Consul Cameron to 
Sir E. Baring, that no restrictions arc at present imposed in such cases.

In all probability principle will be 
generally approved. I propose suggesting that Egyptian Goveiaunent should be 
invited to consider subject and stat(' its views. This will metd Nubar Pasha’s washes. 

His present idea is to reply that he approves of jirinciple, but that he cannot 
delegate powders of taxation to the Municipality w'hich tlie llgsptian Government does 
not possess itself. He would invite Powers to give Egy))ti<in Govenuuent, under C(‘rtain 
conditions, power to tax all Europeans resident in Egyjit. Thus he would indirectly 
raise question discussed in previous correspondence of creating some sort of Local 
Council to legislate for Europeans in fiscal matters. 

He attaches so much importance to this that I would not object to his acting as 
he wishes. It will, at all events, let us know' how' the Pow'crs are inclined to view 
proposal.

He w^ould, therefore, invite the Powers to give the Egyptian 
Government, under certain conditions, the pow'er of taxing all Europeans resident in 
Egypt. In this way he would indirectly raise the question discussed in previous 
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correspondence of creating some sort of local Council to legislate for Europeans in 
fiscal matters. 

Nubar Pasha attaches so much importance to this, that I would not object to his 
acting as he wishes. It will at all events enable us to ascertain how the Powers are 
inclined to view the proposal. But the negotiations will probably be long, and I 
think Nubar Pasha underrates the pressure which will be put on him to deal speedily 
with the practical question immediately at issue, which is to provide funds to keep 
the roads, &c., of Alexandi'ia in repair.

Commander Rooke to Admiral Ilis Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh. 

^ir> “ Falcon,'^ at Suakin, December 19, 1887, 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Royal Highness that the attack made on 
the Water Forts on the 14tb, as mentioned in letter I\o. 82, was repulsed by the fire 
from th(‘ forts and by sixty cavalry and mounted infantry under Major Hickman, who 
attacked them in flank and inflicted some loss on them. They were firing with rifles 
at the forts for two hours at long range, but hit no one. 

2. On the forenoon of the 16th, about 100 mounted rebels tried to cut out some 
cattle near the forts. Hickman’s cavalry charged them, rescued the cattle, and killed 
five rebels without losing any men. The rebels killed one shepherd, and took another 
prisoner. 

3. As the gaiTison is very small just now, about 700 men, I offered to land men 
to assist, and by arrangement, with Colonel Kitchener, the “ Starling’s ” landing party 
of 30 men and 1 Lieutenant with 12 “ Falcon’s ” men have garrisoned H. Redoubt, 
under Lieutenant Campbell; 13 “ Falcon’s ” men under Mr. Cook, gunner, with 25 
Egyptian infantry, hold left water fort; 12 “ Falcon’s ” men have reinforced Egyptian 
garrison of right water fort. 

4. A deserter who came into H. Redoubt reports the enemy in force at Hanboub, 
I'amai, and Hasheen, estimated from 2,000 to 5,000 fighting men, that they intend 
trying to capture Suakin by a rush at daybreak very shortly, and that their leaders 
told them there were not enough soldiers in Suakin to man the defences. 

5. Our artificers have taken in hand Carysfort Electric Light, which Colonel 
Kitchener wishes to mount on tlie new main gate, but the machinery is so rusty and 
much out of repair that probably it will not be ready for a week, if at ail. 

6. I shall, if possible, re-embark the lauding party on arrival of the reinforcements 
which Colonel Kitchener expects shortly. 

By next mail I hope to forward to your Royal Highness a plan ol' the present, 
defences of Suakin. 

7. The health of the ship’s company has improved since last report, the weather 
now having become drier and cooler.

A CONVERSATION I recently had with Mr. Pa'aman !«, I thank, of sufficient 
importance to justify my reporting it to your Lordship. 

Your Lordshi]) will remember that Mr. Beaman was formerly a Consular 
Assistant attached to the British Agency in Egypt. 

.V fcAv months before T arrived in Egypt, in 1S88, Mr. l^enmaii left the English 
.service. He Avas, 1 believe, in some degree associated with Arabi and Arabi’s 
sympathisers, native and European. Since that time he has been (Jorrespondont of the 
Standard.” 

iMr. Beaman is a man of considerable ability. He speaks Arabic perfcctlyn He 
mixes greatly in native society. IIis sympathies Avith the Arabi movenn'nt, Avhethcr 
real or supposed, afford him rather exceptional opportunitii's for learning th(’ vicAVs of 
those classes of Egyptian society Avho are gentirally most reticent in speaking to 
Europeans. 

Mr. Beaman commenced his coiiA'crsation Avith me by stating that a certain 
number of Arabi’s followers had commissioned him to ask for an intervioAV Avith me. 
T must confess that I Avas somoAvhat. surprised at this communication. I Avas aAvare 
that the opinions of Avhich Arabi Avas the principal cxpomnit Avere far from being extinct 
in Egy^pt. On the other hand, I had been under the impn'ssion that Arabi and his fate 
had ceased to excite any A’cry lively interest, and that any [)ersonal attachmcnl leK, 
toAvards him lU'cd no longer be taken inf o account as a factor of iinporlanct' in dealing 
with the ])olitical situation of Egypt. 

Under those circumstances, I thought it desirable to elicit from Mr. Beaman whut 
he had to say 07i the subject. His story Avas somi'Avhat as follows :—■ 

He said that it was a great mistake to suppost* that Arabi was forgotten. His 
symj)athisors were very numerous. He believed that it Avonld not be difficult to 
obtain the signatures of 1,000 respectable ix'ople Avho di'sircd liis return. Aral)! s 
partisans, IMr. Beaman said, Avere just uoav i-alln'r excited owing to the rchnrn of Ismail 
Pasha to C’onstantinoph', Avhii-h they thought Avas possibly a prelude I 0 his return to 
Egypt. They Avould A'iow Ismail Pasha’s ri'turn Avith the utmost dislavour. They 
disliked tin' juvsent (loAn'minent, and os])ecially Nuhar Pasha. They AAcre much 
discontented Avith the working of ilu' new 'IVibunals. But, being all Egyptian Arabs, 
th(‘ir predomina7it f(*eling aaus dislike of Turkish [UA'dominancc', and cspi'cially hatnal 
of the Khedivial famil^^ *• Ismail Pasha,” Mr. Bi'amau said, ‘'tla'A considm* a rascal, 
and they di'spise his .so 7 i for his \V''akne.',s and want of energy.” 

'riiey had no very sjiecitic complaints to make except as regards the 'Iribunuls. 
They knew' that they could not got xad of the present Khedivi*, but they Avished Arabi 
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io return to be bis Prime Minister. They did not dislike the English. On tlui 
contrary, they Avislied them to remain in Egypt, but to govern through Arabi and the 
Arabists, ^vho would aid tlieiu in the task of reform which they had in hand. 
Mr. Ecaman gave me the names of some of his informants. One was a retired offic(‘r 
of the army; two others were Slicikhs of some local importance. He said that the 
party of n hom he spoke were largely influenced ])y religious ideas. This I antici¬ 
pated. The Ulema of the El Azhar Mosqiu' are the natural loaders of any anti- 
Kbcdivial movcinont. 

I Ihouglit it advisable to decline to see Mr. Beaman’s friends, and I told him that, 
although I should be happy to do all I could to remedy any specific complaints 
emanating from any class of society which might be brought to my notice, he must 
make it most clearly understood that I ^vould not give the very smallest encourage¬ 
ment to the general political views of his informants. 

Mr. Beaman’s statements must be accepted with some reserve, but I fancy that 
there is a good deal of truth in them. If a suitable opportunity presents itself T will 
olitain from him any further information on this subject which he may be able to 
impart. 

I should add that Mr. Beaman hinted to me that the Arabists wished him 
to go to England to advocate their views in tlu' press and amongst Mcmb(‘rs of 
Parliament.

.January 30, 1888.) 

or three years there have been a good many difficulties attendant 
on the working ot the police system .system in Egypt. 

The death of Baker Pasha raised the question of whether the system .should be 
reorganized. 

Simultaneously 1 was informed that the military authorities in England were in 
kvour ot amalgamating the army and the police. Mr. Stanhope sent me privately a 
Meinorandmn ot Lord Wolseley’s, and Lord Salisbury requested me to repo.t, in the first 
instance imolhcially, on the subject. 

[ soon fouml that very conflicting \icw-, prevailed here as to what should he done 
Eventually, alter hearing the opinions of all the diilerent autlmrities concerned, 1 drew 
up a short programme (Annex- ]) whieh [ then hoiietl would serve as a basis of a enm-

liaker Pasha explains the present organization iif tlu- provincial police. For the sake of 
cuinenieiice ol reference I give the main faeis below. 

ihe unit ot tlie urganizatiim ol the proxineial police is tlie “kism” or district. The 
police of the “ kisia” are under the order-, of an Egyptian “ iMoaween ” H'aptain). On all 
matter" eoniiectcd with the [uihlie si’cnrily of (he *'kism,’’the “IMoaween” reports direct to 
and lakes his orders Irom the iMiiinooi-el-.Mi ikez,” the chief civil authority of the district. 
But in quasi-niilitary matters, /r.. (ho-o connected with the discipline and interior 
ecoiiomx ot tlu* police, tlu' Moaw een ” is niuler the immediate order.s of the Commandant 
.Mamoor”) of the province (“'Muilirieli ’). 

In like manner the Conunandants, who arc all Egyptians, take tlieir orders from the 
Mudii's, except on quasi-military matters. On the latter they are under the direct 
control ol the ilivisioiial officers. 
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Besides the “kism” and provinciol units, there are three divisional units comprising 
the whole of the provinces and towns of Egypt, with the exception of Cairo. The head¬ 
quarters of the divisions are at Cairo, Alexandia, and Assioul. Each division is under a 
De])uty Inspector-General, Avho is assisted by two Inspectors, one European and one 
native, d'lie Deputy Inspectors-Gencral are all Englishinen, The divisional officers 
have no executive authority. They act as Inspectors and Controllers in all questions of 
discipline, supjdy, pay, &c., and as a means of communication and control on ihesc heads 
in their districts. In matters connected witli public security the Dcputyln.spectors- 
Gcneral may inspect and report what comes unJer their observation to tlie Inspector- 
General. They can issue no orders to the executive authority, but they may offer their 
advice. 

The Deputy Inspcctors-General are under the direct orders of the Inspector- 


General at head-quarters. 

The organization of the city police in Alexandria and Port Said docs not differ 
from the system that exists in the Aludiriehs, except that the Commandants are 
Europeans. The latter are the executive officers ot the Governors of those towns, but 
in quasi-military matters they take their orders direct from the Deputy Inspcctors- 
General of their respective divisions. 

In Cairo the Commandant, who is an Englishman, is under the orders ()f the 
Governor in matters connected witli the public security of tlie town. In quasi-military 
matters he is directly under the Inspector-General, as Cairo is excepted from the three 

divisions into which the rest of Egypt is divided. 

The city police have. I think, performed their duties in a fairly satisfactory mannei. 
In Cairo difficulties have once or twice arisen, owing to the late Governor attempting to 
give orders direct to the officers under the Commandant. In Alexandria the iliscipline 
and interior economv ot the force is not all that' could he desiied, but this is mainly 
due to the Commandant not being quite the right man for the post. On the whole, 
however, the police system in (^airo, Alexandria, and Port Said has ptoduced faiily 
good results. 

The Central Ikireau is under the direction of the Inspector-General. 1 his officer 
is the head of the police force in all matters connected with its interior economy and 
discipline. In addition to these duties, the Inspector-Goneral deals with all reports on 
public sccuritv matters addressed by' the ^ludirs to the Ministry of the Inteiifu.^ On 
such subjects he draws up all orders and circulars to the IVIudirs for the Ministei .s 
approval'and signature, ddie Central Bureau is divided into three principal Depart- 
menG, viz., Einance, Secretariat, and Crime, 'fhe two former are clerical departments, 
charged respectively with making up accounts and conducting official correspondence on 
police matters. The Head of the Finance Departmeut i.s ^^Ir. Roche, a Levantine 
British subject; and of the Secretariat, Mr. Agopian, an Armenian. The Department 
of Crime is under the charge of Mr. Ivlat, a Syndan. Besides the thiee piincipal 
De])artments, there are the Departments of Slavery, Secret Service, Clothing and Stores, 
and Prisons. ' The latter have only recently been placed under the lnspector-(!oneral <it 
Police* 

One more point only requires to he mentioned to complete this outline of the 
police organization, namely, the black reserve. In Cairo and Alexaudiiu, and at the 
convict prison at Tourah, a certain number of guards have to he supplied by the police, 
which call for a purely military organization. The giuirds are i'urnishpd by a reserve of 
blacks, with head-(iuarters in Cairo. In case of necessity this reserve is used to reinforce 
the police in any particular part of the country. _ , , . i-. - , 

Such is the present .system for the preservation ot law and order in Egypt. I 
proceed to point out some of the more important defects which the experience of the 

last four years has shown to exist in it. , . , . i i i • 

in the first place, under that system difficulties have arisen with regard to keeping 
ui) the sunplv of men ’who enter the police force. .Men arc not .specially trained for that 
* , r' i._i_ c_ +iw» ..iiDiv Ttv .-1 Ivlunlivial Decree nassed in 


i.oru M olseloy and other military authorities, and an amenumem was pa,ssed 
Council in 1885 permitting the retention of men in the army over four years, on 
condition that the total service of eight years was not exceeded. 1 his anieudnieiit, 
however has not as vet been confirmed hv a Khedivial Decree, and is not therefore part 
of the law of the land. The Decree of 1884 has never been observed. A modus vu etidi 
ha-^ been adopted by the army and police, based upon the amendment of 1885. Some 
of the men aie kept with the army for five or six years. About four-fifths of the mea 


supplied by the army to the police of late years have been taken from men of four years’ 
service and upwards, and the remaining fifth from men of three or two years’.service. 
The Egyptian military authorities complain that this system seriously injpairs the 
efficiency of the army, as the police take away most of their best men. Moreover, 
it produces considerable discontent among those soldiers who are kept in the army after 
their four years’ service has expired, ’fhe police is more popular then the armv. The 
pay is better, and the w’ork lighter. In addition to these defects, no system can be 
considered sati.sfactory the working of wdiich depends, as in the present instance, 
entirely upon tlie personal moderation and conciliation shown by the heads of the police 
and army in their relations with one another. 

Again, the present system cannot be said to have been entirely successful in 
suppressing corruption and oppression in the provinces. Complaints on this subject have 
reached me from time to time. Some improvement has no doubt taken place during the 
last four years in the way in which law and order arc maintained, but the improvement 
has not been so great as might have been reasonably expected. How far the authority of 
the Mudirs may have been impaired by the present organization will be considered later 
on. It is certain, however, that opporluiiitits for corruption and oppression .still e.xist. 
Xo doubt the Deputy Inspectoi's-General have done much to improve this state of 
things, but their districts cover a very large area, 'fhey are expected to make four tours 
of inspection in the year. These insjiectinns are therefore not so thorough as could be 
wished, and many cases of injustice aic committed with impunity. 

The third and tlie mo?-t important defect in tlie existing police organization is the 
division of re,sponsibilily which it has in practice entailed. 'I’lie theory of the scheme of 
1881 was, no doubt, llial the officers of the police, from the Inspector-General at the 
Ministry ot the Interior to tlu' “ .Moaween ” in the “kism,’’ should be directly under the orders 
of the corresponding civil authorities. With the exception of the Deputy Inspectors- 
General they were to be purely o.xecutive ollicer.i. But the police w'as in English hands, 
and the higher [losls were lilkd by Bngli.slimen. The adiniui.stration under which it was 
placed was a purely native administration. It was inevitable that the Engli.shnian would 
encroach upon the domain of the native. A simple means of doing so was provided in 
the original plan. The Inspeclor-(lencral and his officers were independent of the civil 
authorities in all matters relating to the discipline and interior economy of the police. 
Such matters are not capable of any very precise definition. It has, no doubt, been the 
practice to include amongst them much that might properly be said to belong to tbc 
province of public security. The result has been to divide the responsibility for the 
maintenance of law and order between the civil authorities and the police. I do not 
wish to say that this division of responsibility has been altogether an evil. Better results 
have been obtained than would have been t'^e case had the original .system been more 
•strictly observed. But ihL dual re'^pousibility is too undefined. The harmonious 
working of the system is left too much to the personal qualities of the officers of the 
police and the civil authorities. The population are left iu uncertainty as to who is renllv 
responsible for the preservation ol' public security. 

I now turn to Xubar Pasha's scbc.i.e. 1 propose to examine how far it tends to 
remedy the defects in the existing system wbicb f have pointed out. I sliall leave out of 
the drscussiou the ([ucstion of providing a special police for Cain), Ale.xandria, and Port 
Said. It has been agreed to postpone this question for subsequent consideration, 
and I do not apprehend that any ditficully will be found in arriving at a satislactory 
conclusion. 

Nubar Pasha’s plan is, brielly, as follows: 'I’lie posts of Inspector-General of Police 
and Deputy luspectois-Gcneral are to be suppressed, and a certain number of Inspectors 
apjiointed by the Minister of the Interior. These Inspectors are to have no executive 
powers, and are to be directly under the ^linister’s orders. No districts are to be 
assigned to them, but they are to bo sent on tours of inspection whenever and wdierever 
the Minister inuy consider necessary. The Inspectors are to have no chief. In the 
provinces the Governors and Mudirs are to be alone responsible for the maintenance of 
public security. 'Fhey are also to have the control of all matters pertaining to the 

discipline and interior economy of the ])olicc. Lastly, the police reserve is to be 

incorporated into the army, the Minister of War keeping 40U men at the disposal of the 
Mini.ster of the Interior for the requirements of public security. It may be mentioned 
here that it has been agreed on all sides that the police reserve should be transferred to 
the army. 

The first defect in the existing system to which I have drawn attention is the 

diliiciilty of obtaining a sufficient supply of men for the police without impairing the 

etlickncv of the army. Nubar Pasha’s proposals do not touch upon this point, except iu 
[583] H 
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so far that he proposes that the police reserve should he incorporated into the arm}'. The 
matter is of considerable importance, and is an argument in favour of Ihe partial 
amalgamation of the army and police. Tt is essential tliat the police should be composed 
of trained men. These men can only be found in the ranks of the army. Were the two 
forces united under one head, many of the difliculties to which I have already alluded as 
existing between the army and the police would be rendered comparatively easy of 
solution. 

The second defect of the present oig.mizatinn, namely, the oppression and corruption 
which still to a certain extent prevail in the provinces, is also not dwelt upon in the 
scheme under consideration. Oppression and corruption in Egypt vary inversely as 
English interference. ISiuhar Pasha’s plan would diminish, if not altogether eliminate, 
the control hitherto exercised by the English over the police. It would therefore have 
no tendency to reduce injustice and arbitrary rule in the provinces, but rather to increase 
them. 

IN’ubar Ibmha's remedic', in short, arc confined to the third defect at present 
existing in the police, namely, thcdi\ision of responsibility between the civil authorities 
and the officers of the police. The whole point of the present proposal is to place the 
police entirely under native control, 'fhe Minister of the Interior, and the IMudirs and 
Covernors under him, would nork the machine for the preservation of public security 
entirely by themselves. 'Phe Inspectors, it is true, are Intended to be Europeans. Hut 
it would ro.-!t altogether with the Minister of the Interior to decide what use ‘'hould be 
made of those Inspectors, and how far any attention ‘should be paid to their reports. 

It will be desirable to state the arguments advanced by Xubar Pasha in support of a 
scheme which is not a modification, but an entire reversal, of the [iresent sy^tem. These 
arguments are contained in Nubar Pimb.a’s letter to me of the 1st January, and the 
documents annexed to it (Annexes 3 to 7j. In that letter Nubar Pasha urges that his 
present proposal i.s a return to the system to which the country has long been accustomed, 
and which was generally approved by Her IMajesly’s Government in 1^8-1. At first 
that sy.stcm produced excellent results. Afterwards the necessities of police discipline 
were used as a pretext to introduce di\ided responsibility, thus causing both the civil 
administration and the police to work badly. Nubar Paslia admits that the division of 
responsibility at the head of the Gosernment is a necessity under existing circumstances. 
But he is strongly opposed to allowing it to penetrate into the machinery of the admini¬ 
stration. A Head of the Police is virtually a second Mini'-ter of the Interior who 
destroys the authority of his nominal chief. Again, the existing .system has not 
succeeded well in practice, and has caused general discontent. The population have no 
confidence in the police; evil-doers are not aftaid of it. With regard to the Inspectors, 
Nubar Pa.sha thunks lha* if .special districts wore a.ssigmed to them they would speedily 
consider themselves as the superiors of the IMudirs in those districts. The latter would 
lose their prestige and authority. Moreo\ or, the Inspectors, with the knowledge that 
their insjyoelions might be controlled by another li'spcctor, 'would do their work more 
thoroughly. It is not hecau-e he A\ishe.s to hide the state of the country that Nubar 
Pasha objects to employing Europeans with executive powers and fixed posts in the 
provinee.s, blit because he wishes to prevent foreigners coming into daily contact with 
the natives, and thereby making both themselves and the administration nnpopniar. 
Nubar Pasha then stales that the infiuenee exercised by Her IMajesty's Government on 
the government of Egyiit would in no way he diminished by hi? pre.sent proposals. 
Lastly, he jtoints out that his plan would produce very eoiisiderahle economies in the 
Police Budget. 

Before forwarding Ihe^e proposals home for the consideration of Her Majesty's 
Government, I thought it advisable to make some further imiuiries as to the details of 
the plan. I especially directed my attention to finding out, firstly, how it was intended 
to organize the Central Hureaii, and, secondly, what the inspectors Averc Intended to 
inspect. Upon these points I srav both the Khedive and Kuhar Pasha, and I .soon 
discoAcred that a considerable divergence of opinion existed between them. 

The Khedive wished the C’ontrul Bureau to be entirely in native luinds. Tlie 
English In.spectors Avere to have no voice Avhatevor in the management of police 
matters. Their dutie.s, when on their tour of inspection, were to be confined to 
inspecting the uniforms, horses, barracks, arm^, and accoutrements of the police force. 
In short, the Klicdive desired the English control to be purely nominal. 

Until I put the question to him, Nubar Pasha had not thought about the organi¬ 
zation of the Central Bureau, and he appeared to have no very definite ideas on the 
subject. The functions of the Inspectors .should, in his opinion, he more exten.sive 
than those possessed at present by the Deputy Inspectors-General. 'I'licy would inspect 
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and report upon, not merely ihe police, but all the branches of the Administration in the 
provinces. 

I drcAv Nubar Pasha’s attention to the differences of opinion which cxi'^ted between 
himself and His Higlmess on these two vital points of his sehciue. I sr.ld that before 
any proposals were submitted to Her ATajesty’s Government it must he clear that they 
really rcprcsenled the vicAvs of the Khedive and his Ministers. In the course of further 
conversation I gathered that his Excellency did not so much object to the existing 
system as to some of the higher officers by whom it was directed, ’ritere is, I venture 
to think, considerable force in this objection. Without entering into a discU'sion as to 
the merits or demerits of individual officers, it must he ndmiltod that not one ot the 
three Deputy Inspectors-General possesses the qualifieations tluit are nm'ossarv for a Chief 
of Uolice in this country. 

Under tlic.-c eireumstanees, I '-uggested to N'uhar Paslia the name of Cohmol 
Chermside, at present in command of the Egyiilian troops at Wady Haifa, as a possible 
man for the post. Colonel Chermside is a pciroixi yi'u/u to the Kliedivc and to Nubar 
Pa.slia. He speaks Turki.sli and Arabic Avell, and has a Ibormieli kuowledgi' of the 
country and its requirements. 1 do not tliink that it would be po'-sible to find a man 
more competent to take charge of the police. My suggestion was accepted Avitli alacrity 
by Nubar Pasha. The Khedive, on being consulted, had no oiijee'ious to offer. It was 
thereupon agreed to ask Her Alajesty's Govcniment if lliey v.onlil allow Colonel 
Chermside to accept this jmsi. lie was then to be charged to produce a >e!icmc for tlie 
future organization of the police. I accordingly telegraphed in tliat -en- ‘ to Lord 
Salisbury. 

The great difficulty that stands in the way of a satisfactory solutioti of the police 
(pieslion is the ditilculty of reconciling legal government \dtli a -trong Svecutivc,^ 
Nobody denies that since our ocenpation of the country Ihe inliucncc and authority of 
the Aludirs have enormously decreased. Nubar Pasha appears to think that ho could 
re.storc them to tlu ir old presti,go by abolishing the neputy iuspcctors-Gcncral. But 
the presenee of the latter was one of the smallest of the causes ot the decline of the 
authority of the Aliulirs. The real causes have been the creation of the Native'rrihunals, 
the abolition of the eonrhash. and the partial suppression of the corvee. 

The tAvo last mca.sures Avere inevilahle tlie moment that a gieat civilized PoAver bad 
umlertaken, even temporarily, the restoration of law and order in Egypt. But^ in my 
opinion the c.xccutivc authority was iinueccssarily Avoakoned by the .syMcm on which tlu'. 
■Native Tribunals were created. At the time Avhen I arrived in Egypt a plan for the 
formation of Native Tribunals,modelled on tlie Ereuch system, was already in the hands of 
the Government. 'I'liis plan took all judicial poAver out of the hands of the Mudirs, except 
the power of inflicting a feu da} .s’ imprisonment for potty olfonees. Both Mr. Clifford 
Llovd and myself opposed the scheme. We urged that the I'lliulirs should be allowed 
to retain more extensive magisterial power. Our argument did nut prevail, and the 
original plan passed into law. Since tlien our anticipations have proA’ed to be correct. 
The Native Tribunals have done more than perhaps any tiling else to Aveakou the authority 
of the Executive. 

But, it may he asked, why not leave the Avhole responsibility for the maintenams' of 
internal order to the Egyptian Government ? 1 reply that this expevlmont has already 

been tried in tlie case of the Native Tribunals, and Unit it has been a eompleie failure. 
Since the establishment of tliose Tribunals I have, until quite recently, carefully avoided 
any kind of interfcreiiee in their working. ’Die result has been most disappointing. 
Complaints of their ineffmiency and corruption began to grow more and more frcipieiit, 
until I was at last eompelied to call Nubar Pasha's attention to the matter.^ The ooii- 
scquonce Avas that an European, M. Lcgrclle, ay as appointed Prociircur-General. I lie 
appointment was by no means a strong one, hut even in the Icav weeks that^ have since 
elapsed some improvement has already been observed in the Avoyking ot the Iribunals. 

It is, in fact, iinpo.ssiblc under present circumstances to av'oid duality in the admini.s- 
tration. The division of rc.sponsihility thereby necessitated is, no doubt, a weakne.ss, 
but experience has sIioavu that the policy ot nou-inlerfci'ciioc produces still greater 
Aveakne.ss. 

The estahli.shment of a strong native Executive is no longer a question ot shutting 
one’s eyes to a certain number of abuses. This might have liecu a possible policy once. 
But the poliev of reform has gone too far to permit of our retracing our steps. By with¬ 
drawing all European eoiitrol from the provinces it may be possible to restore to the 
Mudirs their former corruption ami oppression, but it will never ho possible to restore to 
them their former strength. 

What 1 1 ro])ose to' do, if Her ATajesty’s Government assent to the proposal to 
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appoint Colonel Chennside, is to await that officer’s arrival in Cairo, and then to allow 
liim time to consider all the features of the quc'tion. My oun ideas on the subject are 
to reduce the number of European officers in the police, retaining only the more efficient; 
to have European Commandants witli executive powers in the large towns; and to recall 
the Deputy Inspectors-Gencval to Cairo. Whether or not the latter should have fixed 
districts and a fixed number of tours of inspection to make in the year, I would 
leave to be settled between Colonel Chermside and Nubar Pasha. With an English 
Chief of tlie Police this question is no longer of vital importance. 

1 think that thi-. programme would be aeecptod by the Egyptian Government.

The prov iucial police, as at present organized, coasists ol the '■ kism,’ m di.stiiLl luiii, tin,- pioviiim.n 
unit, the divisioiutl uiiii, ami the police a' a whole, represented by the Inspector-Ueiiei.d and his Stat; 
at hoad-(]uarters.

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“ Kism,’’ or DUtrui. 

Tlie nvganizntion of the “ or district unit, con'espoiids, as far S'; ilix'i]ilin(‘ and interior 

(‘coiioiiiy are concerned, rvith tlie organization of a company on detachment. 

The strength of the. “ kism ” unit varies from 30 non-commissioned ohieei s and men in small 
districts, to 130 at the head-qnarters of a Jtndirieh. The olUcers—one “Moaween” ((’aptain or 
Lieutenant), and one “Molaliiz ” (Suh-Lieutenant)—have to ])oiiorm, in addition to the military duties 
of an ollicer in command of a detachment, all the duties connected with the jiuhlic secniity of t]ie 
“ kism.” In all such duties (pnhlic security) the “ IMoaween ” makes his lleport to, and takes his orders 
from, tlie “ Mamoor-el-Merkez,” /.<■., the chief civil authority of tlie district. During the ahseiice of the 
chief civil authority from the district head-ipiarters, who is more often ahsent than ]n'esenl, the entire 
responsihility, as regards public security matters, devolves on the “ Moaween ” of ])olicc. All cases of 
crime which may occur in the “ kiuii ” are reported direct to the “ I’anpiet ” of the Native Tribunals at 
the IMiidirieh hoad-iptarteas, and a duplicate of the lleport (Form No. 10) is sent to the Mudir. 

When the investigation is complete, the jirocecdings of the ca.so, with witnes.ses and pri.soners, if 
any, an' sent to the “Panpict” of the Tribunals, whilst a detaih'd Report (Form No. 0). sliowing the 
result of the investigation, is made to the Mudir. 

The “ Mamoor-el-Merkez ” is also a “ Juge de.s t'oiitraveiitioiis,” and disjioses at periodical ses.sions of 
all petty otfences which may be sent up by the police. The “ Moaween” of [lolice is, therefore, \irac- 
tically the executive officer of the force. In adilition to a knowledge of drill to enable them to act in 
bodies, the men are expected to be thuronglily aci[uaiiited with all the \ ilhige police (■'gidVirs ”), in the 
district, to cnibree sanitary measures, to know all suspects, to patrol the roads and vi.sit villages at 
night, to furnish guards for the gaols, (>scort jirisouers, serve .summonses and warrants, ,'ind, in short, h(‘ 
at everybody’s heck and call. 

Provini'c, 

The Fommaudant ("Mauioor”) of a provincial unit is usually a ‘'Bimhashi” (Major), or in large 
provinces a “ Kaimakani ” (Lieutenant-Colonel). 

The strength of the police in a province varies from TTO to 350 men. 

In addition to all the duties connected witli the di.sci[iline and interior economy of a hattuliou, the 
Commamlmt is tlie Mndir’s right-hand man in all jmhlic security matters. It is to the Commandant 
the Mudir refers all reports of crime received from the “ kism.” Those are registered in the Comman¬ 
dant’s office, and he is responsilde, subject to the general contiol of the Tlndir, that the invostigatiims 
are completed witliont delay. Thu Commandant also personally impiires into heinous olfoiiees, sueh as 
murders and brigandage. All orders received from the Minister are referred to the Commandant by 
the Miulir'^ with their instructions. 

Dir/.^ion. 

On ,ill public security matters Mndirs ei.iu'>iiMnd direct vitli the TliniVau ; but fa tlm purpose <.t 
dix i]dinv‘, interior economy, and inspection, Fgypt is divided into Uiree di\ i-ion-. eaeb under a Deputy 
Iii'^peetor-General, who has twm Inspectors to a.ssist him, one luiro]H'an and one native. Deputy 
lii.s])ector3-freueral do not coiTe.s])Oud with either iMndirs or Conimand<int^ mi jaiblie ^eenl■ity matter-;, 
Imt when making an iiispeetiou their poweis are in no way limited. 

When the police wen' lirst organized on tlie pre-.ont footing it was iiitendeil to gi\f the Deputy 
Iiisp.'ctor-deneral considerable jiowers in the matter of public seenritv. tt\\iiig, liowi-ver, to Cue 
ojijiositioii brought to liear by the JIndirs, who olijeetod to eorre.spoiid wiili any oiui other than the 
Tliiiister, it was decided that, although Deputy Inspector,s-(leueral might iiispeet and icpori nliat came 
nmler their oli.scrvation to the Iiispeetor-Ocneral, they should issue no orders to tlie exeiaitive .mtlimitv 
oilier thill ill tlie form of advice. Tlie Inspection Itcports,* wliich are in pre-'crilMnl form, peril'p^ 
ilbi-.trat(' more thnu iinylhing else the duties expected of the officers in charge of ilie tliiee imiLs— 
di^triet pi'oviiieial, ami <livisional. 

Hind-ijioirh 

It is not m'ee.s>ary to eiiunierate ill detail the many dutie.> leijiiiivd of ilie In.siK'ctor-th'iieral as 
legards the interior economy and discipline of a foree of 3,001) men. In addition to .such duties the 
liispectoi-Cieiieral receives and registers all Ih'ports mi public -.eeurity mutters addre-sed by tlie 
Mndirs to tin* Minister. He (the liispeelor-tieiieral) drai’ts the aii-<\\ei's of all refereiiees on such 
subjects, and draws nj) all orders and cirerdars to the Mndirs for tlie Minister’.'' ajijiroval and 
signature. 

In .short, as the Moaween of I’oliei' i-, to the rhi' l (ivil authority of the “kism ’ -'O is the Comn.aii- 
daiit to the Mudir and the hrspector-tleiierul to the Minister. 

One of the lute lii.sjieetor-Oeiierars last acts, jtrior to his ileparture for Suez, was to .i[ipro\«* a 
(hivular* which had to he drafted for the ^linister's signature. This (hreular .sjieaks fur itself, 
and detines i learlv tlie relative jiosition and duties of each officer, more especially as regards corre- 
s])oudence 

Pul 

We now come to the organization of the black reserve. In Cairo and Alexandria, as also at the 
convict prison at Tonrah, a number of guards have to he funiislied by the police which call for a purely 
military organization. TTie.se giiard.s, the late Inspeetor-General decided, slimild he furiii-'hed by a 
re.serve of blacks, with head-ipiartors at Cairo and a detachment at Alexandria. 

'file black reserve wus organized .is n hatliiliuii with a strength sufficient Ibi all duties, and which

would at the same time allow the men to have* four nights in bed. The late In,spector-General was of 
opinion that by throwing extra work on the men (giving them only one or two nights in lied instead of 
four), he would at any time he aide to very largely reinforce the police in any particular province 
should the necessity arise. This was General Baker’s original scheme ; hut owing to a reduced Budget 
and the necessity of keeping as many blacks as possible in Upper Kgyjit, the reserve, was found only 
sntficient for Cairo, and tlie- detachment at Alexandria had to be given uir 

To any Olio acipiaiiited with a militaiy jiolico (gendarmerie) pure and .simple, I think I linve stated 
.sufficient to slmw that such is not our provincial organization. Both systems have certain iidvantages, 
hut when theiiueslimi uf civil or military orgauiziitimi was discussed four years ago the proseiil ''V^tem 
was decided on. 

It goes without .saying, therefore, that for Egypt tlie civil organization was at that time considered 

superior.

THE official reception by the Khedive of Count d’Aubigny, the ncAV French 
Consul-General, is fixed to take place on Tuesday morning. In accordance Avith the 
usual custom, he has already communicated to Nubar Pasha the draft of the speech 
Avhich he pro])oses to make on that occasion. 

I have the honour to inclose hercAvith a copy of this draft, and I have ventured, 
by telegraph, tf) call your Lordship’s attention to the third and fourth paragraphs, the 
sense of Avhich seems to go beyond the usual tenour of speeches made on similar 
occasions. 

Nubar Pasha is greatly dissatisfied at the tone of these passages, which arc 
caloilated ro bihig ])roinineutly forward the position Avhich has frequently cau.sed a 
good deal of trouble here—that French officials in the service of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment are still, in some respects, the representatives of the Republic. 

Nubar Pasba is uncertain whether to take up this point, and to bring out in 
becoming language, in the Khedive’s answer, the Egyptian vicAV of the matter, or 
Avhether to adA'ise His Highness to confine his reply to commonplace civilities. He 
is inclined to the latter course, but, in the first place, he begs me to obtain .come 
expression of y'our Lordship's opinion. It is evident that the passage is in reality 
directed against Ihiglish influence, but I would submit that perhaps the Avisest plan 
Avill be to take no notice of it.

Colonel Kitchener to Sir E. Baring. 

(Extract.) Suakin, January 9, 1888. 

I -VM much obliged to you for your letter of the 22nd December, I sec in the 
letter that you refer to “police permits ” for trade. N^otbing of the sort exists. The police 
have nothing whatever to do with the registration, which is done in tin; x4ccouutant’s 
Department on the declaration of the merchant only. I think the present system is 
.simpler and more expeditious than a declaration at the gale, Avhieh Avould entail my 
detaching an employe for the purpose of registration, and would also, in my opinion, 
be more troublesome to the merchants. There has never been any hitch in carrying 
out the present system, and no delay that I know of has ever occurred. The merchant 
sends in or brings in his request direct (not through the police) either to me or to the 
Sub-(Jovernor. The details are at once registered, and a i)a.ss is either given to the 
merchant to be shoAvn at the gate, or sent to the gate direct to aAvait his arrival. The 
police at the gate pass the gootls without examination, except in suspicious cases, when 
they are to aAvait my orders. 1 have not even given the police the right to search 
Avithout an express order from mo. No one has yet been stopped at the gate by the 
police. 

Once you alloAV that trade should be registered, which I consider a good thing, I 
am only too anxious to do it in any ^Yay that Avould best suit the merchants; but I 
cannot see why, when no one can say the present system causes delay, or has at any 
time in any Avay annoyed any merchant, the present system should be condemned. 
Absolutely the same system is carried out, and ahvays has been, for goods passing out 
by sea to the coast. The pass, after registration, goes to the custom-house, and tlie 
goods are then embarked. 

I am only anxious that every facility should be giA'cn them for sending out goods 
without any restriction AvhatcA'er, except ai’ms and ammunition; but I think th 
registration is of value, and Avill be of greater value later.

Sir, RaneUtgh House, Chisieiek, l'■•hruary 13, 1888. 

I IT AYE the honour to acknowledge your letter of the 20 th January, and note 
that Lord Salisbury is too busy to give me a personal intervifnv, and that I am 
requested to put anything that I may have to communicate in writing. 

My reason for asking for a personal interview with his Lordship was that I 
considered I should be able to answer many queries that might be put to me, and 
thereby save time in corresponding. 

The question in wdiich I am so greatly interested, and wished to make a personal 
explanation about, was that of the Bed Sea Soudan littoral. 

1 am afraid, from what I hear, that a wrong impression has been conceived 
about me and the part 1 have played with regard to what has been done at Suakin, 
and I now wish to point out the consistent way in which I have behaved throughoui, 
and that it is no fault of mine that the present very unsatisfactory state of alfairs 
exists. 

When Admiral Ilewett and the late Baker Pasha .arrived in tk-uakin, in December 
1883, the Abyssinian question was not settled, and hostilities had commenced. Being 
intimately acquainted with frontier polities, and a personal friend of many of the 
officials, I vvas sent to try and bring about a modus mvendi bchveen the authoidties at 
Massowah and the Abyasinians. In five days 1 arranged everything satisfactorily with 
Bas Alula, and trade at once commenced between the two countries. On Admiral 
llewctt’s and Baker Pasha’s arrival at Massowah in early .laniuiry 1884, they compli¬ 
mented me on what I had done, and from that time till the Italians, in January 1887, 
annexed Sahaati, which was neutral ground, there was no trouble at all at Massowah. 

r do not think that at the present moment anything can be done at Massowah, as 
events must be waited for, nor do I think any battle of importance Avill take place, as 
King .lohu Avill not leav(* the highlands. 

"I'he greater part of the ucaas published as to Avhat is going on Is entirely incorrect, 
as there is no ovidejiee to prove that there are internal dissensions in Abyssinia. 
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T am not aware Avlietlier it is known that King Menclck and King John arc allies, 
and the best of friends, but it is a fact that they are so. The former’s only child and 
daughter, Zohdeta, is married to King John’s only child and son, Kas Areya Sclasie, 
and the latter, on King IMcnclek's death, succeeds to the throne of Shoa. I inclose a 
short IMcmorandum of the leading Chii'fs of tlio country, and their districts, and there 
is absolutely no Chief of importance that the Italians can make use of to help them, 
Tlie two persons they seem most to redy on are Dehhul), the outlaw% King John’s 
cousin, wdio Ims no standing in his country or influence with the natives; and the 
trader of iheir irregulars, Adam Aglia, whose sympathies arc' entirely with the 
Abyssinians. These two af any time may go over to King John Avith their 
folloAvcrs. 

IVhen the time comes for negotiatioiis, i am sure that if the Italians will become 
a fourth party to the ISSl Treaty, sifrned by Admiral Ilcwetl, King Jolin Avill agree to 
treat on tiie basis of that Treaty, and Avill also bo Avilling to arrano,c I'le frontier to the 
Italians’ satisfaction, gh-ing tlu'iu a hill-station. 

My communications Avith tlu* .Ibyssinian officials date hack to 1877, and I can 
assure vuu that the\ are alvca_>^ \AHIng to iisieu to wiiat 1 say: and, if any intluence 
of mine can help to bring about a satisfactory arrangement of the questiou, I shall, if 
asked, be AAilling to do anything I can to forAvard it. 

Turning to the question of the Egyptian part of tlie Hod Sea littoral, I AAish to 
make the following explanation :— 

Since 1883 my opinion has been often asked on Soudan matters by officials at 
Suakin, and I have given it in a straightforward manner, saying Avhat I considered 
ought to he done, and A\'hat the peo[)lo aa anted. I am afraid that many things that I 
have said have been A'ery unpalatable, as tlieyAvcre exactly contrary to as hat Asaas being 
done, and during the last eighteen months I haA'o unhesitatingly said that the cliango 
from the policy carried on by iMajor IVatson, Sir Charles Warrc'ii, and Colonel 
Chermsido must land the Eastern Soudan in furl’ner trouble and bring' doAvii the 
Dervishes again to the coa-'t. 

It is useless for me, after so many years’ residence in the country, and for thirteen 
years dealing aa ith tlie Sheikhs, to tell them. Avhen th^w eoino to me for advice, and to 
discuss Avhat is going on, to follow a policy A\hich they kuoAV is a Avrong one, and 
which, in the end, can only ])e a source of misery to eAV'ry one. 

What they require is to he left alone as far as their tribes are ooneorned. Foster 
their oommeri'Ial inslincts, open their port-, and tlicy A\ill he the first to defend these 
ports and their trade against iMahdisin. This has not hei'u done, hut instead a policy 
of thrusting on them Sheiklis of Government making, and an attempt, by means 
('utirely distasteful, to regovern them. Tins is tlu' 'oh* cause of the jii'esent dislur- 
hauees at Suakin. 

As long as tie' Egyptian flag hai to he hej)! at Suakin and on the remaining 
portion of thi' coa>!, and English officers i’l Egyptian ('m})loy liave llu' sole manage¬ 
ment of alfairs, so long will l!io Arabs iinagini' tliat the |ireseut unfriendly policy will 
continue, and they Aviil l"i\c no conlidence in any overtures made to tlu'm. 

It is not only my G[,lni()n, but the o])inIon of all iiiy nativi' friends, that if the 
Egyptian ilag is kept at .'suakin, and enly enough troops imder the eommaud of an 
English officer to defer'd Cs* town, aaIio will liave nothing to do Avith the governing of 
the town and d^alin 'lu' trilx's, ilv're will he no further bloofkhed. LeaAO' the 

tribes to manag ' ilit ii .'(jwu alfairs outside the toAAu and in tlu* A'icinity of A\hateA'cr 
ports are chosen on the coast. Let any dealings that may arise A\itli the tvibt's Ix' 
conducted by civilian olTioials, and not by military men. 

The Dei'Aishos Avill liavi' no liold on the tribes if tlu' latter are found ('mploymt'nl 
by opening the coast to trade, but the tribes prefer the Dervishes to the ehauec of again 
coming umh'r Eg\ptian rule, and having to deal AA'ith Sheikhs iu Suakin to Avhom 
they OAve no allegiarn'c. 

The fatal mistak(' at Suakin lias been ('mjdoAing men who liavc no general 
Soudan, hut only local inlhiene.', and Avho Avish to see anarchy and confusion coiitimie, 
as they make money from it; Avhercas. if lh('re Avero pcac(', tlu'ir occupation would be 
gone, and it is through these men Colonel Kitehener acts, and he hears only Avhat 
tlu'V like to tell him. 

It is to tli(' mercliants’ interests that p'^aco and qui('iness should reign along the 
wlude coast, as fo'- live years A\e liaAc been ahsoluti'ly Avithout trade, and as long as 
the present policy exists 1 can see no ehanee of iinpro\ement. I can assure you tliat 
with a change of po!ie\, wliieli would cost absolutely nothing, peaci' along the coast 
might he restored, and an end once and for all made to those periodical scare.s. Open 
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trade, and the Eastern Soudan tri])cs aaIII he quiet; continue the present military rule, 
and most likely a more complicated state of affairs than tlie present Avill arise. 

I have been only too glad to do anything for the paeifieation of the Soudan under 
Admiral IIcATett, the late Laker Pasha, Colonel Chermside, General Fremantle, Sir 
Charles Warren, and Major Watson, and given as much information to Sir E. Baring 
as possible. 

I suggested to Sir E. Baring in XoA'cmhcv 1886 that lie should send a Com¬ 
mission, consisting of the Senior NaA'al Officer, Captain Lamhton, IMr. Cameron, the 
Consul, and Major IMaedonald, of the Agency, to inquire into Avhat was going on at 
MassoAA'ali and on the coast; hud ni\ advice been taken, the Massuwah question Avould 
ne\'cr haA^e arisen, and th(' present Suakin trouhli's Avould have been impossible. 

I suggest noAV that tlu' management of atTairs at Suakin, as far as the tribes arc 
concerned, he ])ut into the hands of a Committi'c, and he left to IMr. Cameron, avIio is 
popular Avith the Slu'ikhs, Coloni'l Shakespeav, who is noAV in acting command, and 
BrcAVslcr Bi'y, tlie Collector of Customs, Avho is knoAvn to nccarly eA’cryone in the 
Eastern Soudan. If one other is required to draAV up a Beport, let the Senioi' Xaval 
Officer he a fourth; and let this Committi'e go to llalaib, and find out AAhat the 
Bisharecn tribes require; to IIoAVoyah, to lind out Avhat the Amarar people require; 
and then either to Trinkitat or Aging, to si'o aaIuxI the Tokar peojih' ri'qiiirc'. 

If the Government Avill carry out Avhat is suggested by this Committee, there Avill 
he a peaceful settlement of the question. 

I have told Colonel Kitchener Avhat the Soudan requires, and at Sir E. Baring’s 
request did all that I could to g^'t paei fleat i(m carried out, and it has not been my 
fault that it has not taken place. 

IMy position towards th<' irihes makes it impos-.ihh' for me to advo'^ate reconquest, 
and I cannot see Avhat Ili'r Maji'.siy’s Gov('rnmeiit can wish I'lirGier than having 
cveryihiiig quiet along tlie coast and trade going on. 

This lia'5 been my aim, and I shall only Ix' too glad to get hack trade nfii r having 
done nothing for JIax' yi'ars, but I do not sec how it is to be done as long as Colonel 
Kitchem'r’s policy is carried out. 

1 apologise for Avriting such a long letter, hut T AA'ish to remove a mistaken idea 
as to AA’hat 1 luiAU' done in the Eash'rn Soudan; myonly Avisli has hi'C'u for paeifieation, 
and ] have a perfect rigid to {'xpvess iny opinion and tlcat of the Shi'ikhs Avhen [ s(>n 
tliat a paeiiie policy is not being carried out.

Minute bij Sir Jame.s I'ergus^on on Sir S. }Jemor'riHlu),i of Jaiivnnj 21, 1888, 

respecting the Organization of the Egyptian Po/ite. 

1 DESI HE to olVer some ri'inarks upon I Ids paper, tis I have paid a good deal of 
attention to police organisation in England, Scotland, the Colonii'S, and India; and, as 
certain features in tlie ease hear on the present ([uestion, 1 may say that I eomlucted 
in 1868 an enc[uii'y into the IMetropolitan Holiei', and that the clianges in its organi¬ 
zation Avliieh havi' taken ]daee are in accordance with ilu' recommend !ion-.of the 
Committee of Avhicli L was Chairman. 

I also had occasion constantly, Avliile Governor of Bombay, to AA’ateh the manage¬ 
ment of the Enrojiean and native Boliec in tiu' city of Hombay and iu the districts of 
the I’ri'sideney. There is miieli of analogy, tliough, as Sir E. Jtaring and the late 
General Baker have pointed out, miieli of dilferenei' also between the eireumstances of 
a I’resideney lung under Britisli rule aud those of a Mahomedan State hut lately 
come under our inllnence. 

Generally speaking, a police system should he controlled and ri'gulated from a 
centre, hut sliould not he so much eoutralized as to di'prlve district offiei'rs of sufficient 
responsibility and discretion. Witlumt e('ntral control the system will 1)0 variable 
according to tlu' idiosyncrasies of local olliei'rs: withtlx' result of undiK' laxity or 
severity, possibly v^arying scales of punishment, partial promotion, Ac. With too much 
centralization olliec'i's have not euougli ])ovv('ror seo))e, and punishments and promotions 
are made by an authority whic'h is not personally acquainted with individuals. In 
London the latter '^yst('m had grown up with a forei' which had gradually extended 
itself from a battalion into a corps d'annee, so to speak, fu Bombay a peculiar system 
«'xisted. 'fhert' vvvas no Ius])i'etor-General. 'I'he })olie(' were supposed to bo supervised 
by the Ih'vi'nue District Commissioners, each of whom had charge of a division as 
[5s:l] 0

larg^e and as populous as Egypt, and was also cliargod with suporior rtcvcnue. 
Magisterial, and Political duties. The result 1 found to he that no two Police Districts 
were managed alike; that Police Superintendents differed greatly in system, discipline, 
and treatment; and that cases of undouhted hardship occurred for Avant of general 
inspection and control. Besides, there was no reserve of officers, and if a Super¬ 
intendent went on leave his place Avas sometimes filled hy an amateur or a very 
young officer, Avho took police charge of a district like an English county, with 
hundreds of men subject to his authority, and their promotions, dismissal, reduction, or 
jiunishmcnt in his hands. The inevitahh' consecpienec Avas that the natiA’c officers, 
or the most insinuating among them, had their own AA’ay, with the results that might 
he expected. [ got leave to apjioint an Inspector-General, to Avhom all eases of 
promotion, punishmoit, &c., should he rc[)orted—not to lessen the authority of the 
Superintendent, Imt to ensure regularity and correction of mi.staki's. T appointt'd to 
the office the host poliee-officer in the seiwicc, and T formed a class of police 
prohationeiN, avIio di(l not receive full pay or ])OAver until tlunr capacity had been 
certified, and avIio A\('r(' aA’ailahle for temporary or permanent A'aeaucies. 

Xow what I Avish to note is that in all India formerly the police used to he under 
the direct orders and management of the District IMauislrates, and that In Bombay, 
Avhere there Avas no Inspeetor-Giaicral, the Civil [Magistrates Averc supposed to 
supervise the European Police-superintendents of Distriels, hut that OA'cryAvlicrc this 
system, having been proved to he unsatisfactory, Avas supeusedt'd hy the (mt ire separation 
of police organization and disei])line from the magistracy, Avhile, of course, the forci^ 
continued to he at their dis])osal according to special i^’quinanents. 

In Hgypt, Avlien avo began to reorganize tlu' police, their action AA*as .so much 
interfered Avith hy the Mudirs, and probably hy higher civil authority, that it aaws 
much hampered ; and Avhat Isuhar Pasha proposes seems to he an attempt to revert to 
a similar condition of things. 

It seenis to me quite right that the Civil [Magistrates should he responsible for. 
and should ri'port upon, “])uhlie security”; hut it is e-s('nlial to the ('fficiency of 
a police-force that tlu' detection of crime, the arrest of criminals, the discipline'and 
the interior ('conomy of th(' foice, should ho in thi ’ aiuls (.fin- oun .'fha'i's, always 
•under the [Minister. 

Nothing could h(' moo injuiioas than Xuhai’ Pasha's plan. It Avould he to 
reproduce, hut greatly lo increase, tlu' defects of the late Bombay system, Ix'cause tlioro 
AVOLild nut even he a European officer specially su[)er\l..Iug each district, and there 
Avould, as Sir E. Baring says, ho no jxdice chief, and ‘'the Governors and [Mudirs” 
(Commissioners and llistrict [Magistrates), (natives too), “arc to have the control of all 
matters pertaining to the diseipline and interior economy of the poliec.” It is rather 
necessary to increase the local sujjcrvision than to diminish it. The best Avay, to 
reform the provincial administration is to assign districts to ofiieers who, hy gaining a 
thorough knoAiledge of the nativi' magistracy and the peoph', can detect and report 
abuses. No doubt A\e sliouhl aim at making the '[(.''vpi imi Administration self- 
supporting, hut it must ho purified first. 

I venture to suggest iwo reforms in the existing system :— 

1. That each of the Inspectors under the three l)('puty Inspector-Generals shall 
have the siqicrvision of a suh-district assigned to him, Avhieh he could properly 
superA'is(' and n'gulate. I think it Avonld also ju’ohahly he better if the Avhole force 
Avere divided between Inspi'ctors, each having a district, under the [nsjieetor-Gcneral. 
I do not see the use of so many superior ofiieers. Eaeli 1 n.sjx'ctor could take charge 
of, or iusi)eet, one, t oo, or three “ kisms.” As I have said, all Elgypt is only like one 
division of Bombay, and avo have only oiu' Tnsjjeetor-General there to all the divisions, 
ineluding Seinde. 'J'he great thing is to liaAc a European officer s])eeially responsible, 
for the discipline and managennent of the police in a certain eonvonient area. 

2. The period of sen ice of each man, spent Ix'tweeu the army and the police 
(eight years), is A’ery short. The pension list is unduly burdened l)y tin* constant 
passing of soldiers and policemen into it. If the soldii'vs Avhen passed into the jiolice 
could luiA'o their familic's Avith them, they might serve for tAvinity years. 'Phey Avould 
become more efficient and do some sulfieient service for thi'ir pensions, 'fhey could 
ho gradually raised from rank to rank, and liave inducements to good behaviour and 
zeal. Tlicre is no reason that I can see Avhy new enlistments should not he made for 
an extended period if the present police cannot be induced to prolong their services.

Ibis nature, I g'a\!' orJeiN that wln'iiover any cattle were' grazing outside tlie wall lire 
was to Ise opened from tin* ships on any rc'lx'ls Avithin range. 

On ihe evening of the 2t)th, at i'.m., 250 fric'ndlies startl'd for Trai, near 
Tamai, and returned next morning at G bringing in 1,000 head of eattle and 150 
camels, Avhieh tlun captured, liaviug surprised tlie ('tiemy, and killed a good many of 
them. IVe havi' not heard how many, hut each bhiendly claims to have speari'd one or 
two people, and I fear, from the accounts received, that many Avoracu were killed in 
the dark. 

•t. On the fiirenooii of the 30th T)cecmhcr some 400 rebels advanced towards tlu' 
right wat('r-fui't to the north-west, keeping, hoAvcA’er, just outside the range of the 
small guns; hut a few slu'll, at from 3,500 to 7,000 yards, from the “Falcon” and 
“llaccr” made them retri'at s])eedily with loss. 

5. On the morning of tlu* 3rd ii\stant, at 2 A.w., tlu' “Racer’s ” men in the fort at 
FT. I’edouhT diseovi'i'od the enemy some 500 yards olV, and opened lire mr them Avith 
their Ganiner and rifh"-, and the “ llaei'r” soon turned her ('leetrie light on. them ; the 
enemy, after tiring their rifles, r-etreated. At 11 A.^r. the enemy again ap[)eared to tlu' 
north, Avith the apparent intention of r.aiding on th(> e.atlh'; hut a I'cAV slu'll from the 
“Falcon ” and “ Racer” droA'e them off. 

In the afternoon then' Avas a slight eaA’alry skirmish 2 miles aAvay, in which 
Major McMurJo’s li'am* was hit, hut no other easualh . 

6 . On the 5th .Tanuary the “Starling"’ ;irriA'ed f]’om RoAAeyyah, and moored in 
South Cnck. Lieutenant and Commander Paget reports that during his stay there 
he strengthened the fort, andi jnit tAVO Gardner guns into Avorking order for the 
garrison. 

7. Cohniel Xit(.'!i'';'.ei’ lia'''ing lent mi' a fast-sailing dhoAV, I mounti'd a 7-pr. gun in 
her, and on tlie oth ins|a'il sent Lieuti'uant 'rraherne with ten hlue-jaekets and native 
crcAA’’ to AA'ateh tlu' r 'heL on t'.ie eo.wt hetwc'i'u this and Sheikh Rarud. 

8. Tlu' "Adjamieh” and “fMukhar” have l/ci'ii running backwards and forAvarih- 
to RoAveyyah, lialaih, and other ]'!aees Avlt'i ri'inforeemenis. rifles, ammunition, and 
food for tlu' friendlies and th(' black ])olie('. 

9. Colonel Jvitchener having informed n.'a' that the rehi'K \\t>r(' on the point of 
marching for Sheikh Rarud, 1 proei'eded in Her Majesty’s ship under my command 
to that port on the t)th instant. On tlu' Ibth Iter Majesty’s shi}> “ Starling ” arrived 
at Sheikh Rarud A\ith tlu' news that Gsm in Digna had that morning left llandoub for 
the nortliAvard Avith 1,300 nn'ii. 

On tin; morning of the 11th instant llu' “Stalling" left for Suakin \\ifh om 
mails, and remains there Avith Her l\laj('sty's ship “ Racer” for the present. 

10. It seems to he the general opinion that Osinan Digna’s reign is nearly 
finished. None of tin' tribes have joined him as in former ye;irs, but, on the contrary, 
some tribes arc aetiA'cly o])))o-.ed tv) him. ]f, e.s is s’lipjiosed, he is marching north, it is 
into a hostile country, and he Avill be attaclccd by tin' poAvi'rful tribe of Amaras, 
AA'liih' his camp at llandoub Avill he at tin' inovey of the (<<her friendly tribes round 
Muakin. 

If ho remains inacti\c at JIandouh, if is said that his black soldiers Aiill miitin\ 
against him and his Raga.-iMs. 

Tliis information is ehi('ll_\ if'i'ived from dc^i'rtcr'. al)out eights of Avliom fiuA'c 
come into Su'd.in li!'‘l\; tlie\ mostly belonged fornn'rly to the Egyptian garrisons 
of Tokar, Las-ala, and Rerh'cr. 

11. Lieutenant Mi'redith arriAcdi at Su.akin by mail steamer on the 5th instant. 

12. 'Idle “ Carysfort ” eh'ctrie light, after a deal of Avork, has been put into 
Avorkiug order by the Chief Engineer and artitioovs of “ Falcon,” and mounti'd on the 
main gab* at Suakin. 

13. As I linisli my letti'i's at 7 A..M., tlie 11th, tln're is nothing to he seen of 
llu' rebels. I shall follow them north to Darah and Roweyyah.

Lieutenant-Commander Paget to Admiral His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh. 

Sir, “ Starling,” at Sue::, January 24, 1888. 

I HAVE the honour to report to your Royal Ilighucss that, owing to very 
heavy weather having been experienced outside the Gulf of Suez, I arrived at Suez 
to-day at G a.m. only from Suakin, Avith Colonel Kilchener on hoard; he is progress¬ 
ing favourably, and has borne the voyage up well. 

2. I left Suakin at 2.35 p.m. the 19th instant, and proceeded Avith despatch to the 
northward, hut stopped, first to communicate Avith the Egyptian steam-ship “ Muckhar,” 
and secondly with Her Majesty’s ship “ Racer,” Avho had run south to pick np her 
boats; she then proceeded dispatch to the nortliAA'ard to relieve the “ Falcon,” Avho 
would thus return to Suakin by the evening of the 21st by the “Muckhar.” I 
received the inclosed telegrams for your Royal Ilighucss and the Admiralty, hut I 
was unable to return them to her for transmission to Suakin, as I A\ns sorely pressed 
for daylight to clear the reefs. Commander Rooke’s letter also informed me of the 
complete defeat and dispersion of Acmed Mahmout’s force of 1800 Amaras by the 
Dervishes on the 3 7th instant, about 17 miles from Darra, Avitli the loss of 300 killed, 
and of the further advance to ihe nortliAvard of the Dervishes, whose force consisted 
of about 1,500 men, 50 cavalry, and 1 camel gun, and that he, therefore, had pro¬ 
ceeded to IMahoined Ghoul (Raidih) for its protection. 

3. As no written reports can have reached your Royal Highness, I heg to 
forward the folloAving particulars of the action outside Suakin:— 

At midnight of the IGth instant Colonel Kitehciu'r proceeded to the attack of 
Handouh Avith a force of 130 blacks (principally recruited from Osman Digna’s 
deserters) and 350 Frii'udlii's and IMoAvellidecn (police), supported by the Egyptian 
caA’^alry (55), and Camel Corps (GO). 

'i'hc cavalry and Camel Corps lialted about 81j miles from the camp (they Avore 
to have boon close in support, hut the guides misjudged the distance), and the rest 
advanced on llandoub and Avere formed in Hue about 300 to LOO yards from Osman 
Digna’s camp, Avhich they found strongly entrenched. 

As daylight broke volh'vs were pouri'd in, and the blacks, wlio had completely 
surprised the enemy, rushed and carried the village and eutrenehmeni with great 
gallantry, killing a great number, Avith four Avi'll-knoAvn sheikhs, and Osman Digna 
himself Avas sci'ii esca})ing; hut, meanwhile, the Friendlies and MoAvollidccn, AA'ithafeAV 
brilliant exceptions, disappeared to the n'ar. The blacks then scattered and puisued 
the rebels, aa'Iio thereupon reoeeupied Ihcii' camp, repossessed themselves of their arms, 
and drove the remaining blacks, noAv undei' a hundred, to the hill overlookinu' 
Handouh, Avhciv they Avcrc completely suiTounded and sun'ering heavily, their position 
looking nigh hopeless, Avhi'u the cavalry appeared and advanced to 400 yards of the 
c'ntronchrai'ut, clearing the blacks’ right flank of the ('uemy Avith their tire, and enabled 
them to AvilhdraAV. 

4'. It Avas tlien that Colonel Kileueuei' and many others Avere hit, and the force 
was slowly AvithdraAvn, folloAVcd in rear and on both flanks for -L or 5 miles by scatteri'd 
parties of the enemy tiring. At 11 a.m., on arriving at Suakin, the loss appeared to he 
heavy, hut many missing turned np that night and reduced the number to about twenty 
or tAventy-tAVO blacks killed, a few missing. 

Wounded—Colonel Kitchener, IMajor McMnrdo, 1 native ofideer, 5 cavalry and 
camelry, 9 IMowellideen, and 11 hlaeks (tAVO hopelessly, 1 since dead). 

5. Over IGO men, Avomon, and eh’ldreu took advantage of the attack to escape from 
Osman Digna's camp to Suakin. 

The Dervishes’ loss seems by all reports to liaA'c been very heavy, about 400 out 
of their total probable force of 700; they Avere burying their dead day and night till 
th(' 19th, Avhen, as I lieard just before leaving, they abandoned Handouh.

IVhile in that country ho Avas capturf'd by the jMahtliists, and sent a prisoner to 
Omdurman, where, by embracing the IMahommedan religion, he Avas spared from 
death, but aaus reported to bo kept in chains. 

He sent a message to his partner, !Mr. Miller, of Assouan, asking for money and 
for a supply of secret ink.

I HAVE the honour to report to your Ro}al Highness that, on the atteinoon ot the 
‘J.ath January, the “ Racer ’ returned to Suakiu, bringing information that the rebels hail 
retired to Handoub from the north, Avhich news Avas confirmed on the 2Gth by spies. 

2. On tlie 2Gth a mounted jiarty of rebels advanced to Aiithin 2,000 yards of the 
“ .Mbacorc,” in North Creek, and opened fire on the cattle and some friendly scouts. 
They, however, soon rode out of range when a few shells were fired from the “ Albacore.” 

3. The reliels own to losing ninety men and their great religious Sheikh in the 
attack of the 17th. Osman Digna, liy reliable accounts, is ill, and confined to hi> tent, 
but not uouiided. 


4. As the Acting Governor agreed with me that there was no necessity for the 
presence of a third ship, I sailed for Malta on the morning of the 27th ultimo, handing 
over the duties of Senior Officer to Commander May, and leaving behind my surplus 
stores, shell, and provisions for the ships of this division.

I HAVE the honour to report that I have this day rccei\'ed from Colonel 
Shakespear, Acting Governor-General, a ncAv Proclamation confirming the Proclama¬ 
tion of the 11th October, 1887, for the reopening of trade with the interior by sea or 
land—Berber, Agig, Hclayib, and RoAvayah l)eing particularly mentioned. 

Banians have already started business at Hclayib ; they are going to see Avhat 
can be done at Agig. 

Mohamed Etfeudi Fugoo has also received pemission to send in a small caravan 
to Berber via RoAvayah. Ho Avas very successful last summer, and he and his men do 
not seem to he alarmed at Digna. 

If his men return and report the road pn-lty safig it uia\ bispossible to arrange 
with Fugoo for the transport of 200/. to Bcrhcr or Khartoum for the release of Lupton. 
He is, in fact, employing oiu' of Lupton’s nu'ssengers, and aav may thus have a 
better guarantee from the carrier than if W(' sent the man alone on behalf of the 
Government. 

On this point I shall report again later. 

While Digna stays at Handoub, lloAAayah (i.e., Mohamed Gool) must be the port 
for Berber, and a trade ma\ si)ring up there Avith the .Vmarars. 

In a recen'i visit Ca])tain I’aget, of Her Majesty’s ship “ Starling,” strengthened 
the di'fences of that ])laee.

Memorandum communicated to the Marquis of Salisbury by Count Kdrolyi, March 3. 
(Confidential.) 

THE Imperial and Royal Government did not fail to take cognizance of Colonel 
Kitchener’s Report concerning the fate of the captives in the Soudan, transmitted by 
Lord Salisbury’s confidential communication of the 16th November, 1887, and desire to 
express their best thanks for the valuable information contained therein. 

At the same time, the prominent interest personally bestowed by His Imperial and 
Royal Majesty upon the fate of the missionaries and members of religious sisterhood.s 
who are at present Abdullah’s prisoners, an interest widely spread throughout the Empire, 
imposes upon them the obligation of giving the matter their most earnest attention, and 
of making every effort towards the liberation of the sufferers. 

Being anxious of acting not only in the strictest harmony with all the measures 
adopted by Her Majesty the Queen’s Government, but being, moreover, in a large measure 
dependent upon the information received from British officers in Egypt and the Soudan, 
the Austro-Hungarian Government are anxious of submitting the following points to 
the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government:— 

1. Would the latter think tit to join in any steps to be taken towards the liberation 
of the missionaries and nuns detained in the Soudan, should Lupton Bey and Slatin 
Bey be unable or unwilling to effect their escape ? 

2. Should the course suggested by Colonel Kitchener, of going direct to the Khalifa, 
be deemed feasible, what would be tlie most practicable mode of effecting it ? 

3. Should the necessity arise of offering a ransom for the liberation of the Mahdi’s 
captives, what would be, according to those competent to form an opinion, the 
approximate amount required ? 

4. Does the recent engagement near Suakin between the force under Colonel 
Kitchener’s command and the adherents of Abdullah, according to the view of Her 
Majesty’s Government, in any way modify tlie situation so as to lessen the chances of 
obtaining the desired liberation ?

At tlu* same time, bc' eomplaiiu'd that yni 
intcrfm’Cil Avitb the Kliodivc’s free action too much, and reduced him to a nullity, lie 
then Avent in detail into tlu' police que'^tion. 

I accepted his assurances of Khediv('’s loyalty, saying that I had never doubted 
it, hut had bi'cn much astonished and pained at tlu' diilicultii's be liad alloAvcd Nubar 
tomaki'; that you had made no conuplaint of Ibe Khedive, hut only that Nuhar’s 
attitude had changed since his visit to London. 

I refused to go into the details of llie police question. I said tbat. as long as tlie 
occupation lasted, your views as to the polici'uuist bc listened to ; that Xubar must not 
make diflleulties, but must arrange matters to your sati'-i'action ; that he made a great 
mistake if lie imagined we should not supjiort you, as we c('i'tainly should do so ; and 
that, if he or the Ivhcdivi; had any rcpreseutal ions to maki'to us, they must be sent 
through you. At the same time, I urged that Nubar should not bo allowed to create 
friction or disunion at a time when there were dangers both from Paris and on Bosphorus 
r.i'riously threatening Egypt.

I HAVE the honour to report a rumour that Digna is spreading his influence up the 
Berber road. Certain Hadeiulowas (Hamdab and Samarar) joined the Amarars m 
repulsing him in the north last December, and the Hamdabs also raided near Handoub in 
.lanuaryx He has now sent a force inland to punish them. It is under the Head Sheikh ot 
all the Hadcudowas, a man named Wad Iladoub, Avho came with him from Kassala. 

After his repulse in the north, and our simultaneous brilliant cattle raid 
(20th December), Digna was in diflienltics. It was long before he could get the second 
expedition to go north Avithout him, and he had a serious quarrel Avith Waci Hadoub. ihis 
was magnified into a rnmoiir tlud Hadoub had killed him (Otli January). Digna, liOAVCver, 
had his wav. 'fho second force started, and returned victorious. He also simultaneously 
repulsed us at Ilandonb (17th-l8ih .Inmiury). The tide having turned in h\s iavour,^ he 
has noAv sent inland in order to consolichttc hispoAver at Ariah or kokreb. Not tar worn 
there is the Wadi Hamot, the borne of the Hamdabs, and if Digna succeeds he can, troin 
this centre, coerce both the Hadeiulowas and the Amarars. I hear that he is succeeding, 
and has captured much grain; also that the .Musayabs, Avho furnished some of his best 
fighting nun in 1884-85, have rejoined him. 

But his influence is still limiled on ihe coast; 

I returned to Suakin Oil the 2:>rd Novemher, 1887. , , , i 

Hearing that Digna had captured Aim Fatma, and that our fnendhei and slaves had 
wasted more than a month at Setarab, afraid of approaching Tokar, in my despatch 
27tb November I stilted that Digmi could reoccupy Tamai. This statement Avas tully 
verified hy'^ Dignu’s arrivail at Handouit iibout the 14th December. ... 

A-aiii, on learning of Digna’s arrival, the big Amarar Sheikhs, fearing invasion, met 
in pidaver. Me.mwhiie, Mahmoud Ali, alarmed about his owu Fadlab’-, succeeded m 
having hi- son Ahmed sent up to exhort the Amarars to unite. Ihey \yere iih'^any 
united. Digna’s force surprised them, and, being largely composed ot ‘ soldiers (the 
same sort of men who dc-eii to us), it was repulsed. After the victory, .Ahmed, prom o 
Id. position iis Government Envov, and forgetting that he Avas only a 8heikh ot a petty 
Amaral’ tribe, laid claim 1o culahi l iptmvd slaves. A quarrel ensued, and certain 
Sheikhs Ihreulencd to muke an end alike of Ahmed, his Fadlabs, and the slaves bA 
massacre. But aaIscv counsels prevailed. Ahmed returned here jubilant, and took the 

entire credit of a desperate iKilioiKd hutlle. i \ un’Korr. 

Never having believed in Ahmed, I telegraphed (on the Mst December). he 
is and v.ill be trouide between po'Aerful Amarar Sheikhs and our tneiidlv 
This slalemeut wa^ verified as foliov. >: on the 2iul Januarv Ahmed returned north m the 
“ Mukhhir,” Liking vifles. ammunition, ami a force o! Suakin domestic ' If 

Avas talk among tlie credulous in the town that he Avould bring mm u all the Aiiuuam, 
driA'c Dignu out of 1 hmduub, and aiipear triumphant at our gates. 

But the big Amarar Sbeikiis bad had enough of fighting and oi Ahmeds arrogance, 

so that the latter found himself almost abandoned. 

Digna’s second expedition altaeked him and dispersed his force (18th .Jnuua y) , and 
Ahmeiriias returned here discomfited to bury his younger brother, killed in halt e, an 

excellent lad, Avell spoken of by Gcner.d Fremantle. _ • * i on nnH 

Referring to the same telegram, I n'pe;it that Digna is now m touch A\ith Beih^i, and 
that Bukush, Uie new Head Slieikh of all the Amarais, is more or less imder the al di s 
influence. His action depends on DiguiAs success, lie aviU not tight Digna on behalf of 
our Fatlluk's now in hiding at Mount Ofotriba. If Digna is moderate there may he peace 
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between the two men as fellow-Emirs under the Mahdi. Tlie Amarars will only oppose 
Digna w’hen caught at bay in their own country. 

' Coming to the situation inside Suakin, I find that Mahmoud Ali, Ahmed, and others 
still receive pay from Government. The total may amount to about 40/. a-month. 

What these Sheikhs and friendlies have received since the departure of the British 
garrison in April 1885 is known accurately only by the Soudan Bureau. I refer not only to 
money, but to grain, rifles, ammunition, &c. Moreover, early in 1887, while trade was 
rigorously closed to British subjects, these Sheikhs and tlicir men made mueh profit from 
special permission to carry out goods. The}’ have become rich. So long as Mahmoud 
Ali is at Suakin in our pay, it is known to the tribes that our iiolicy is a petty 
Amarar policy, 'fhese two men have had their turn sinefe Ai)ril 1885, and have failed 
utterly. No improvement of the situation is possible under them, ancl no genuine local 
trade or contact with the Hadendowas. 

Wc cannot altogether abandon them and turn them out, for their lives arc in danger 
from Digna. But we might cease to pay them. Their information is worthless. Hence 
our failures at Tokar, the loss of the north, and our defeats at Tchcrowi and llandoub. 
On the 4th December Mahmoud Ali punished two Hadendowas who came in and said that 
he dare not attack Tokar and that Digna was coming. 

We have no spies, because, though willing men can be lound, they would have to be 
under Mahmoud Ali, and all informiition which comes in must show' his worthlessness. 

Wc know little of the interior at present. Since the departure ot General Warren all 
the best news has reached me at least as early as it has reached Government House gratis, 
and often unasked for, hut it lias not been news distorted by Mahmoud Ali. 

The c|uestion at our gates is a Hadendowa one, and wc can solve it only through 
Hadendowa Sheikhs. There is such, a Sheikh in the town, Mahomed Ali Karaa by name, 
who left Digna long ago. lie may hcl[) us. To give him a lair trial would be an cfl’ort 
in the right direction. 

The first great stop has been taken, reopening trade, on the 8th February. The second 
step is to cease to employ Mahmoud Ali. Thus the situation will gradually be simplified. 
We shall show the Hadendowas, coerced by Digna, that we do not treat them all indiscrimi¬ 
nately as rebels. Local trade wdi have a lair clianeo of proving its value as a solvent to 
(jur troubles. 

At present Digna has it all his own way. We have closed our gates after defeat. 
We are dependent only on his own eweessive tyranny for his overthrow.

IN continuation of my despatch No. 63 of the 4th instant, T have the honour to 
inform your Lordship that at a meeting of the Consuls-Geiu'ral held a ftwv days ago 
it ■was decided that a Commiltoi', composed of the Italian, German, French, and 
Greek Consuls-General, and of myself, should wait ou Nuhar i’asha to discuss the, 
points to which allusion was made in his Excellency’s Ictti'r of tlic 2nd February. 

A meeting acecu'dingly took jiluce. 

At my suggestion it was decided to allow the question of the legal sanction which 
should he given to Buies and Bye-Urws framed by the ^lunieipality to stand over f(»r 
the ])resent. This is a ([uestion of considerable diilieully and imjiortaiiee. It must 
necessarily he diseussed in conucctiou with the pvoloiigatiou of the IMixed Tribunals. 
Th(“r(' v.'ould he some ineonvimiencc in mixing up (ho two suhjccls. The present 
uueertaiut} as regards the authority in whom the legislative [lower resides is, without 
doubt, iueonvenient, hut there is no reason wliy a M\inieipality should not bo at once 
established Avithout Avaitiug for the solution of this vei-y difiieuli question. All my 
colleagues shared this view, which is one in Avhieh NAd)ar Fasha also .signified his 
acquii'seenee. 

Wo then proceeded to discuss the financial side of the question. 

Sir Edgar Yiueent had jircjiared a scheme, hul tiiis was rejected by Niiliur rusha, 
who submitted to us tin' project of Avhieh I have' the honour to inclose a caqiy. 

The folloAving oli'inwations A\ill, I trust, reud>‘i' tic- nature of this scheme 
clear:— 



At present € E. 67,000 arc spent in the maintenance of the town of Alexandria. 
Of this sum the Government pays £ E. 38,000 for water, gas, &c. Also it gives a 
contribution of £ E. 6,000 a year to the “ Commission du Pavage,” a body of notables 
at Alexandria avIio, for the last few years, have caused certain taxes to be paid 
voluntarily, the proceeds of AA'hich, together Avith the Government contribution, are 
devoted to keeping the streets in order, &c. 

The Government tlu'reforc at present pays £ E. 44,000 in all.

Thus the sum paid by the Government (£ E. 11,000), together Avith the taxes 
paid A'oluutarily (£ E. 23,000), make iqi a total of £ E. 67,000. 

This sum *is suflleieni to light the toAvii, repair the streets, <S:c. But it is not 
suffi(‘i('nt to alloAv of any considerable Avorks being undertaken to improve the 
sanitary condition of the towm, such, for instance, as an im])roved system of drainage. 
Such AVorks are much required. It would h necessary for the Municipality to borrow 
in order to carry them out. They Avould have no difficulty in ohtainiug money at 
5 per cent, if the funds neccssar}’ to pay the interest ou the loan Avcrc placed at their 
disposal. 

Nuhar Pasha’s project provides for a revenue of £ E. 90,000, or £ E. 23,000 in 
excess of the present expenditure.

The financial ofTect of this project, as far as the Government is concerned, would 
be that, instead of paying £ E. 11,000 as at present, they Avould sacrifice a revenue of

from the present carriage tax. The Government Avould therefore realize an economy

I have the foliow'ing criticisms to make on this project:— 

In the first place, the sum of £ E. 90,000 is more than is required. A revenue of 
£ E. 80,000 AVOLild he quite sufficient to enable the Municipality to carry on the 
present Avork of maintaining the toAvn, and to borroAV a sufficient sum of money for 

works of drainage, &c. , . a i j • 

In the second place, the project would be very strongly opposed at Alexandria, 
and there is not the smallest chance of its being accepted by any of the Powers. Both 
Sir E. Vincent and myself advised Nuhar Pasha not to propose this project, as the result 
which was sure to ensue w ould be that the initiative would ho taken out ot his hands, 

but be declined to folloAV our advice. .v • 

The objections w'hich Avill be brought to bear upon the project are sufficiently

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In the first place, although the plea that the Government cannot afford to lose by 
any arrangement noiv made will he generally accepted, a proposal which relieves the 
Government of expenditure to the extent of £ E. 22,000, whilst it imposes, in addition 
to the taxes voluntarily paid at present, new taxation to the extent of £ E. 53,000,* is 
certain to he rejected. 

Again, the proposal to make foreign goods pay an octroi duty on entry into Egypt 
involves many very difficult issues, and, even if any such proposal he eventually 
accepted by the Powers, it is certain that the negotiations will last a long while. On 
the other hand, the voluntary taxes expire on the 15th March, and, although the 
Commission de Pavage has, I understand, enough money to last till the month of May, 
it is most desirable to effect an early settlement of the question, as otherwise the streets 
of Alexandria will fall into disrepair, and an agitation against the Government will be 
got up which cannot fail to do harm, 

A far wiser and more practicable plan will be to take advantage of the voluntary 
system already established, and by giving the taxes levied under that system a legal 
sanction render them obligatory. I would propose, therefore, to assent to the Egyptian 
Government levying 1 per thousand on exports and 1 per thousand on imports, as 
well as to continue the present voluntary house tax of 1 per cent. 

In the second place, I would extend the carriage tax, now only paid by natives, to 
Europeans. This, it is estimated, would raise the revenue from £ E. 3,000 to 
£ E. 6,000. 

In the third place, I would give the Municipality a portion of the octroi 
revenue sufficient to yield £ E. -10,000.

I have already mentioned that the expenditure amounts to £ E. 07,000 a year. 
The revenue will, therefore, exceed the expenditure by £ E. 2,000 a year. 

The Egyptian Government would sacrifice octroi revenue to the extent of 
£ E. 40,000 a year, and the revenue derived from the carriage tax to the extent of 
£ E. 8,000 a year, making a total of £ E. 43,000 a year. As they now pay 
£ E. 14,000 a year, they will thus realize a small economy of about £ E. 1,000 
a year. 

At a meeting of the Consuls-General hold to-day I submitted this project to 
thonj, explaining at the same time tliat I did so in my personal capacity, and that, 
thouc::li Her Majesty’s Government were generally in favour of the creation of a 
Municipality at Alexandria, no detailed plan had yet been submitted for your 
Lordship’s approval. All the diplomatic Eepresentatives present, viz., those of Spain, 
Russia, Franco, Germany, Austria, Belgium, Holland, Italy, Greece, Henmark, and 
Brazil, a])proved of tlie proposal, which they agreed to submit to their res})ective 
Governments. 

I have already mentioned that it would be desirable to secure for the Municipality 
a considerable surplus in order to enable money to he borrowed for improving the 
town. Your Lordship will observe that under the plan which I have put forward 
the surplus would be insufficient for any such purpose. This brings me back to the 
consideration of that portion of Nubar Pasha’s plan which deals with the imposition 
of an octroi on foreign goods, 

I should, perhaps, mention incidentally that a good deal of discussion has ensued 
as to the extent to wliieh some of the present taxes, and notably those on exports and 
imports, are really jiJiid by the inhabitants of Alexandria, and also on the general rate 
of taxation in Alexandria as comj)ared with the rest of Egypt. Nubar Pasha main¬ 
tains that Alexandria does not pay its fair share of taxation, and I am inclined to 
think that he is right. But I do not propose to go into this branch of the question. 
Anyone who is conversant with these subjects knows that there is nothing more 
difficult than to calculate accurately the true incidence of taxation on different classes 
of society. The calculation is especially difficult in Oriental countries, because it at 

♦ This figure includes the X E. 9,000 from stamp duty and professional tax. 
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once raises the question of whether the land tax is to be brought to account as a tax, 
or whether it is to be considered of the nature of rent. 

I turn, therefore, to the question of the octroi. 

At present articles of daily consumption, such as fruit, vegetables, &c., are 
imported from the coasts of the Mediterranean to the value of about £ E. 600,000 
a year. These goods pay customs duty at the rate of rather over 7 per cent. The 
Tariff valuations arc made upon the wholesale prices. 

The same articles, when produced in Egypt and imported into Alexandria by land, 
pay an octroi duty of 9 per cent. They also pay a weighing due (“ droit dc pesage ”) 
which varies from about 1-^- per cent, to 3 per cent. The Tariff valuations are made 
upon the retail prices. 

In some other countries home manufactures and produce are protected against 
foreign competition. In Alexandria foreign produce is very heavily protected against 
native competition. Such a system is extremely unjust, and constitutes, in my opinion, 
a very legitimate grievance on the part of the native population. 

Looking at the question from another point of view, I think it may be said that, 
if the inhabitants of Alexandria require additional rcveriuc for the improvement of 
their town, tliey may very fairly be called upon to provide such additional revenue 
out of their own pockets. I suggested, therefore, that the Egyptian Government 
should carefully consider the whole subject, and should submit a plan, with a view to 
imposing an octroi duty on foreign goods, to the Powers. It will, I think, be 
extremely difficult to obtain the assent of the Powers, and the question which gave 
rise to some discussion two years ago will again be raised, as to whether the Egyptian 
Government has a right to impose an octroi duty on goods coming from T'urkey. 
Should the Powers agree, I would give the new revenue thus created to the 
Municipality, and I would, at the same time, abolish the tax of 1 per thousand on 
imports now paid voluntarily, but which I propose shall be rendered obligatory. 

I trust the action I have taken in dealing with this somewhat difficult question 
will meet with your Lordship’s approval.

■\ViTII reference to ray despatch No. 82 of tho 22nd instant, I liave tlu' honour 
to transiuit luu'ewRh copy of a furlhcr letter which I have received from N^uhar 
Pasha rcspectiug tho ap])]icalioir of tho I’ross Laws in Egy[)t to foreigners. 

Your Lordship will ol)scr\o that Nuhar Pasha asks Avhethor tho Egyptian 
Govornmoni have the right lo proceed Avilli llio application of these laws—(1) If the 
British Consular authority Avere to refuse to scud a delegate to assist at their euforce- 
luf'ut; and (2) if the delegate AA’crc not present at the tinio indicated. 

With regard to the tirst point, I jiropose to reply to N’uhar Pasha that, inasmuch 
as I have alri'udy given him an assurance that J shoAild consider that the Consul Avas 
hound to send a delegate, and that, if the matter were referred to me, I should 
instruct him to comply Avitli tho apjilicatiou, there is no necessity to consider this 
eventuality. 

The second jiarl, namely, Avhethor tlio Press Regulations could be enforci'd in the 
absence of the delegate, is a matter requiring some* little consideration. The Italian 
Government alloAV these laA\s to he applied to their subjects by the Egyptian 
authorities in cases Avhere, after due notice, the deiegali' fails to put in an ap])earance. 
I do not see any grciut objection to our folloAving the same course. It Avould consi¬ 
derably strengthen th(> hands of the Egyi)fiau Government in their efforts to secure 
the application of the Press LaAVs to the suhji'cts of other PoAvers.

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If your Lordship approves niy suggestion, I tliinlc it would be advisable that I 
should, at the same time, warn Nubar Pasha, privatedy and unofficially, to be very 
careful how he makes use of his power to apply these Regulations in the case of 
newspapers owned by British subjects. It Avould create an exceedingly bad impression 
here if the Government were to talu' measures against a journal like the “ Egyptian 
Gazette,” when it is known that they are quite powerless to suppress papers like the 
“Bosphore Egjqitien,” whicli arc constantly making unfounded and personal attacks 
upon the English Government as well as on the Egyptian Administration. 

Mr. Philip, the proprietor of the “Egyptian Gazotti',” has informed me that he 
has made preparations for issuing an Arabic edition of his journal, and that he will 
lose money if there be any delay in obtaining the necessary permission for its is.snc 
from the Egyptian Government. ‘l should bo gdad, therefore, if your Lordship would 
kindly inform me, by telegraph, whether my proposed ansAver to Nubar Pasha’s note 
is approved.

My Jjord, Cairo, February 25, 1888. 

1 HAVE the honour to address your Lordsliip on the subject of the organization of 
the police force in Egypt. 


I had hoped that the nomination of Colonel Chermside to fill the late General 
Baker’s place would practically solve the difficulties to Avhich this question has given rise. 
When, howcA’cr, Colonel Chorm&ide declined to accept the post, some fresh .solution liad 
to be found. 

Finding considerable difficulty in settling the matter, and seeing that the Khedive 
and Nubar Pasha evidently wished it to be submitted to your Lordship, I drafted a 
telegram which represented, so far a.s I could make out, the precise point which the 
Khedive Avished to have decided. In order to be certain whether I had rigditly inter¬ 
preted llis Tlighnc.ss’ views, I showed him the draft telegram, at the clonc of which 
[ had used the following expression; “ 'Whatever the decision maybe, it will be accepted 
here.” 1 used tliis cxjn-cssiou for several reasons. In the firA place, it is very necessary 
that this ([uostion should be settled with as little delay as possible. In tlie second place, 
although both the Khedive and Nubar Pasha have frequently as-ured me in conversation 
about thi.s and other subject.s that any advice tendered to them by Her Tilajestys 
Government Avould be readily accepted, experience has taught me not to place undue 
confidence in any verbal assurances of this sort. I Avished, tb.crefore, to obtain a definite 
pledge that your Lordship’s decision would be final. SomcAvhat to my surprise, the 
Khedive demurred to this vicAv. 

I subsequently spoke to Nubar Pasha, and ))ointcd out to him that my convcr,sations 
Avith him as regards the police had so far been of an unofficial character, and that I had 
merely endeavoured to a.s.sisi in arriving at some compromise betAveen the conflicting 
views Avhich prevailed here, as I had occasionally done in connection with other matters; 
but tb.at if they submitted the matter in semi-official form to your Lordsliip the case Avas 
different. I could not put your Lordship, or myself as the Iicpresentatu’e of Her 
Majesty’s Government, in the position cf tendering advice .after full consideration of the 
vicAvs of the Egyptian Government, .and of having that advice rejected. T considered 
this point even of greater importance than the police question considered on its oAvn 
merits. 

Nubar Pasha agreed in this vicAv. I have dwelt on this ])orlion of the question, as 
it explains the allusion in Nubar Pasha’s letter of the 22n.l February, a copy of Avhicli I 
liavc the honour to inclose, to the “last paragraph of ray telegram.’’ 

I understand from this letter that your Tjordship's deci-ion will Im- c'Vepted. 

I noAV pass to the merits of the (jucstion at issue. 

Nuh.ar Pasha’s loiter, Avhich I noAV inclose, is intended to be the complement of his 
letters of the 19th December addressed to the lMini^ter ot the Interior, and ot his 
letters of the 9th December and of the 1st January addressed to me. 

The letters of the 19th December and of the 1st danuary were inclosed in my 
Memorandum of the 21st January. I did not annc.x the letter of the 9th December to 
that Memorandum, as 1 thought the whole subject was fully explained without any 
I’urllier lengthy documents ; but T inclose a copy of it now. 

Amidst much tb.at is ambiguous and difficult to umler>tand in ah this correspon¬ 
dence the folloAving point stands out clearly : tb.at the Khedive and Nubar Pasha Avish 
to organize the police force in their oavu A\ay, Avithout any inteiieience, pressute, or 
advice of any kind whatsoever from Her Majesty’s Government, or from myr,elf as the 
RepresentatiA'e of Her IMajosty’s Government. This is Avhat has been frequently stated 
to me in conversiition lately by botli the KhediA’C and Nubar Ibe-ha. It is thi.T Avliich 
really constitutes tlie diiliculty of the situation, for it renders the Egyptian Government 
indisposed to accept any suggestions which I may m.ake on this subject, even tliough 
these suggestions, considered on their own merits, may in a great muisure be in harmojiy 
Avith the ideas which they themselves entertain. 

’Phe issue presented in this form is clear and intelligible; hut I cannot adequately 
express to your Lordship my' regret that it should be raised, for it manifestly' inAoUcs, in 
some degree, .a consiileration of a further question, n.unely, the degree of responsibflity 
which Her Majesty’s Government is irrepared to assume in connection with tlie internal 
administration of Egypt. 

It has been my constant aim and endeavour, since I haA’o occupied my present post 
in Ei-ypt, to prevent this issue being raised in any direct form, for I avcII knoAV hoAV 
difficult it is under existing circumstances to lay down any very clear or precise definition ot 
the position Avhich Her IMajesty’s Government holds in connection with Egyptian affairs. 
Even noAV, Avhen the question has been forced on me by Nubar Pasha, 1 venture to hope 
that a solution will be possible which will not cause your Lordship any serioim

The main point to be considered in coming to a decision upon Avhether lull liberty ot 

action should be accorded to the Egyptian Government in the matter ot police 






organization is tlic method in ^Yhich, so far as can he at present judged, they would use 
their liberty when once it was acquired. The answer to this question must he sought in 
Niibar Pasha’s letters, to which I have already alluded. T have read those letters very 
carefully, and I have also had numerous conversations with the Khedive and with Nubar 
Pasha on the subject. But, in spite of all this, I am unable to exjilain with any degree of 
precision what is the nature of the police organization which they wish to adopt, indeed, 
I think I may say with tolerable certainty that neither the Kliedivo nor Nubar Pasha 
have any very clear idea on the subject themselves. They want to destroy the present 
system, but they arc very uncertain as to the organization which is to take its place. 
This sort of administrative nihilism is quite in keeping with everything that I have seen 
of Egyptian character for the last ten years. 

There are, however, two points in connection with the present system which Nubar 
Pasha wishes to destroy, and to which I venture to direct your Lordship’s special 
attention. 

The first is the organization of the Central Bureau. As I pointed out to your 
Lordship in my IMemorandum of the 21st .January, Xubar Pasha’s project, which is 
contained in his letter of the 19th December, 18S7, to the Minister of the Interior, does not 
deal with this point. The Khedive, to whom I have spoken on the subject several times, 
appears to have no very distinct ideas as to ^vhat is to be done. He does not appear to 
think that any Central Office is necessary; and he is quite clear on one point, and that is 
that if there be any Central Office it should be entirely in native hands. Xubar Pasha 
has frequently stated to me that no Central Office is necessary, and your Lordship 
will ob-serve that in his letter of the 22nd Pebruary he says; L'adoption du projet du 
Gouvernement—dont le Gouverncment e--! prepare a assumer toute la re.sponsabilite— 
entrainerait la suppression du Bureau de la Securite Buhlitpu' an iMinislere de I’lnteriLur.” 

I have the following ob-ervations to make on this proposal. I can well under¬ 
stand that it is dc.sirablc that the police .should be placed entirely under the command of 
the oMudirs, who shoidd bo able to give whatever executive orders they may think til, and 
to make any movements of men which the exigencies of the provincial service may 
demand. 

I can also well understand tliai the ^liuliiv. >hould have certain disciplinary powers 
over the police, although I think that those powers should be limited. In fact, 1 most 
fully concur in decentralizing the police force to the fullest extent which is po.ssiblc. 
But I confess I cannot unilcr-tand how, in a couutrv such as Egypt, any police force 
worthy of the name can be created unle.ss there is .some central authority to maintain 
uniformity in respect to such matters as recruiting, pay, clothing, the punishment 
(T serious olfenccs, stati,stical information a:s regards crime, promotion in tlie higher 
ranks, &c. INIorc than this,'some Central Office is required as a medium of communi¬ 
cation on matters of general, as distiiigui.-'hcd from provincial, interest. Burther, it is a 
notorious fact that tlic very same Mgyptian officials who Avill act in an arbitrary an<i 
capricious manner, if unc'''iitrollod, will he excessively timid of taking any re.sponsibility 
in cases where their individual re.sponbihility might be very legitimately exercised, 'fhey 
always look to the Minister of the Interior to give them orders. 

Under these circuiintances, it does not appear to mo to be possible to dispen.se with 
the services of a Central Ihireau. 

It would be very unjust were I to accuse Xuhar Pasha of any deliberate desire to 
reintroduce the old .system of police which led to .such notorious ahu.scs. T do imt think 
he lias any such intention. On the contrary, whatever his defects may he, I gladly 
recognize that, although he may perhaps have been sometimes mistaken in his methods, 
he has an honest desire to introduce order and civilization into Egypt. But, however this 
may he, I cannot help thinking that, if his plan were adopted, a great risk would be run 
of the old .system being reintroduced. Xuhar Pa.sha’s talents, considerable though they 
he, are not those of an admini.strator. He will ho guided by othens, and great pressure 
will he brought to bear on him to reintroduce the old system under some other name. 
Ignorant as he is of ailiuinistrative affiiirs, and animated by a de.sire, in itself very 
laudable, of adopting an administrative system which will he represented to him as being- 
in harmony with the wishes of the people and the time-honoured in.stitulions of tlie 
country, 1 cannot help fearin", especially after the language which Xubar Pasha himself 
has u.scd to me, that Indore long the JMtidirs nould recruit their own police and wonhi 
organize them each in the manner which suited his own ideas and convenience. 

In fact, the police \.’onld but too ])rohahly consi.st of the heterogeneous mob ol 
ragamuffins which pas.--, iu the Ea.st under the name of Basin-Bazouks, and who would he 
almost as great a terror to the pcaceably-di.spo,sed inhabitants as they would be to evil¬ 
doers. 
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The second point to which I wi-h to draw your Lordship’s attention is the question 
of European inspection. On this point the statements made to me by the Khedive and 
Xubar Pasha are quite irreconcilable. In the early stages of this discussion Nubar 
Pasha assured me over and over again that he was not only willing to profit by European 
assistance, but that he was earnestly de.sirous to do so. He told me that without 
European supervision it was hopeless to suppose that any real reforms could he effected, 
hut he laid great stress on one point, in which I entirely agreed with him. It was that 
European officials, whether in the police or in other Departments of the Government, 
should be coasidered in fact as well as in name as Egyptian functionaries. He made 
objections, some of which were well founded, to the employment ot certain European 
officials on personal grounds. When I first proposed to him the appointment of Colonel 
Chermsido, he welcomed it gladly on the ground of Colonel Chermside’s knowledge of 
the native languages and of his experience of the country. As regards the particular 
question of inspection, which is now under discussion, your Jjordship will observe that he 
said to me in his letter of the 9th December that the Inspectors were to “ faire des 
tournees dans Ics provinces pour inspector, non pas la police seulemcnl, mais hicn la 

Mudirioh dans tous ses services.Ceci cst conformc a nos traditions, au.v usages,

Your Lord.ship will further ob.servo that in Xuhar Pasha’s letter to me ot the 1st danuary 
he alludes to my proposal that the Inspectors should make quarterly inspections in the 
following terms; “ Enfin vous dcsirez qu’il soil stipule que Ics Inspccteurs doivent au 
moins une fois par troi.s mois in.spocter les jirovinccs dans Icur circonscription. Jc 
n’ohjecte a cette sti])nlation qu’au point do vue do la forme, car, dans mon esprit, les 
in.sj)eciions doivent etre au.ssi frcqiicnles quo possible; mais, formulcc telle quo yous la 
propose/, n'csl-ee pus jeler iiu snr sur notvo loyautej sur uotre sincciito do

[ am 'iivcii lo understand that the Khedive saw' all Xuhar PasliU s letters hetoro 
they Were sent, and tliat he approved of them. Ihit it is clear that His Highness cithci 
did not tliornunhly understand the subject, or that be did not fully appreciate tlie 
importance of Xubar Ikisha’s declarations. On more than one occasion recently Ihs 
Highness has expressed to me his entire disagreement with Jsubar Pasha’s vicw_ as 
regards European in.speclion. He objects to any inspection, save as regards the police, 
and, in respect to police matters, he thinks the inspection should have nothing to do 
with the detection of crime, with the relations between the police and the people, or 
"■onerally with any of the move important leaturcs of police dutie^;. He considers that 
tin' European Inspectors sliould be stri(‘lly limited to inspecting the dress, arms, arid 
barracks of the men. When I pointed on! to His Highno.^-. thuy o;ie young officer could 
pro])ahlv perform these duties for th" wliofi' ol l‘-gy])t, and that il was quite unncccssaiy 
to keel)'up a highlv-])aid Eunqjeau stall' for any Mich purposes, he lauglicd, and said he 
was aware ibat such was the ca.'^e. I fear that in this respect His Highness is endea¬ 
vouring to imitate the conduct of hi^ I'ather. with wliose processes of government both he 
and N'Tiliar Baslia must he familiar. It was a very commiui practice of Ismail Pasha to 
place Luropeans in positions of some ap])arenl power, whilst great care was taken that 
they should exercise no real inlluenco. 'I'lius dust was thrown in the eyes of the pihlic 
and of forei'^n Governments, who tlinnght that some really effective guarantee ot good 
government"^had hi'cn given, whilst, at the .same time, the Kgv])tian e.uthorities were in

1 conslanilv i»rcsscd both His lliglmes-; and Xuhar Pasha to let me know wliien o!

Nubar I’aslm, on the other hand, is embarrassed by his pledges ami by the tone winch 
he has adopted in hi.s letters to me on the smallest suspicion being raised that he does 
not wish to avail himself of European assi-,iance. In reality, I do not dmilit that he means 
just the same thing as the Klmdivm hut he is too good a diplomatist to say so, as he 
feels that bv statin-- nakedlv the case, as the Khedive has stated it, he would dainage 
hi.s cause. 'Ho ha.s“tberefoiV veiled his pledges in a cloud of ambiguous words muter 
cover of which it will not he ditficull, when onee liberty of actum m seeureil.to find many 
door,-, of escape again.st the loyal fulllhiumt ot his promises. , p . 

All this aceoimts for the manner ill whieh, in his last letter o, the -lul hehruary, 

Nubar Pa.slia has glided over this imiiorlant point. Ho merely says that the reports 
of the Inspectors aVe to he mUlre-sP.! to t!io IMiiiister of the Interior, to the adoption 
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of which course I see no objection whatever; and ho adds tliat the Inspectors are to 
' be chosen with reference to their capacity and tlieir merits ratlicr tlian with reference 

to their nationality. This latter is a general sentiment in which T most fully concur. 
"Whenever an Egyptian can be found fit to fill any particular post, by all means let him 
be chosen in preference to a European, but the rahon d’etre of all European interference 
' in this country is that for certain posts it is not possible to find capable Egyptians. The 

appointments which T am now discussing must for the present, in my opinion, be included 
in the category of those Avhere European agency is necessary. 

Another point I nish to press on your Lordship’s attention is that I very much 
doubt Avhere there is any genuine native public opinion behind the view which JTubar 
Pasha is now putting forward. It is probable (hat some of the IMiulirs dislike European 
control, but c\ en the complaints on this score are, I think, exaggerated. There are two 
methods of manufacturing opinion amongst the native officials of the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment. One is for the officials themselves to initiate complaints, which arc then taken up 
by the Government. The other is for the Central Government to give a hint to the 
officials that complaints are to be initiated, 'fhey arc then pretty sure to be made, and 
they are brought forward with every appearance of spontaneous action. I am much 
inclined to think that in the present case we have to deal with a specimen of the artificial 
complaints in the second of those categories. I have never heard of any serious friction 
between the English jiolice officers and the INludirs, and I have very little douht that if the 
mot d’ordte were given from head-quarters that the present system was to work well, we 
should very soon hear that it was giving universal satisfaction. In his more unguarded 
moments Nubar Pasha has frc(iuently boasted to me of his power to make any adminis¬ 
trative system work well if he wi.shcd to do so. 

As to native imblic opinion outside the official authorities, I have very little doubt 
that whatever real feeling exists is rather in favour of English interference, and that this 
feeling is due, not to any lo\e of the English, but to fear and hatred of what is known as 
the Pasha class. I am constantly receiving Petitions from different parts of the country 
asking for my interference in cases of individual oppression. I generally take no notice 
of these Petitions. 1 iicver communicate direct with the petitioners. In a very few’ 
cases, which appear lo be of exceptional importance, I send the Petitions either to Xubar 
Pasha or to the lMini.--ter of the Interior, but without asking to be informed of the result 
of any inquiry which may be made. As an example of tliese Petition^, 1 send to your 
Lordship two documents dealing with the same subject, whicli I happened to receive 
, whilst writing this despatch. One, which is translated from the i\rai)ic, is a Petition 

i from the inhabitants of a village in the Province of Galiubieli complaining of the ill- 

I treatment they have received. Six ref)rcsentative men from the village were deputeil to 

I Cairo on purpose to give me this I’ctition. 1 declined to see them, hut Mr. Poylc, who 

saw tlicm, inlonns me that they particularly begged that a British ollieial might he sent 
to inquire into their grievances. ’I'he oilier, which is in English, deals with the same 
subioct. Your Lordsliip will observe that ilio petitioner in this case also asks tiiat a 
British oificial .should he sent to inquire, “ heeaiise no insinuation or bribery can prevent 
him,” and ho adds that they can get no justice from the IMiiii-iter of the Interior, heeauso 
Mahmoud Iktsha Hanuli, the Suh-Minister of the Interior, is a relation of the Mudir. I 
sent tliese Petitions to Nnhar Paslia. with a ■simple suggestion that the case seem-'d to 
demand inquiry. 1 have no idea whatever whetlier the statements made by tho 
petitioners are eorroet. H is very probable that they are greatly exaggerated. I merely 
send these documents as specimens of the communications I frequently receive. 

Were 1 to give any encouragement to people who liave individual grievances to 
redre.ss, I dare say I diouhl receive a score or more of Petitions where 1 now lu'ceive one. 
I cannot help thinking that if all European control over tlie affiiis of the interior were 
witlulravvn 1 sliould, even without the least eneoucagement, be inundated with complaints. 
Without wishing to interfere unduly vvitli the prerogatives of the Klicdivo or of the 
Egyptian Government, 1 do not think it is possible for us to turn a completely' deaf car 
to complaints of this sort. "Wo arc held responsible for ev'crytliing tliat occurs in Egypt, 
and so long as the Briti.sh occupation lasts we cannot altog('ther shake oti' onr responsi¬ 
bility. The way’ to exercise our re.sponsible functions, which i.s most eflective and at the 
same time the least injurious to the authority of the Khedive, is to insist on a very 
limited number of Europeans being employed in the Egyptian service to supervise the 
police administration. Whilst such supervision exists I need not interfere in anydetaiL. 
I can feel that tlierc is a tolerably good guarantee that no very gross maladministration 
takes place. Mbthout hluropcan supervision 1 can feel no such coufidenco. 

If I tlmught there was the least pro^-uccr that Viih"’’ 'k ''' and his cnllea.gues could 
themselves organize an oircctivo polk Buit the lull 
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liberty of action which the Egyntian (jo. ci.nuLiit ocinaud, should he accorded to them. 
Tlie less we have to interfere, the le.s-i troublesome becomes our task in Egypt- But the 
results of the e\])eriment, which h.e, been already tried in connection wilh tlie Department 
of .Tustice, are sufficient to destroy any illusions whieli may ])rcviouhly Iiave existed under 
this head. In that Department Xubar Pasha was left a completely free hand. Tho 
results are already known to your L'n’iLliip. 1 would especially' draw attention to a 
dos])atch (N^o. SS of the ‘-"ud instant) whieli 1 am ^ending luu lO by this mail, inclosing 
leports in answer to the ('on-ailxr Girculai which 1 recently issued. What has happeiu'd 
in the ])epartment of -Tustice is briefly this. Eor Mime loii"; while the matter was left 
entirely in (he hands of Xuhar iVha. h'h’ngs went from had to worse, Xot tlie 
iinalle t attention was paid to the very numerous complaints \ Inch i.ere made. Beyond 
oecasioiiiilh' expre-sing a hojic iliat (hu .ulministration of ju'^tice \>oul;l be -liorily improved, 
r exercised no intorfcrcncc wbatever. EveiiLually the conqilaiuls became so universal 
that I insisted somewhat more slronely than heretofore on the ucca Ely of reform. 
After much opposition and friction, a European Procurcin-G'ni .cl was appointed. 
From that moment some slight improvcmcht was perceptihle. 

1 cannot help thinking that much the same thing will hfippcii i; lonqilele f.-ecdom 
of action is given to the Egyptian Government in the matter of the police. 'I'liiugs will 
go from had to v.orsc, ami "e .shall he eventually obliged to interfere in a more decisive 
and ohji'ctionahle manner than is at present either necessary or dosiruble. 

1 have the Imnour to inelose, for your Lord-hip's information, a copy ol‘ ih'' General 
()rder>, hegulations, and Girculars id' the jiolicc, in Arabic ami English. ' do not 
profoM, to have examined thc-^e Regulations in detail, neither is it at all nccc--sary that J 
should do so. But the mere fact that a Code of Rules of this sort exists, nml that its 
provi-'ioiis arc carried out in practice, Aiows that a certain amouui of admiuihtrativc order 
and regularity' exists in the police service. It would he absurd to suppose tliat 
Regulations such as tlu; ■ ■ 'dual n 1 .i - *'ode (ouhl he apj^died without some 
European supeividion, 

Eor the reasons V hicli ' hivi* . , above I am, tliorefore. unable to iccommend 

that the full liberty ol .'clio to ■ e Egyptian (io\Lmiuieat lays claim should he 

accorded to tlicm. 

If, however, Ibi Ms not to be de..e, wl'.at alternative sy tern > . b ■ dopled? The 
alternative mu t ccilainly not be to diiiglicize Die whole police aitmie.i liaiioii, lo destroy 
the authority of tlie Aiudirs, lo lake away all power of iiiitiaiion from 1 lie i'lgyptian 
(iovermnciil, and geneially to lorce uiam them the adoption <f ''’.n.,lish ideas and 
English administrative sy steniw m, o poliv'y v.ouid be nio-i un .'C, and 1 .should 

]jc the last to recommend it. 

it is for Her IMajesty's (iovornnient to i ■ .r uii the diuicc i r- -pousihility thoyr 
will assume. The course which 1 would recommeiid is this: lo iiisEl on the appoint¬ 
ment of ail EngliPli officer to he Head of the Police, not lo be Head of the Ministry of 
the Interior. I care little vvliat he is called, whether ‘‘ Inspecteui-t l,.U'vra! ” or “ Chet dit 
Biiieau tie la Hecurite Publiipie.” fi'iie odieer ajipointed si.ouhl li ■ made clearly tt» 
imderstand that he is an Egyptian official and a subordinate to the iMiniAcr ot the 
Interior, whose outers ho is to obey, llo should mil receive any reports trom tho 
Mudirs, who should write direct to the IMinisler of the interior. >»\ ulier should he sign 
any letters to the .Miidirs. All tho letters should Ijc signed by the b.Iimslor, On the 
other haml, the IMinider should send to liim all reports which lie may receive in 
eonneeliim with police nialters, cud should let liim see any orders which he may think fit 

to issue. _ , . , 

After he has been in office a sufficiently long while to become ila-ioiighly acquainted 
with tlie working of the present .-.y stem, he should emlea'. om, r radually and with due 
caution, to introduce such reforms imvAll bring the police m .u much as possible 

into harmony vvith native ideas. He sliould get rid ot any sUjai.iuous Euiopcan ollicers^ 
that may exist. He should do all in his jiower to support the legitimate authority ot 
the IMudirs. lie should, so far as the pioviucos are eoucernod, allow the Europeans to 
inspect rather than to exorcise any executive inn 'tions. He should not look to me tor 
orders or advice in any matter of detail, nor, savi* in very rare aim (ivccptbmal instaucc.s, 
for support in any matter of greater imporlaiiee. The most that I shoual do would ho 
to e.xercise my iliscrotion in giving him a certain amount of suppori i,i the event of any 
changes proposed by the Egyptian authorities being of a highly obje hio-’iablo nature. 

A great deal depends upon the choice oi the individual. It U' necessary that, so 
tar as is possible, he .should bo a persona urata to the Egyi'ti-' .nment. It is also 

necessary that he should possess my confidence._ The pei '> iuHiL these 

emulitions is Captain b'enwick, tlie Head of the Cairo Police. 
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The oouih'^ ^^lli(•]l T, therefore, venture to recommend to your Lord-^hiphs favourable 
consideration is that T should be instructed to request, on behalf oi Her IMaiesty’s 
Go\crnment. that Captain Fenniek l)e ajjpointed to be the Head of the Ihjlice. At the 
same lime, I think 1 miu-ht say that Her ^Majesty’s (tovernment has no objection to tlie 
presold Heputv Inspectiu’s-General beiiiir relieved of all exeeuti\e functions, and beini; 
recalled to Cairo, which would be their pernrinent head-quarters. It is possible, also! 
that the number of Eurojiean othcers niav b*' somewhat reduced.

Petition from Inhabitants of Zawiyct Biltan, GaJioubbjeh. 

(Translatioa.) 

M E, nho submit this Petition, are the people of Zawiyot Riltan, in Galioulnyeh, who 
are liemniod in on every side l)y tyranny and oppression; ne cry for lielp, and no one 
hoods our oomplaint, oven a^ lliough n c were not of the huma!\ raoe. So we have fallen 
into the deptlis of fear and confusion; but wlien we ooinplaincd to tlie Government of 
our situation, and of nliat we were sun'orinii', it was as if our nords were nouglid 

In short, the case stands tlius; 'riiorc arc four men in our village—iMustala 
Kartam, Said Kartain, Ahdul-’W'ahah Kartain, and Youssuf Kartam—one of them. 
Mustafa Kartam, nas Oindch of the village. 'I’liose four men were great villains, and 
built places on their lands for thieves to dwell in. As they were Oindehs, nc could not 
guide the Government aright as to tlioir conduct, especially as we saw that they were in 
league with the authorities. And when they saw how much we were afraid of them 
their villany increased, and among tlio notorious act-, that they committed was that, by 
means of their troo[) of rascah, they rohhod manv houses of our village; they killed a 
man called Ilassan Sherif. and it is said they killed another named Mohammed Suleiman 
El-Gara and .seized on his property up till now. Ihirtiier, they made rents to be jiaid 
to themselves. 

When our position grew' un,supportable we told the Government about their 
proceeding,s and their villany, and soon alter the Government arrested the robbers from 
their lands. Guilt wa-i proved against one of them, and lie was sentenced to penal 
.servitude, wliilo tlio re.st wore released under police supervision, Tlien strenuous efforts 
were made on helialf of these rascals, c.y., liy i\lohammed Hey Bamadan, one of the 
Baihvny Inspectons, wlio was implicated in the matter for hi,s personal advantage, and we 
knew of this. 

What the Government finally did )\a-- lo dismiss the \illain IMustafa Kartain and 
some of the Sheiklis on account of their seizure of rents; and they appoiiileil over us 
four Bheikhs—Hairiy Ahd-ul Dai'ni, Omdeli; Aly El-Aly, 8uh‘iman El-Azab, and 
Mohammed Kartam, Sheikh,s. 'i'lie-'C' men weru |)erfcctly lionest, and paid the Govern¬ 
ment dues, and there was not one of them wlio would seize on the property of tlu* 
people. They w, w iiprieht men. ami. moreover, they came of the fir.st familie.s of the 
town, ami were well qualified for the Shii'khhood. So iq) lo now the village has been 
contented, and no one has Iran.sgrcsscd iqion another’s rights, and we never hoarvl of any 
id' the people lo.sing anytldng wliatsocvcr; and we gave thanks to God for this. 

Hut then tlio.sc rascals, that is to ,say, Muslnfa Kartam and the three others, were 
doing their utmo.st to gxd into league with the authorities, and their chief was .Mohammed 
]k*y Bamadan. And when they had won the autliorilies over to tludr side, they 
])rcscnted Petitions 1(> llu Aliuister of Interior from them^eUcs and their followers who 
cari'd nothing for saving the town trom ruin, to the elfeet that the newiy'-apiioiiited Sheiklis 
were not iit hir the posts, heeaiise ot the indebtedness of one of them and his advanced age, 
tiie want of family of the Omdeh, and the fact that the other had been guarantee for the 
dismissed Sheikhs, whereas there was no truth whatever in these statements, and we 
iminediatdy presented several Petitions setting forth the falseness of their words; hut 
by the means (d Mohammed P>ey 1‘amadan no attention was paid to them. But ou tlie 
representations of the others to the Mudirieh il was decided tliat inquiries sliouhl he 
made into their statenieut-,; so Mohammed Ell'eiuU Waliby, Mainour of the district id’ 
'roiikli, arrived at our r illagc. Eventually what tlicso villains and their followers had 
.said was eonfirmeil, ^o Ikat the Mudir wrote that llainy Abd-el-Daim was without 
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family, whereas his family consisted of ten per.sons, most of them on earth, not in 
heaven; and he said that Aly-el-Ncfdi was indebted and advanced in years. Yes! he 
wa.s indebted, but he di.spo.sed of .some of his land and paid his debts, and there remains 
to him about 30 feddans free from debt. As for Ids age, it is not great, for there arc in 
the country Omdehs and Sheikhs older than lie; true, if the register be consulted, it 
will he found that he is old, but tliis is because at that time the Omdehs advanced the 
age of their children for fear of their enlistment in the army, and his brother was then 
in the village, old on that account. ^Moreover, the register is not a register of births, 
but of age, approximate, not certified. Our proof that his register age is inexact is that 
at the inquiry made as to bis age at the time when he disposed of his lands and was 
elected to the Sheikbhood it was found to be a little over 50. Moreover, he is in full 
strength and activity in paying the Government clues, and gives satisfaction on all sides. 
Again, they declared that Suleiman-el-Azab had been security for the dismissed Sheikhs, 
whereas the contrary is the case, and wc know' of no Sheikh in our village who would not 
have been security for him who informed the Government of the conduct of the four 
villains. 

As the very .slaves have obtained their freedom, what have w’C done that the 
Government .should leave us in tlie hands of these evil-doers, whereas wo arc free men, 
even as the men of the Government themselves? But w'C can answer that the cause 
is our poverty, which stands hetween us and our rights. But, if w'C may be cased from 
what we sud'er, wc beg of those who arc just that we may not be delivered over to these 
villains, but Lliat our present Sheikhs may remain in their office, viz., llainy Abd-el- 
Dai'm the Omdeh, Al.\ -el-Aly the Sheikli, and Sulciman-cl-Azah. And, as the fourth, 
Mohammed Kartam, lias passed to the mercy ot God, we beg that his position may 
he divided among the others, and that a Sheikh from them may be appointed over us, 
not from the sons of Kartam. the robbers. AYhat proves that the sons of Kartam are 
wrong-doers is that one of them, IMustafa Kartam, was condemned to imprisonment 
on the “JDth January, 1888, by the Gourt of Bcnha for complicity in cattle-lifting from 
his neiglihouis ; he it was who was formerly Omdeh. And in a little while [previously] 
the Government made a seizure of a quantity of arms and rope ladders from tlie houses 
of these four mon. And justice and the end, &c.

Ahmed Ismet to Sir E, Baring, 

* Cairo, February 12, 1888. 

i l\IOS'r liumhly beg to Iiring to .your kind notice the following facts, which may be 
deemed most importanl,"inasmuch as they show the tyranny and despotism of some high 
Government I’linetionaries. 

In the village Zawiyot Riltan, of the GalioubiyehProvince, there a»'c four men of the 
Kartam family called Yoiissuf, Mustafa, Es.sayied, and Abd-el-Wahab, who have built 
in their lands three hamlets (“ezhehs”) without the Government authority, for the 
purpose of harhoiiriiig a great number of liighwaymen and rolibcrs wdio undertake exploits 
under the direction and protection of tlie above four men. Among their victims tliere is a 
man called l\l()hamod-el-Garra, whom they killed, .seizing his landed property, which 
remains in their i) 0 .sse.ssion ; another one, by name tiassan Sherif, wliile watching on 
his sakvch-wlieel, received tlie 'vame fate at their hands, and his cattle were taken as 
booty, "and lately my turn came, and they liegan at first an attempt to enter my garden, 
but w’ere prevented by tlio guard (“ gli.affeer ”), Aly Ahdou Essaeedeo, whom they 
rewarded liy a hall, wliicli is .still lodging in his arm, and soon after my house was 
stolen too, and a great immher of the house, in the village and cattle in tlie vicinity 

were not spared. n ^ 

'riie inhabitants of the village, who, through terrorism, were afraid at hrst to appeal 
to the Government, grew now impatient and could not bear with such a continued attack 
on tlicir lives and property, and a Petition was presented to the Ministry of the Interior 
suhinitllng the case and asking for })rotcction ; in short, a mimhcr of Galioubiych police- 
men iiroceedcd to the lands of the four Kartams and arrested a good number of armed 
robbers with whom they found some jewellery. Selim Eff’emli Sayicb, the Commandant of 
the poliee liaviiig received due consideration trom the toui chiets, satisfied himselt with 
the arrest’of tluTir robbers, while it was his duty to arrest the chiefs too j his partiality 
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did not stop here, but he dared to change some of tlie arrested well-known robbers by 
some others who have no entries against them. 

The Ministry of the Interior was informed by a Petition signed by the inhabitants 
of the conduct of the Commandant of Police ; in short, the robbers ncre brought before 
the Mudirieh and an inquiry soon established their culpability, but the four cliic-fs who 
could not forsake their hand called to their help a man called Mohammed Itey Ramadan, 
Railway Inspector, who serves as a go-between for the arrangement between the suit 
concerned and the Governors, taking for himself a large share in the profit; and this 
man obtained from the Mudirieh Commi-sion a sentence condemning one of the robbers, 
Ramadan Hakoof, to hard labour, and releasing the other robbers under the supervision 
of the police; but what is worse is that the four chiefs of the band, nho were proved to 
be harbouring robbers and highwaymen, escaped uiduirt, while the Khedivial Decree 
regulating the Commissions for the trial of such robbers prescribes clearly the culpability 
of any one who harbours robbers. 

When the four chiefs were cleared they began to threaten all the persons who 
revealed their wicked deeds, and as I was one of the party, because ot the assault on my 
garden and house, I presented to the IMudir a Report showing the state of things; and 
the public force entered their houses and found a great deal ot jewellery and some arms, 
which confirmed the suspicion, and therefore they were put in prison. Rut again came 
the famous Mohammed Bey Ramadan, and by his in>inuation to the IMudir the latter 
released them and became their defender, so that 1 was compelled fo be tar oft Irom my 
land in order to escape their revenge. 

One day a man came to me and informed me of the place where these fellows had 
hidden their arms ; I found myself another time obliged to go to the ]\Tudir requesting 
him to send with mo some force in order to show them that place, but lo my great 
astonishment he utterly refused my demand, openly declaring himselt in their favour, so 1 
was obliged to have recourse to the secret police, who sent a delegate with the m'cc.ssary 
force and discovered by digging in their house a number of Governnuuit and oHuu-knives, 
tools for making o})cnings in the walls, ladders for thieves, &c. 

At this lime also all these men c.\.ccpt Mustafa Kartam, who tied to Cairo, were 
arrested fmd imprisoned. I came to Cairo a short time later, and met with a man called 
Aly, who informed me that, on the arrival of Mustata, he went to his sister and told 
her of what had befallen them, and then they all wont (with my informer) to the house 
of Mohammed Rey Ramadan and paid him 501. The second day they went to see the 
Bey, who iold them that he had settled the question lor the release of (ho imprisoned 
after two days, but docs not advise the c.scapod one to return before (ha! tiuu' for fear of 
his being arrested too. Aly has made this narrative to me before many persons who 
were present. 

Then I presented a Petition to the secret police informing them of the man’s 
statement, and the day when the prisoners will be released, as staled by Mohammed Rey 
Ramadan, and afterwards 1 saw that the men were really released on the same day 
pointed out by him. 

In addition to the mentioned Petitions I have prc.sentcd many others to the Mini.stry 
of the Interior complaining of the IMudir, and the re adt was most absurd, because the 
Interior forwarded them all to the Miulir for inquiry, as if they were telling him; “This 
is the man who complains of you, do with him as you likt,'.” 

The Mudir now, as a revenge, persists in his decision to appoint one of these chiet 
robbers as yheikh to th.e village in order to give them more authority, and he cares 
nothing, because he is a protege of Mahmoud Pasha llamd}, Sub-Minister of Interior, 
who is one of his relatives. 

Whereas I made sure now that the Ministry of the Interior is lull ot despotiMn 
and far from the good condition of the other Ministries, I have come to you, (ahing 
shelter in Her Majesty's ami your justice, and soliciting;— 

1. That security may he given to me for my life. 

2. That a British otlicial may be appointed in ordor to ime tigab' tb(> conduct of 
the Mudir in this case, as well as in others. 

3. That necessary investigation should be started at once in the case ot Mohammeit 
Bey Ramadan, who serves as an intermediary tor the bribery. 

4. That the four chiefs should be arrested and imprisoned ponding the investigation 
of their case. 

5. That the investigator may be a British otficial, because no insinuation or bribery 
can pervert him. 

I conclude my humble Petition, hoping that I would no more bo tyrannized when

Honever this may be, 
one point is certain : it is that, for tlie moment, the Kliodivc is entirely in the hands of 
Nubar Pasha. 

To account for llic change in Nuhar Pasha',-, attitude i' much more difficult. It is 
probably due, not to one but to several causes, 

A good deal ma}, I dare say, be attributed to mere want of judgment. By talking 
in an injudicious manner, and by allowing any dili'erenee of opinion which may have 
existed between him and me to become generally known, he has allowed himself to drift 
into a position of hostility whioh, I dare say, he never originally contemplated. 

Something may also be attrihntcd to personal animosity towards myself; hut T do 
not think that this alone i-. sulfieient to account for his atlitucle. Xuhar Ihisha’s change 
Avas very sudden. It hegan, not when he left London, but at the moment of his arrival 
there. It was evidently premeditated. Tp to the time of bis departure for London be 
had been on tlic best possible terms with me aiul both be and tiio Kbeefive have 
frcqucnlly assured me that they have no sor( of wish to make any personal attack 
on myself. 1 dare say, in a sense, that this is true enough. On the other band, it cannot 
be doubted that Aubar IV.sba would greatly welcome ii cbaugc of CVinsuls-Oeneral, whicli 
Avould be regarded Iiy the juiblie as due to his iutlucnce. Such an event would greatly 
strengthen Ids position. Still less can it he doubted that be a\oiiI(1 much prefer that 
England should he repre,cnted lu-re hy some one who was new to Egypt, and who.se 
experience and knowledge wa.s pm\ly diplomatic, and not. as in my case, to a certain 
extent financial and adminislralive. 

Something may aLo lie attiihuted ti’> all he lu'ard in London, esjiecially from 
irro.sponsible persons, who led him to siipjiosc that the evacuation of Egypt by tlie 
British garri'-on rvas much more imminent than I conceive i-- in reality the case. He 
clings tenaciously to olfice, and, although he has froquenllA told me, and, indeed, all the 
world, that lie could not remain in the country if the Fmglisli occupation ceased. I do not 
doubt that in practice he would do his best to maiutaiii hi^- ])Osition. Asa jircliminary to 
evacuation ho would adopt an anti-English policy, in the hope—I believe the very illusoiw 
hope—of thus hceoining jiopular. 

Concurrently with, this view, euollu'r idea of a wlmll\ ditforent, and, indeed, 
contradictory character tinds, I suspect, some cen^iderahle place in his very complex 
mind. He is in favour of an Englis'n ocenpetion, 1ml is ojqiosed to English intcrb'reuce 
except on occasions when the help of England c.ni be in\oked in diplomatic negotiation'- 
witii otlier Bowers. The advantages of this system are obvious. The presence ol a 
British force would preserve public traiupullify. maintain the Khedive on his throne, and 
keep Niibar Pasha in otnee. On the other hand, there would be no compensatinu 
disadvantage. The Egsptian Oovermnent would be free from all interferenci' in 
connection with the .siil)jects which most interest them. No pre.ssurc would be exerted 
on the side of reform or progres-.. 

Nubar Pasha’s programme, as I have sie.ted it above, appears to me to be (piite 
incapable of realization, li i^ impo- -Ible for a Pu'itish arni\ t(A occupy the country, and, 
at the same time, for the Englisl; Consul-Oc'in'ral to occupy the same position as the 
Bcprescntative of Austria or I’li'-sia. Bui I do uol doubt that, in the idea-^ which I have 
sketched above, one of tlu' main ca'.i--c^ of Nuhar Pasha’s present attitude is to be found. 
They certainly account for the eumpliment^ which bo has, from time to time, lavished on 
the British army, 'fhe behaviour and social Irihits of the otliccrs and men of Ihc arm\ 
are, in fact, eveiything that Nubar Pa-dni could desire. The men are ver> well 
eomlueted and admirably disciplined. They never give any trouble. Indeed, neither 
officers nor men are much seen. If a Ereueb or I'lissian army were here the officers 
AAOuld always appear in uniform, and, whilst they would probably quarrel mori' frc(jucntl_> 
with the inhahitauts than is the case Avith Engli-di officers, tliey would, at the same time, 
mi.x more Avitii the Levantine, and sonu' portion of the native, soeicty of tlu‘ towns than 
Englishmen. They would froqui'iit the cafes, ami possildy some of tlicm would take an 
iiilerest in local politics, 'file Engli-h officer cares for none of these things. Directly 
be off duty he gets into jdaiu clothes to play polo or cricket, lie takes no interest 
whatever in local politics. His somewhat exclusive social habits, Avliich prevent him from 
mixing much with any society out.side that of his own (‘ounfi 7 nien, are often represented 
hy English Avriters in the press as the result of insular pride and prejudice, 'fo Nuhar 
Jkisha these qualities are a great advantage; they save him from the ri.sk of much 
trouble. 

Nuhar Pasha’s .sentiments as regards the Engli.sli officers of the Egyptian army are 
not quite ,-io friendly a> in the case of the Army of Occupation, But here ahso he ha^ 


ncA'cr shown any marked signs of hostility. He knows that for the present the English 
officers of the Egyptian army are ncccssaiw for his purposes. 

His anti-English ideas are. tlicioforc, centred on an endeavour to get rid of English 
control and interrerence in civil atlairs, financial and adiniai.stratiA'c. 

A good and very tni-.twortliy authority, who has some special opportunities for 
knowing Nubar Pa.sba’.s real frame of mind, ba-^ told me that the Avhole of his present 
attitude Avas due to the fact that a con'^iderahle change is gradually coming over native 
society as regards the opinions entertained in connection with English interference. 
The 1'inglish, he said, were becoming too popular, and this to the detriment of Nubar 
Pasha and the Native Adminisiratiou. Nubar Pasha vvas detCnninod to stop this move¬ 
ment before it went too far. 

I dare say there is a great deal of truth iu this. 1 have no doubt that the English 
are much more popular Ilian they were, 'fhe results of their interference are beginning 
to be felt. In respect to the Nathe Tribunals, and other subjects, opinions are gaining 
ground among-it the nati\'cs that we do not interfere enough. 

I liavc thought that your ImiaLIiip might be interested in these remarks, but, after 
all, I cannot do much more than eonjccture what are the true mainsprings of Nubar 
Pasha’s action. I can, bowcA'cr, without hesitation state the fact that, for the last few 
months, the altitude of the Ivbedive and Nubar Pasha to myself and to the English 
officers in the Egyptian service has been much less friendly than heretofore. Both have 
occasionally been profuse in their professions of respect and deference for the English 
GoA'crnineiit. To such professions A^ery little importance can be attached. 1 have to 
look more to Nubar Pasha's acts than to bis words. He is an adroit and veteran 
Intriguer, and is perfectly ni home in pursuing a policy which is really hostile, but which 
he manages to veil in such a manner as to afford the most plausible grounds for any 
apparent act of hostility. 

To return to the special question of the police, t saw almost from the first moment 
after Baker I’asha’s death that Nuhar Pasha was determined to pick a (juarrel on this 
subject. Hence all my endeavours to arrive at a settlement have failed. An arrange¬ 
ment would have been perfectly easy iiad Nuhar Pasha wished to make one, for, as your 
Lordsliip will see hy the paper--, 1 was quite prepared to meet his views more than half 
way. Nubar Pasha studiously kept in the background the points as to which I Avas 
agreed Avith him, that is to ^ay, the incorporation of the reserve battalion with the army, 
the recall of the Deputy lu-qicclors-Gencral to Cairo, the dimimiliou in the number of 
English officcr.s, the fact that all orders to the IHudirs would bo issued and signed by 
the Minister of the Interior, and some other iioints. lie talked vt'vy openly on the 
subject, 'fhe result is that the dispute, instead of being kept quiet, as might very well 
have been done, has become public property. 'Mie i--siie is being watched with the utmost 
attention hy both the European and native pablic of Egypf. Should Nubar Pasha Avin 
the day, the local influence of the English (Government Avill rocoiA-e a A’cry .severe bloAv, 
and Nubar Baslia Avill become jn-actieally omnipotent. The intluoncc ol the English 
officials in the Egyptian .service Avill be greatly diminished. 1 cannot, indeed, exaggerate 
the importance, from a purely Egyptian point of aIcav, of making Nubar Baslia yield. 
'I'bis i.s Avby 1 commenced by .saying that the police question cannot be considerc'd 
cxciu.sively on its oavu merits. 

hb’om the purely loi'al jAoint of vicAv there can, therefore, he no doubt as to the wisest 
course to'pursue. Nubar Basha should he made to yield. Indeed, the question is not 
altogether local, for I cannot hut think that, if we yield, our prestige iu the East 
generally might to some extent suti’er, either at once or at a somewhat later period, Avhen 
the results oi' our yielding began to produce their full clfecl. 

I have frequently pointed out that the system ol divided responsibility under Avhicli^ 
Egypt has been governed for the last li\e years was only possible by the e.xercEe ot 
great tact and judgment, and by tliorough loyalty botfi on the side of the English Repre¬ 
sentative and of the Egyptian Covermuont. it is very possible that I may liaA^e at times 
committed some errors of judgment. Consliloriiig the extremely difficult nature of the 
problem which had to be faced, it would Iuiac been strange had 1 not done so. But that 
on the other side there has been a AAant of loyalty I am well assured, ^Vc are, therelore, 
on the brink of a breakdown of the .system, and this police question is a test case as 
to what is to be the system of the future. Nevertbele.s.s, it it be in our interests to avert, 
or at all events to postpone, a crisis, I think it may bo possible to maintain the existing 
state of things Avithoiit any radical change. 

And this hring.s me to a consideration of the general, as distinguished from the local, 
point of vicAv of this question, to A\hich allusion is made in youv Lordship s telegram 
No. 22 of the IGth instant. 
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So far as I can understand, the problem which has to be solved is this ; we have to 
maintain our local influence in Egypt ar#l our prestige in the East, without bringing on 
a crisis which might exercise any material influence on the present very critical state of 
affairs in Europe. 

I venture to think that the solution of this problem is not so diflicult as might at 
first sight appear. 

In the first place, I have to observe that the worst which can happen to us here is 
that Nubar Pasha would go out of office and that Riaz Pasha would take his place. I 
cannot say what effect this change might have on public opinion in France, but I am 
convinced that, so far as local French opinion is concerned, tlie change would bo welcomed. 
Whether this is a reason for precipitating a crisis is another matter, into which I need 
not now enter. I merely state the fact. 

Count d’Aubigny called on me a few days ago. lie evidently viewed with real 
pleasure both Nubar Pasha’s present attitude and Tigrane Pasha’s Mission to London. 
The reason for his satisfaction is that he thinks that all this will lead to lN’ul)ar Pasha 
being turned out of office. Nul)ar Pasha has always been very unpopular witli the 
French. He docs not conceal his view that he is opposed to the witlidrawal of the 
British garrison. The French think, and no doubt with some reason, that so long a.s 
"Nubar Pasha is in office any attempts made towards preparing for evacuation will he of 
a very half-hearted nature. The object of Count d’Aubigny’s visit was evidently to 
sound me as to the prospects of a Ministerial crisis. He intimated to me that he had 
reason to believe that Riaz Pasha would take olfice under certain conditions, the principal 
of which was that a real endeavour should be made to evacuate the country. I told him 
that the dissensions between me and Nubar Pasba had been greatly exaggerated, that J 
did not see any immediate prospect of a change of IMini^tcrs, but that in the event of 
any change the elioice of a successor to Nubar Pasha would lie j)rincipally with the 
Khedive. I mention this incident as it will .show your Lordship the light in which 
Nubar Pasha’s resignation of office would probably be represented to the French Govern¬ 
ment by their Diplomatic Agent here. 

I do not, however, think that any Ministerial crisis need occur unless we bring one 
on. When in my former telegrams I spoke of a change of Ministers, [ had in my mind 
that it miglit, perhaps, be ticcessary for us in our own interests to force on a change 
rather than that any change would be forced upon us. If I were to go to the Khedive 
and tell him that Her .Majesty’s Government requested him to dismiss Nubar Pasha, he 
would without doubt do so. But I greatly doubt whether anything short of a step of 
tills sort would bring on a I\Iinisterial crisis. Obviously, under cxi.sting circumstances, 
it is undesirable that 1 should be instructed to use language of this description. 

I do not believe that Nid-iar Pasha has the Ica.'.t intention of resigning office, or that 
the Khedive has the least intention of dismissing him. I cannot, of course, state with 
absolute certainty how Nubar Pasha will receive your Lordship’s decision in connection 
with the police question, but my strong belief is that if Nubar Pasha were told, in 
language which w’as very plain without being menacing, that he was to accept the 
pro]Josals which I have now made, and if, at the same time, ’figrane were told that 
your Lordship expects my advice to be followed in local matters, the decision would at 
once be accepted, and that the situation here would bo so far improved as to enable 
the present system of government to continue in operation, at all events for a time. 

This, therefore, is the course which I venture earnestly to recommend to your 
Lordship’s favourable consideration. 

1 may add that personally what I most fear in all this business is not so much any 
local events which may seriously afiect the general European position, as Parliamentary 
debates, in the course of which opinions Avould very likely be expressed by irresponsible 
Members that would encourage Nubar Pasha in his present attitude.

P.S.—Since writing this despatch 1 have seen Nubar Pasha. His manner wa.s 
most conciliatory, and he told me in so many words that he would accept any decision 
to which your Lordship arrived on the police question, and carry it out loyally. I am 
convinced that he has not the smallest intention of voluntarily resigning office.

Dear Sir Evelyn Baring, Cairo, Ecbruanj l-g 1888. 

I DESIRE to draw your alteiitlou to the present condition of the negotiations 
regarding the reserve fund. 

The circumstances arc as follows : On the 19th .Tamuu-y the .MiniAer of b’inance 
wrote officially to the Caisse do la Dette proposing rhe creation of a rc^ervc fund. 
The (jucstion had been discussed by the C’ouncil of iMini-iloi''-, and the principle a])i)roved 
by them, 'fhe draft of the letter was shown to Nub.ar Pasha, and appro\ed hy him. 

In reply to this communication, the Caisse de la Dette laapie.-.ted the (io\ernmcnt 
to name an officiiil to discuss the (piestion with them. Blum Pa-dia. the I'nder- 
Sccretarv of Finance, was chosen. Somewhat prolonged negotiations took ])Iace, Blum 
Pasha reporting regularly to Nubar Pasha the result of each interview, and keeping him 
fully informed of all that passed at the meetinu's. A modified draft was ])repared at the 
Caisse, and agreed to by the Ministry of Finance and by Nubar Pasha. Several 
outstanding questions between the Government and the Caisse were also settled, with 
the full and exjflicit concurrence of Nubar Pasha. 

On the 9tb February the Caisse de la Dette wiade saying that they wi;re agreed with 
the Government as to the modiiied text. 

On the same day f sent Nul)ar Pasha a note on the financial situation, pointing out 
that several of the measures agreed to by the Council of Minister^ in the Budget 
discu^ision of the 8th December had not been carried out, the result being that the 
I'lstimates for 1888 show a deficit of C F. 179,000 instead of a surplus. I concluded the 
note by urging the Council to put into immediate force the propo.sals which they bad 
adopted on the 8th December, and which bad been published in the ‘•Journal Otficiel ” 
as approved by the Government. 

In rc])lyto this note I received on the 10th February a letter in which Nubar Pasha 
endeavoured to show that tlie responsil)ility for the deficit did not fall upon him, aiid in 
which be stated his impression that without a radical solution with regard to Suakin Iho 
Budget could not be balanced in 1888. II(> further said that he would not proceed to 
the execution of the measures agreed to in Dec inber, as he trusted to economies to 
produce a large sum. 

The two phrases in his letter to which I desire to draw ,\our special atteution run as 
follows ;— 

“Jo no comprends pas l)ien ])ourquoi la diminution dudi'ilcit tielaDa'iranc doit 
ims figurer sur le Budget de 1888; c’esl, dites-vous, par suite du nouveau mode de 
reglement de comptes. Fourcjuoi adopter un nouveau mode ? 

“ Vous parlez des C E. 21,000, d’economie des chemius-de for, ot de I’arrangcmcnt 
fait avec la Caisse en vertu duquel ces JLl E. 24,000 sent ac([uises aux travaux de 
renonvellemcnt du materiel. (j)u’cst-cc cpie e’est quo cct arrangement? Qui I’a fait? 
Je ne sacbe pas (pie le Conseil I’a sanctionne, et avant de I’accepter puremeuL et 
simplement je demande a ce (pie le Conseil I’examine.” 

In tl'iC.se paragraphs Nuliar Pasha (1), after agreeing to the proposal for the 
reserve fund and following the negotiations for some three weeks, pretends not to have 
understood one of the main features of the proposal; and (2), after explicitly accepting 
an .arrangement with the Caisse regarding the Railway Budget, be .states that he is 
ignorant of the arrangement, and asks by whom it was made. 

On the Util Febni.ary a meeting took place, at which the Ministers, the Under¬ 
secretaries of State, and the members of the Coinmis'>lou of Economies were pre.scnt. 
At this meeting Niihar Pasha declared that he had not understood the propos.als of the 
Ministry ol Finance with regard to the Domains and Datra dcliclt, and that he had 
been counting on a reduction of the Da'ira deficit in 1888 in order to make good the 
deficiency arising from the non-execution oi the programme of the 8th December, 
lie therefore proposed to reduce the reserve fund in order to relieve 1888. 

I pointed out the absolute necessity of adlh'diig to the arrangement made with the 
Cai.sse de la Dette by the iMinister (jf Finance with his concurrence, 'fo reject it 
would be insulting to the Minister of Finance, and would render tiiture negotiations 
with the Caisse most dilficult, as they would have no confidence in the word ot the 
Government Representative. I gave further financial reasons against the change 
proposed, but into tbese T need not enter, as the object ot the piesent letter is not to 
discu'^', the merits of rival tinancial schemes, but to draw your serious attention to the 
manuer in which Nubar Pasha is conducting business, and the attitude which he assumes 






toward', ilu^ ]Min;>lr\ of Finance. In this case, after ai^reeing to every detail of the 
propof-al nith roi^’ard to the reserve fund and leading the Ministry of Finanet' into an 
arrangement nith the Caissc de la Dette, he subsequently cndeavour.s to thrt)\v tlie whole 
arrangement over. In the letter already (juoted and in conversation he jirofesses to ho 
ignorant ot the conditions arranged. But I have a letter from him, signed as President 
of the Council, and dated the -Mst January, stating that he agrees to all the conditions 
which had been agreed between the Caissc de la Dcttc and Blum Pasha for the constitution 
of a reserve fund. 

(futside this special question of the reserve fund, Nuhar Pasha has lately assumed 
an attitude ot intense hostility towards the Jlinistry of Finance. Any complaint brought 
to him against the Finance Department is received with satisfaction; the most absurd 
statements are accepted by him as true, and he eiuh'arour-', both with English and 
nati\o oiiicials. to increase the frit-tiou which occurs, and must necessarily ot'cur, in every 
country between an elfeclivc financial control and the spending Dcj<-‘U'tincnts. 

I am the more anxious to soheit yoiir attention to tliese facts that liie lio.stik 
tendency above described is not directed Mtlely, or e’>('n mainly, agaitist iny.self. hut 
against tlie executive IliianeiJ elllccis, whose wor! i tlicrchy rendered most diflicnlt. 
The prc'-cnt financial positioii is so delicate that a tendency ot this kind is a matter of 
serious anxiety, as it must needs react both upon revecue and expenditure. The 
published Budget of the Government ,sln;wed a suiplii ( f B ‘Jl.OOt!. Ijiit it was based 
upon the immediate execution of mea'-nre \.'ich rev ' ' ,iff-ei th-e beginning of 

the year, lane not yet been ])nt i". force. 

1 have frequently urged ujjou Xulj.ir Pasha the necessity of proceeding without 
delay to the execution of the December ['rognmmie.

On several points Xubar Pasha’s vieu's tally vHh (hose of the Representatives of 
the various Powers. 

In the first place, every one is agna'd to limit the numbers of the Council as 
much as possible. A Pr('>i(leut and twenty-four nu'inlK'rs will be ample, and Xubar 
Pasha is inclined to think that even that number is too high. 

In the si'cond ])laee, all arc agri'ed to endeavour to create an institution Avhose 
interest it will be to use its intluencc on tin- side of orderly government. There are a 
number of turbulent elements of society in Alexandria, notably Italian Socialists. It 
is most desirable that they should be excluded from voting. It is, tlu'refore, ])roposcd 
to adopt a high franchise for voti'rs, and an e'en higher franchis(> to (pialify for 
election as a member of the Council.

AVhatever taxes they are to haA'c placed at their disposal must bo 
sanctioned by the proper authority, Avlw'ther the Egyptian Gov('rnment or the PoAA'crs. 
The functions of the AIunici])ality Avill, therefore, l)c purely administratiA'c. 

In the fourth place, all ar(' agia'cd that, large poAvers should be given to the 
President, es])ccially Avith a vi('w to ])revcnting the ( u uf ^ubi,s-l > out-.ide the 

sphere of action of the Council. 

On two j)oints, hoAA’CA’cr, some' differences of opinion exist. 

The first is tlus choice of a Presuh'ut. Xubar Pasha maintains that the !;gyi)tian 
Government sl;o\ihl nominate the President, and he adds that mi practice' he Avould 
generally nominate the Governor of Aloxaiulria. Some of the CoiisuLs-General wish 
the President to Ix' ('lecteil by the members ; others are Avilling to atloAv the Egyptian 
Government to nominate' tin' I’n'sident, but tln'y think the GoAnnune'iit should be 
debarred fi'om nominating any Govei'iiment official, and esix'cially the' Gove'rnor. 

I fully agree A\ith Xubar Pasha’s vie'us on this subje'e*t. I think that the 
President should be nemrinated by the Egyidian GoA'crnment, anel that it will 
generally be desirable' to nominate the GoATrnejr. It Aveeuld, I think, be' very miAviso 
in a toAvn like Alexandria te) set up a rival authewity, such as the' Pre'-ide'iit of the 
Municipal Council, side by side with that of the Governor.

them to accept Xubar Pasha’s vie'ws on this point.

This vicAV Avas shared by my Italian and Grei'k C'llengue's, aaIio re'prc- 
scnt the' largest Europe'an Colonie's rd .Vlexandrin, and the hd{"r if wl’om spe'aks with 
couside'rabh' local knoAvh'dge'. 

I therefore did my best to su])por1 Xubar Pasha’s vie'AA'-, hut 1 preeposed enio 
modilicatieAu. It AA’as that the mone'v or other qualillcition necessary Lor a Gove'i'ii- 
ment nominee should be the same as that in the case eif au e'leeted member. This, 
it appeared to me, Avould alford a sufficient guarantee against the nomination of 
nnsnitahle ])('vsons hy tlu' GoA'crnmont.

But 
be pointed out that, altliougb the system a\ bleb I supported might Avork so long as 
an English army occupied the country, it Avould be very undesirable, in tlu' event of 
the array being AvitbdraAvn, that the interests of the European Colonies at Alexandria 
should be entirely in tlu' bands of a Alunieipal Council composed of a majority of 
Government nominees. I should add that some of my eolh'agues are, 1 think, 
influenced by X'libar Pasba’.s recent attitude. Concessions, Avliieh Avould bo made 
Avben it Avas felt that Egyptian action would be guided by English advice, arc more 
difficult to obtain when a disposition is shown by the Egyptian authorities to reject 
that advice. 

Ultimah'ly, after a good deal of discussion, it Avas decided that M. Byzantios, the 
Greek Coiisul-fhmeral, siiould collect information as to the ([iialifieation to be fixed for 
a vote, and that tlio Committee', composed of tin* Italian, German, Erencb, and Greek 
Consnh-Gencral, and of myself, should then Avait on X^ubar Pasha and discuss again 
Avith him the (pieslion of 1110 com])osition of the Munici])al Council. 

Subscepicntly to the meeting, Count d’i\ubigny, aaIio, although he had opposed 
mv views oii the (|uestion of Government and native representation, bad throughout 
the discussion adopted a a cry conciliatory attitude, called on me and suggested that 
the total members of the Council might’bo reduced from twenty-five to nineteen, of 
Avhicb ten ('leeted, and nine (including the President) uanud hy the GovernuK'nl, 
[,>;!] 2 A 
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This proposal may perhaps form the basis of a compromise. I told Count d’Aubigny 
that I would speak to Xubar Pasha o’l flic subject.

I caused 
to be convoyed to the Khedive a hint that he would do well t,o take the initiative in 
settling the police question before I received further instruclious. lie sent for me 
yesterday and said that all the misunderstanding on the suhj('ct had been created by 
Nuhar Pasha, and that he entirely agreed with my views, lie was quite willing and 
anxious to appoint a Eiirojiean Head to the police, l)ut he wished to name Cliarles 
Baker as Head, and Penwick as s(!Cond in command. In this T at once acquiesced. 

I think you may now regard police question, in so far as it might have had any 
serious indirect political consequences, as settled. No detailed answer to my 
despatch No. 90 of the 25tli ultimo will he necessary, hut an answer in general 
terms, which I could use or not as occasion may dcmaml, would not he amiss. Caro 
should he taken to throu' as mucli as possible of the responsibility for the difficulties 
which liavc resulted on Nuhar Pasha, and not on the Khedive. 

It would also he advisable to give Tigrane a strong hint to leave London. 
So long as he remains Nuhar Pasha will endeavour to intrigue. Khedive let fall 
in conversation yesterday that he disapproved of the Mission, which was forced on 
him by Nuhar Pasha. I am in great hopes that matters Avill now go more smoothly 
here. It is not that I care so much about the police question on its own merit.s, 
though that is important, as that the Khedive appears at last to have awakened to 
the fact that Nuhar Pasha’s attitude was getting him into a position of danger. It 
was the close alliance between tlic Khedive and Nuhar Pa.sha that has given mo so 
much trouble during the last six months.

Memorandum. 

AN Aral) messenger, named Mahomet Tahar, arrived at Suakin towards the end 
of November last, and brought a pencil letter from Lupton Bey. 

In this letter he stated that he had received certain letters which had been sent to 
him; that lie was in Avaut of money; that he could not get aAvay then, but that he 
hoped to do so upon the messenger’s return. lie spoke of the Suakin route as the' 
best, and begged that Mahomet Tahar might he sent hack at once. 

Sir M. Baring Avas at once instructed to urge the Egyptian Government to advance 
the money re'c^uired for that purpose out of the arrears of pay due to Lupton Bey, Avho 
had agreed to hear the cost. It was also suggested that_ the messenger should be 
promised a further roAvard according to the success of his mission. 

The Egyptian Govei'iiment agreed to carryout these proposals, provided that there 
Avas a reasonable prospect of success. 

Her Majesty’s Consul at Suakin, Colonel Kitchener, and Archbishop Sogaro, then 
consulted together, and arrived at the unanimous conclusion that, oAving to the 
difficulties existing from the return of Osman Digna, it Avould he advisable to postpone 
for a time the dispatch of a further messenger. 

The Archbishop was of opinion that Lupton Bey’s eseapi would be rendered 
difficult OAving to his natural desire to bring his daughter with hi.a. He also stated 
that he had good reason for believing that Slatin Bey did not Avish to come aAvay, 
having turned .Mussulman, and having a Avifo and children. Colonel Shakespeare, the 
Acting Governor of Suakin, has since questioned Mahomet Tahar, the messenger 
[683] 2 B 
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previously sent; hut the mnn says that he is not prepared at pi’esent to attempt to 
carry inoney to Khartoum or through the desert, owing to th(' ))r(\scnec of rebels on 
the Ber1)or road. Consul Cameron, however, reports that Mohained hhTendi Fugoo has 
received ])ermission from the local authoritic's to send a small caravan to Berber via 
Rowayah. He Avas very successful last summer, and ho and his men do not seem to 
he alarmed at Osman Higna. 

Tf his men return and repori the road ])retty safe. Consul Cameron thinks it maybe 
possible to arrange' Avitli I'higoo for the trans])ort of 200/. to Berber or Khartoum for 
the release of Lu])ton. Fugoo is in fact employing one of Lu]iton’s messengers. 

A further Re])ort is promised.

I HAVE the honour to inclose hcrcAvith copies of two despatches AAdiich I liaA'c 
received from Her Majesty’s Consul at Siiakin, and of a reply Avhieh 1 have addressed 
to him. The information siipiilied to me by IMr. Cameron is on several points at 
variance Avith that reported by Colonel Kitebener to tlu* Egyptian Government, but in 
the prc.sent state of disorder and ri'bellioii outside Siiakin this is no matter for surprise. 
I liaA'c taken this opportunily of pointing out to Mr. Canu’ron that the jioliey to be 
followed in Suakiii and Eastern Soudan alVairs is clear enough, and should, in my 
opinion, consist in standing piindy on the defensiA'c against any hostile movement or 
combination of tlu'-Arab Irilx's, in aA'oiding any action uhich AA’oiild inA'oh’e tlu' risk of 
causing us again to be drawn into ollensiA'c action^ and in mieouraging legitimate 
trade by CA^ry means in our power. 

1 discussed the question I'ully Avith Colonel Kitebener Avheii hi' was in Cairo a 
short Avhile ago, and I am able to report that his vicAVs are eutindy in accord Avith this 
policy. It is satisfactory to gather from ?ilr. Cameron’s des])atch of the 28th 
ultimo that a pcrce])tible increase' in the lf>e'd trade' has token place' Avithiu the last 
fcAV months.

I HAVE the honour to submit the fedlowing news concerning Digna. It is taken 
from a trustAveirthy unotiieial llaeh'iuleiAv.a seeurci'. It is quite' distinct from Mahmoud 
Ali’s noAVs both in source and characte'r, and 1 bclii've it. 'fhis ucavs is that Digna has 
practically Avon OA'cr all (lie lladeneloAvas anel a large jiortion of tlu' best tighliug 
Amarars (such as the iieiAverful tribe's eiflVeled Aliab and A'eh'eKiuih'i); that Sheikhs 
are craving his pardon or be'gging few a month’s respite. That he has a large' force 
of ritlemen at llandoub, cax'u larger than that present w\ the' 17th .lamiary, Avhcu the 
Egyiitiau regular me)unle'el tre)e)ps Ave'i’c repulsed. 'I’hat iii conseqiu'uce eif our raid ein 
the Shayab Arte'ga camels on the' Hth Felerueiry, the' nomnel trihe's from Tokar Ikiac 
the' more AA’illingly e'ome up, auel neew are' said lo stretch from Tamai eiud 'felu'reAAAi 
soutliAvards. That grain is abunelant. 'that Digna intends to se'e'what emr Egyptian 
g;u’rise)n is re\illy A\e)rtli. That he kimws he' cannot be)lel Siuikin eewing te) Her Maje'sty’s 
ships, but he Impes te) make it uninhabitable. Such is this news, ily information is 
really so defective that for all 1 can prove' to the ce)ntrary Osman may have died a 
me>nth ago. The leading nati\e Xeitables anel the Suakiiu'se bclie've' it anel are alarmed. 
The'y elread Digiui, anel say tluit he re'ally me.'ans to attack Suakin this time, We are' 
quite 2 )repared for him, anel im])rcgnable Avith enie', certainly Avith tAve), of Her Maje;sty’s 
.sltijes. After that proof of the'ir gallantry in the eq)e'n at llandoub, 1 am ashamed to 
deeubt the ste telluess of the fellahee'n troops be'liind high A\alls. 

I re'spectfully A'cnture' to e'all yemr atlentieni lo my tele'gr.’un Ne). ol of the 21st 
De'e'e'iubcr, 1887. At tirst Digna’s force AA'as not serious. Our ele'feiat at Tehe'roAvi e)n 
the htli December, a Avejck before his arrival, ch'are'd the weiy feer his epiiet e)eeupation 
of llandoub. But he av;is at a loss. Since then it appe'arsasif all his great difli> 
eulties had broken de)AVU unelor his genius and inele)mitable Avill. Even noAV his 

siqiremae'y may be' of AO'ry short eluration. He cannot ke'cp lar'p' bealies e)f men 

to“'cther long. Commissariat, trilial je'eelemsie's, and other dissensions must harass him. 
So^fav ho has escaped internal disaste'r. His good fortune may desert him at any 
moment. 

But though the tribes may get rid of him, they aaIU not help us. A\c have lost 
Sherif Abu Eatma and his Asbrafs since last April. We have lost tlie SlagAabs quite' 
lately. AVc have' lU've'r aa oii OA’cr any tiibe' e)f lladendoAvas. Some' minor Sheikhs have 
come; in, anel then gone out. Tlu' gu'at Amarar Sheiks asked the' Govi'rnor for 
iratle in i\lay 188(1. It was refuse'd, ami they left the town in elisgust. 

Osman is imw in touch Avith Berber. There is a talk among the creduh ts that 
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Ba Kash, Hoad Sheikh of all the Amarars, is going to rival JDigna and ho friendly to 
us. I hope it is true. But Ba Kash came in and went out a year ago. He left us to 
visit the Mahdi. The Ba Kash theory of pacifying the Eastern Soudan may prove 
correct. I do not believe it. 

The tribal question at our gates will ahvays ho a Iladendowa one. Unfortunately 
for us, Osman, with his usual thoroughness, brought up with him the Head Sheikh of 
all the Hadendowas from Eilik, and these two men have now, it appears, coerced all 
the Hadendowas here into rejoining him. There is always a chance that this Head 
Sheikh Wad Hadouh may attempt to rival him. 

Osman’s declared intentions last November wei’e (1) to punish the Amarars, 
especially Mahmoud All’s men; (2) to attack Suakin after he had consolidated his 
power. 

In the first intention he has succeeded. Tlie Amarars are becoming Mahdiist 
and more or less under his influence. 

Our own petty tribe of Eadlahs is in a sore plight. On the 24th Eebruary the 
“Mukhhir ” and three dhows, followed by a fourth dhow, brought in about 200 Eadlah 
women from the north. It is the last sign of danger Avlien the Avomen are moved. 
The best of our Eadlahs appear to he aAvay at Mount Osotriha, the poor remnant here 
keep up their spirits Avitli Avar dances. Colonel Chermside and I in March 1884 first 
raised these friendlies, and I knoAV a little about them. They appear to he spoilt, 
at any rate they are too foAV. We cannot get any other tribe to help us; deserters 
and miscellaneous black slave rabble do not suffice. 

The event which has given Higna the mastery over Avavering tribes, Avho dreaded 
his coercion, was our defeat at llandouh. The Hadendowas looked to Suakin. In 
Digna’s absence they had seen the repeated futile efforts of the Local Government 
against Tokar end in collapse at Teherowi. But Tokar is far. Handoub is at our 
gates. Osman and the Local Government were alone face to face in the sight of all the 
tribes. The local government, ill-informed of Osman’s defensive strength, forced on 
an engagement. In spite of the steadiness of the regular troops, avo lost owing to the 
enemy’s steady rifle fire in frontand on both Avings. This disaster must ho knoAvn at 
Kassala, and Khartoum, and Berber. Can there be any doubt that it has lost us the 
Eastern Soudan? I despaired of pacification last November. The Egyptian military 
situation here is not a A^ery formidable one. Our defence is in Her Majesty’s ships. 
This Avas proA^edon the 10th to 23rd Dceemher, Avhen some eighty hlue-jackets Averc 
landed and manned the Avater forts. The effect of this action must be gratifying 
to the navy. It restored confidence in the toAvn. 

Suakin is impregnable in spite of possible night attacks. With Osman supposed 
to be master of the Eastern Soudan, timid Banian traders are making large ventures on 
the coast. Our local trade for this month is from t,000/. to 5,000/. The situation is 
certainly a peculiar one.

Sir, Suakin, February 28, 1888. 

IN continuation of my despatch of yesterday, 1 have the honour to set boforo 
you the question of local trade Avith the interior and on the coast, especially 
at Agig. . 

Shakespear Bey assured me on the 25th that “ traders’ Petitions to export goods 
avo never refused, as he practically alloAvs unrestricted trade. The only articles 
excepted are arms and ammunition and such like ; also grain, if tlu're is any'suspicion 
that it Avill eventually get into the hands of the rebels.” 

This is so reassuring that I have ventured to telegraph it to you. 

Trade Avas reopened on the 8th Eebruary. 'I’lu' folloAving is the result for 
Eebruary, practically eighteen days (8th to 2Gth). 

On the 22nd Eebruary eighty-seven hales of Indian cloth came from Aden, A'alucd 
at 1,410/. The Customs encashed 102/., (i8/. of Avhieh was paid by om* Panian, JugjeAAUK. 
Lowson. 'riu; cloth Avas at once disposrjd of, and fresh ovdt'rs Avercs telegraphc'd to Aden 
and Bombay for nearly 2,000/. Avorth. 

3,700/. Avorth of cloth has gone to Agig; the total export of all goods thither 
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(cloth, perfumes, sugaj-, dates, tobacco, See.) amounting to 1,220/. for the last three weeks. 
Yesterday a cargo in five dhoAvs Avhich cleared in spite of the harassing efforts of 
Bashi-Bazouks to delay them, amounted to perhaps 1,000/. 

I haA'e the honour to inclose specimens of the Petitions for ventures sent by 
British Banians, together with Custom-house Beturns for Eebruary. 

At Adomana, the “rebel” market on the mainland close to our station on 
Bahdoor Agig Island, grain (durrah) is said to be selling at 2 dollars a bag or half ardeh. 
In Suakin the price is 3^- dollars. There is an abundance of grain from the recent 
crop at Tokar, and there is little fear at present that our “ grain Avill eventually get 
into the hands of the rebels.” When it does Ave shall get rebel cattle in (exchange. 
Agig has often supplied^ us Avith excellent cattle; sixty came in oji the 8th Eebruary. 
The supply is almost unlimited from the Beni Amcr country and Khor Baraka, 'fho 
<lifficulty is transport nortliAvards against head 'winds. But although these rebel, oi* 
Mahdiist, imports have been tolerated, I continue to send to the Eorcign Oflice my 
monthly “ Nil ” Beturns of cattle plague. 

Agig needs cloth and sugar, &c., and Avill sell us cattle and grain. Bags of dollars 
have been sent up to us. Can there* he any reasonable doubt that Avhile Agig has 
been closed to us, MassoAvah and xirabia have there reaped the benefit of the Tokar 
market ? 

In the north, IloAvaya needs grain. Grain being here at 3i- dollars, our dhoAVs, 
after beating up against head Avinds, Avovild sell it at t dollars. But for the Jeddah 
dhoAVs, BoAAuya is a dire'ct run across, and the Jeddah men undersell us at 3 to 
3|- dollars, thus spoiling our market. 

Let us avail ourselves of the “ Ajemi ” and “ Mukhhir,” and, buying rebel grain at 
Agig, undersell Jeddah men in the north, and also cheapen our OAvn grain here. 

This Eebruary GOO/, worth of goods haA'e gone to IloAvaya, including 380/. of 
cloth, 113/. grain, and 05/. tobacco. 

The exports to Harrah amount to 200/. 

On the 24th Eebruary about 350 sheep and goats arrived from Ilelayib (and 
iLoAvaya?). I learn that the moat contractor to the Egyptian garrison is trying to 
draAV supplies from Ilelayib, but it is as yet a poor markc’t, ratber far and uncertain, 
owing to head-Avinds and Jeddah rh'alry. 

if the “ Mukhhir ” could visit it regularly avo might see Avhether it Avas capable of 
development. But the Bishareem are uncertain folk, and conflicting rumours reach mo 
of the safety of that crcc'k. It Avould be of great advantage if one of Her Majesty’s 
ships could often bo in those northern Avaters. At Agig, though there may be a risk 
of Digna’s raids, yet, on the Avhole, traders may bo eventually more successful, and 
become more intimate with the rebels in the absence of a gun-boat. They go there at 
their own risk; let us see Avhat they can do by themselves. 

In Eebruary 1887 the Local Goverement refused to open trade “ until the people 
of Tokar came in and ceased preaching Mahdiism” (my despatch of the 7th March, 
1887). 

In Eebruary 1888, by previous superior order fronr Cairo, trade is open. Tokar has 
not giv(’!n up Mahdiism. The Local GoA'ernmont has been defeated at TeheroAvi, 
Handoub, and in the north. Digna is very near, and is master of the Eastern Soudan 
minus Suakin, Agig, and RoAvaya. The military situation is a naA'al one. One or 
tAVO mcn-ol’-Avar render ais impregnable. 

The traders knoAV this, and it rmnains to be seen if Digna Avill or can effectually 
stop us on the coast. We can trade in spite of the fire of the rebels, answered by our 
ships and garrison. 

Let the Local GoA'ernment avoid aggression and raids, let it respect the Ottoman 
Treaty of Commerce and the “ most-favoured-nation treatment ” of British traders, 
and humbly collect Customs statistics. 

With trad(* shut, I could give no proof of the reality of our local markets. 

With trade just open, I have the honoAir to submit to you this first instalment of 
authentic facts from the Custom-house. If it meets Avith your approval, I can Avrite a 
later Commercial despatch to the Eoreign Office. 

Let trade only be encouraged as heartily as the military isolation has been hitherto 
rigorously enforced, and avo shall have contentment at Suakin.

It was with regard to the above cargo that I had obstruction from the Sub- 
Ooyernor. I told him in the Customs yard that I thought it really too bad for tin; 
police to cut open and re-examine bales, &c., just after the articles had been 
thoroughly examined by Custom-house experts. Had the Sub-Governor, by his tone 
or language, held out to me any liopi' of redress, I should have said no more. But 
lie replied that the jiolice had lull right of search, as the Custom-house search could 
not be depended on. This latter statement about the Custom-house is untrue. The 
Custom-house examiners know their work far better than ignorant Bashi-Bazouks, and 
Their search is a genuine official one.

This Petition u as brought to iiit' on the 27th. Two days previously I had been 
told that my' intervention was unnecessary. I told Lowson to rewrite, and address his 
“ Petition ” direct to the Local Government. 

On their own authority, Marcopoli Bey and the Sub-Governor rejected the 
J etition because it was not written on Egyptian stamped (Petition) paper (28th). 

On the 29th, to avoid further trouble, 1 sent it through the Consulate, and it ivas 
passed. 

+1 since leanaed that orders liave been telegraplied t roin the 8oudau Bureau 
that the stamp tax on trade is not to be levied 011 British subjects. I submit that it 
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was illegal, but the claim having been at once withdrawn, it is needless to discuss it 
further. 

The new Police Regulations (28th February) give full power to the Bashi-Bazouks 
to delay the dhows in sailing. I am told that the police will always be in attendance, 
and that no obstruction will be offered by them. This remains to be seen, but after 
my experience of the last three days of obstruction, I know that the Sub-Governor 
and Marcopoli Bey will not help me.

I HAVE i‘ccei\ 0 (l jonv (l''spatches ol’ tlu* 271h and 28th ultimo, rcspocting tlio 
condition of affairs in the Eastern Soudan. Idu' information as reg-ards Avhat goes on 
outside Suakin is, as you point out, defective; it ean, therefore, he no matter for 
surpi’ise that very contradictory reports arc recei\ed. 

The policy Avltieh it is d('sirahle to follow at the prc'scnt moment in tlu' Eastern 
Soudan ap})eavs to nu' so clear as hardly to require any length} explanation. It 
should consist in standing i>urely on the defensive against any hostih' movement or 
eomhination of the Aral) tribes, in ;ivoiding any course of action wliieli might involve 
the ultimate necessity of olTensiv(' action, and in ('neouraging legitimate trade by 
every means in our pou'cr. 

I gather Avitli great satisfaction from yom despatch of the 28th ultimo that a 
perceptible increase in local trade has ivcoitly takcai ])lae('.

Consul Cameron to Sir E. Baring. 

Sir, Suahin, March 5, 1888. 

I HAVE the honour to inlorm }ou that a sc'rious engagenumt occurred here 
NC'.lerday between the Egyptian garri'>on and the llahdiists from Haudouh. 

Viter midnight on the 1th the enemy came doAvn to our melon-gardens on the 
north of the toA\ii; there was slight tiring; at daA\ n they AAcrc' ri'portcil to bo in some 
numhei’s, and about 7'-h) v.a[. the engagenient hc'gan. 

Tlu' key of tlu' position was at once louud to lu* tlu* old denAolished Eort Hudson, 
a hlock-house built just tA\o seaisago, and pulled down about a year ago. Of the 
Avoodwork, only four iqiright jioles rc'inain. hut the di'cp s(|uare trench was not tilh'd 
up for reasons best known to the authoi itii's. Eort Hudson is on a liill, commanding 
the lowin' inninence of 11 Redoubt 1,100 jards distant. The rebels must liaA'c croAA'deil 
into Hudson ditch in the night, lor morning showed them to he in possession of this 
foruudahh' ■■ illi'-pit of oui' own digginu—a defensi\e work tiirni'd ag.iinst us Avhen we 
least expecti'd it. 

About 8 A.M. the Acting (io\crnor. Colonel 8hakespear I3e\, took up his positioji 
at the thi-eatencd point, 11 Itedouht, which soon ojii'iied tire with its Ivru])p gun and 
volleys of musketi'A. Seeing tlie enemy’s ca\alry, sup])orted by lootmen in large 
numbers on his left and front, ho sent forward the Egyptian regular cavalry and 
camelry (perha))s KlO in all) in two bodies to ki-ep them in check. I’hey dismounted, 
lay (lown, and tired constant AoliC} s ; hut the\ A\ere ai)])ar('ntly too aa ell occupied to 
assist in .silencing Eort Hudson. 

The three or four Krupj) guns on tlie bastions A\hich were aAailahle maintained a 
eri'ss tile a\ it h the aid ol the h-iueh gun^ ot i ier M'l je^l's '■hip “ Vlhaem’e,” which w,is 
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anchored at 2,.500 yards from Eort Hudson. Her Alajest}’s ship “ Racin'” (eight guns) 
had left for Suez on the previous morning; its broadside Aionld have been moi'o 
('ffectiA'c. Her Majesty’s ship “ Doljihin ” was also occasionally tiring from a greater 
distance. 

'riie narrow ritle-pit dug behind the shelter of a hill a\ as, howeicr, hut a smalJ 
target; and from 8 to 10 o’clock the ('iicmy, in spite of our sustaini'd cannonade and 
volleys, contrived to annoy H Redoubt to such an extent that Colonel 8hakos])ear saw 
that an effort had to he madi'Avith i-egular infantry in order to dislodge thi' relicls. 

11 e therefore ordered an adA'ance of a portion of the Ord Eg\ jitian Regiment, under its 
oAvn officers. Colonel Tapp and Major Silh'in. TheyadAanced in skirmisliing oi'di'r, 
together Avith a section of the lOtli (Soudani) Regiment, and sonu' black deserters. 
Later on tlnw wi're folloAvcd by a hand of our friendly I'adlahs ; tlie whole for. o 
amounting to quite 1300, a number reasonahl} sufficient to drive out half their numhi r 
of the enemy, Avho were crowded in a narrow ditch and long e\])oscdto lieaA} lire, 'fhe 
troiqis charged the ])lateau. The rebels instantly sprang out upon them, firing or 
u.sing their s^iears. 'fhe troops instantly broke in confusion, and tied doAvn the liill, 
having abandoned their Coloiu'l, A\hose hod\, found near the edge of the ditch, showed 
the marks of nine s])('ar-Avounds. Strange to say, the ivhels in their jiursuit seemed to 
avoid the frioullies, and to attack only the regulars, afti'r Avhich tlnw returned to their 
trench and rcopem'd tire; they AVi're in safe [)ossession of it in spite of our redoubled 
cannonade. No doubt they had already lost and Aieri' still losing lieavily, for their fire 
Aioidd at times slacken, and A\e could see them carrying aw^ay thi'ir dead. 

So matters continued till ll'ffO, Avhen the rebels mo\ed nortliAiards, andalloAved us 
to quietly Avithdraw our mounted troops, leaving the trench in rebel hands. 
Throughout the afternoon an intermittent cannonade Avas kept up. The rebels Avero 
busy Avith their dead, and it Avas evident that Colonel Shakcspi'ar had no more 
eontidenee in his infantry, noi* cared lo si'nd out his six Enuli''h officers by themselves 
against the trench. 

ToAvards sunset rebel reinforcements wcri' seen in the north, hut were checked by 
I'cncAved fire from a gun in t)uarantuie Island, and from the “ Albacori'.” 

At dark all tii'ing ccasi'd. 'fhe rebels evacuated the trench at their leisure during 
the night, and fell back on Tlandoub to give the!)' owji version ol tlu' light. 

The forces actually on the field during the morning Averc about equal to 500 on 
both sides. 

AVe haA'O soA'cntcen wounded in hospital, nearly all regulars, mid M jircsont seven arc 
said to have been killed, but it is diffiendt to bidievc that seven will be the final official 
return of killed. 

The behaviour of the Egyptian troops is a matter for their owm officers to pronounce 
u))on. The blacks Avere odd detaiK, and every excuse may be made for them. But the 
conduct of the friendlies is inexplicable. They folloAVi'd the Egyptians, but neither 
fouglit nor suff'eied. 

I’ei'liaps the submission of most of the best Amarars to Osman may account for 
t he lukcAA^armness of our Amarai s. Suakin is scarcely the place for them, and they Avill 
reqiure vigilant supervision. 

AVe are impregnable from without; then' is cause for uneasiness from Avithin. 

Such is my Chilian aeconnt of this battle as wdtnessod from the roof of my housf 
at 2,.500 yai'ds from I'Airt Hudson.

IN continuation of m\ des]i.iteii of the 5th instant, I have tlm honour to report 
as folloAvs:— 

T'ho soldiers of the ;3rd Egyptian llegiminit who stormed the trench under Colonel 
Tapp and Alajor Silh'in wi'ri'tAvo conqianii's, a to*^al of IIU-KJO men; the casualties 
among them are trilling. 'I'lu' blacks numheied ahoin .'0 men, iierhaps more. 

1 now learn that, as usual, they fought very brav'cly, hut tiu'y wore deserted by 
the Egyptians, overpowensl by the enemy, and, naturally, many took to flight. Alost 
of tlu' "* \( iti'i'ii wouuded and the se\en killed are from their contin'j,('ut, L beg. 
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therefore, to can(\l i'i\ previous statement, “ every excuse may be made for them,” 
-as tlu'y deserve our praise. 

The friendlies numbered OA'cr 100—perhaps 150 or ilOO. Straim'e t(^ say, iVhmcd, 
the second son of jMahmoud Ali, did not lead his men. If there was ever an 
opportunity for Ahmed to have shown his devotion to tlu' liOcal Government, Avhich 
lias done so inueii for him, it Avas on the Itli llarch. 

This same Ahmed dcs('rt('d his men and our skiA'es at TchcroA\i, on the ca''C of that 
disaster, the Sth December, 18S7. 

ITu' ('Idest son of i\lahmoud Ali is llamed, a e,‘rouu man, on had terms Avith his 
father and second brother, Ahmed. Tlie tril)e respect llamed, A\ho is rarely to be scc'u 
in Suakin. lie is noAv somcAvhere in the hills A\uth tlie best men of his tribe, lly 
own idea is that he has been coerced by Digua, and is not far from llandouli. 

It A^as llamed’s young s'm avIio led the friendlies, and shoA^cd remarkable 
courage. 

It is said that he galloped u[) aed eanu' to the ia'scik' of the tAA'o English sergeants 
of the ord Eattalion. This incident deserves record, and I submit it to your 
consideration. 

But the friendlies, as a Avhohs did little. 

I cannot close this despatch Avithoul rdi'rring to the accurate shooting from 
Her Majesty’s shij) “Albaeore.” Its lire from behind II Iledoubt did much to saA'c 
that block-house and to driv(' back the enemy A\bo AAcre pursuing our men from Eort 
Hudson. 

The small field guns on the Avail Avould have been a\ it bout much effeci had not tlu' 
“Albacore” maintained its cross fire Avith largi' 5-iuch shells. There can be little 
doubt that most of tlie enemy's heaA'y loss in and round i’ort Hudson must be 
attributed to tin “ Mbacore.’’

IT A\ill beyvithiu \our Excellency’s recollection that in the commeiieement of 
1S8G it Avas found that a body of Turkish troops had occupied ElAVodj, a small fort 
^)n the ('ast coast of the Pi'd 8ea, ni'arly opposite deddah. The joint occupation of 
ibis post by Turkish and Egyptian troops is nio'-t undesirable, and has led to 
<‘onsideral)le un])leasantuess. 

2. The Turkish Governna'iit h;is at last signified it •; A\illiuguess to deliuitely take 
o\er this fort, and akn the forts of Dibeh and Moih li l\ing to the nortlnvard of Wedj. 
These forts are merely for the protection of the ])ilgrims to Mi'cca, and lie outside tla* 
natural boiuuhiry of Egyptian territory, which i i,., be said to bi' the (iulf of Akab'ch. 

3. Opjiortunity has Ixeii taken of this changi to introduce somi' improA'cment in 
the sAstem of adminiA('vii>g th(> goverunu'ut ('f tlie forts, and for dealing aa ith tlio 


Arab tribes which receive a subsidy from the Egyptian Government for safe-guarding 
the pilgrim route to Mecca. 

4. I attach a Memorandum on the sirbject which has received the approval ol the 
[Ministry. The ])roposals it contains are being now carried into force. 

A tracing of the coast AAdiere the forts arc situated is attached. 

The fort of El-Wedj, it may be remarked (though, unless the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment was desirous of extending its influence amongst the Arab tribes, its possession is 
of no moment to Egypt under the present circumstances), is a position of considerable 
importance to Turkey, as it can he used as a point at which to reinforce the Gth and 
7ih Turkish corps. These two cor])S of the Turkish army garrison Arabia, and are, it 
may be imagined, from their isolated position, and from the difiG.culty experienced in 
keeping the fierce and Avarlike Arab tribes in subjection, a cause of considerable 
anxiety to the Turkish Government.

Sir E. Baring to the Marquis of Salisbury.—{Received March 26.) 

(No. 128.) 

My Lord, Cairo, March 18, 1888. 

IT has become evident of late that some special measures were necessary to 
ensure the tranquillity of the southern frontier of Egypt. Not only have the Dervishes 
been displaying renewed activity, but the Ababdehs and other tribes in that neighboui*- 
hood owning allegiance to the Egyptian Government have lately become very difficult 
to control. Moreover, the raids and frontier disturbances which take place from time 
to time have met Avith considerable sympathy, if not assistance, from the riverain 
population betAveen Assouan and Wady Haifa. 

Under these circumstances, Sir Francis Grenfell, who is on a tour of inspection in 
the frontier districts, has recommended the division of the Mudirieh of Esneh, Avhich 
is at present far too large to be efficiently administered under one Mudir, into two 
provinces. The southern portion, from Assouan to Wady Haifa, will be placed under 
the Commandant of the Frontier, Avith a Snb-Mudir at Assouan to conduct the civil 
Avork. 

The arguments in favour of this measure are put forAvard in a Memorandum, 
copy of Avhich is inclosed hereAvith, addressed by the War Office to the Council of 
Ministers, and the project has been approved by His Highness’ Government. 

I have further the honour to inclose a copy of the instructions which have 
been sent to the Commandant of the Frontier witli regard to this change of 
Administration. 

The measures noAv taken are, I think, necessary. They were submitted to me 
before they Avere adopted, and I signified my approval of them.

Memorandum respecting the Formation of a Southern Mudirieh. 
(Confidential.) 

1. FOR some time past it has been evident that the present system of Dual 
Government on the frontier is unsatisfactory and fraixght Avith danger to Govern¬ 
ment. 

2. After passing Sihva soutliAA^ards the actual poAvor is in the hands of the Officer 
Commanding the Frontier Field Force. It is to this officer that the inhabitants of 
Assouan no less than those of the riverain villages southAvards to Haifa look for advice 
and protection in case of trouble, yet this officer has no definite authority or any legal 
relations toAvards the population, avIio are so dependent upon him. 

3. Again it is most important that the Arab Sheikhs, AA’hcthcr subdivided or not, 
should bo placed eixtirely under the orders of the Officer Commanding the Frontier, 
Avhose influence and authority over them should be increased in every Avay, in order to 
strengthen his hands Avhen dealing Avith the rebels or Avith other minor causes of 
fi’ontier disturbances. 

li. Under the present system the Arab Sheikhs sometimes receiv'e orders from the 
Commandant of the Frontier, sometimes from the. Mudir of Esneh, Avith the result 
that their obedience to either authority is very nominal, and that they are not under 
the direct and firm control of anyone. 

5. All these points arc ultimately bound up AAuth a sound organization for the 
defeiAce of the frontier. 

6. To place matters on a jxroper footing, I Avould propose to cut off from the 
Esneh Mudirieh the southern portion, i.e., from Sihva to Haifa, placing the southern 
portion under the Civil Government of the Commandant of the Frontier, Avith a Suh- 
Mudir to conduct the Civil Avork, Avhose post Avould be at Assouan. 
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7. Tt is not pn&sil)lo tlial iho ]\ru(lir of Esncli can have tim(' to pay proper 
attention to tlu' soutli(>vn ])oviion of liis loni^'stragg'linii^ province, and tlins the character 
of the Aclmini^tration, nlu'tlu'i' from a judicial or from a fiscal point of Aien, must of 
lu'cessity d(‘teriorat('. 

8. The ju’oposal mm put forward appc'ars, therefore, to present the following four 
advantages:— 

(1.) Increased contidcne(‘ amongst the frontier villages from being under the 
same authority (that authority always living on the frontier amongst them) in peace 
and in Avar tinu'. 

(2.) Ih'tter and strietor managc'inenf and control ol Arab Sheikhs, avIio AAOuld, 
it is hoped, h(' fore('d tfi i laidm' ladtc'r s('rvic('s for the momw paid to them hy 
Government. 

(o.) Jlelt('r and speedier adminisfration oi jiisfice. 

(t.) Fairer colh'ction (d' taxi's, and mori'strict supervision ol‘ tax-collectors, and 
therefore inereasc'd reAi'inii' to GoAnrnmi'nt. 

If this ])]‘opos;il meets A\ith the a])])roAal of (iovermnent, 1 A'entnri' to submit the 
name of El Kaim llohanu'd llahir lt('\ lor tlir consideratimi of thi' Council.

Ivaimakam .Mohamed Dev .Mahir, As this officer has already st'rvi'd the 
tjovemmi at in a civil eapacitv—onei i. Suh-iMudir of Dtirfour, and tigain as 
suh-GovI'l'iioi of "s ff, 1.: h,. {Pe working of the civil adminisfratii n 
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will take all unnecessary work connected with the Civil Bureau off your hands. 
Mahir Boy will he able to carry on the civil administration from Assouan, developing 
to a certain extent the present Mamour’s office for that purpose. 

7. It is very necessary, the Sirdar desires me to point out to you, that this officer 
should he frequently on the move tlirough the frontier districts, to get touch of the 
riverain population, and to let the people see amongst them far more frequently than 
heretofore tlie officials administering the Government of the province, 

8. The formation of this new province will, it is hoped, load to matters being put 
on a sound basis with the Arab tribes no less than with the riverain population. 

9. Hitherto tlio Arab Sheikhs owning allegiance to the Egyptian Government 
have received orders, sometimes tardily obeyed and sometimes altogether neglected, 
from the Commandant of the Frontier as well as from the Mudir of Esneh, sho^ving 
great adroitness in playing one official off against the other. It is Imped that this 
unsatisfactory state of things will now cease, and by the Arab Sheikhs being brought 
under and answerable to one aut^'.ority they may be held strictly responsible for 
the peace of their respective districts, and be made to render a quid pro quo for the 
subsidies they receive. 

10. While the Sirdar cannot invite you to pay attention and give time to the civil 
administration, to detriment of your military duties, Avhich must always be considered 
as having the first call on your time, yet the peace of the frontier is so Avrapped up Avith 
the fair and just government of the riverain population and a firm and judicious 
handling of the Arab tribes that it is hoped you Avill be able to combine with your 
military inspections visits to the villages and hamlets lying betAveen Assouan and 
Haifa. Such visits Avill give you some idea of how the machinery of goA'^ernment is 
working, and whether the people arc contented and unoppressed. 

11. I have the honour to attach lithographed copies of the decision of the Council 
of Ministers on the subject of the formation of the new province, Avhich should bo 
circulated throughout the frontier. 

12. ItAvould be AA'^ell if you could take a convenient opportunity of meeting Mahir 
Bey and of seeing the principal Sheikhs Avitli him, in order to make them thoroughly 
comprehend the new departure. 

13. Should you, Avdien order is fully restored, see your Avay toAvards making any 
further endeavour to restore trade to a certain extent, each effort Avill meet Avitli the 
approval of Government.

Sir E. Baring to the Marquis of Salisbury. — (UccetLed March 20.)

My Lord, Cairo, March 18, 1888. 

WITH reference to my despatch No. 90, Confidential, of the 25th February, I have 
already had the honour to inform your Lordship by telegraph that the difficulties in 
the AAmy of appointing a successor to the late General Valentine Baker Pasha had been 
satisfactorily removed. 

I have now the honour to inclose copy of an Order from the ^Minister of the 
Interior <'mbodying the provisional arrangements AAfiiich it has been decided to 
adopt. 

The principal changes Avhich have been introduced are: — 

1. The; black reserve Avill be transferred to the army. 

2. For inspection purposes Egypt Avill be divided into tAvo instead of three 
divisions, Avith head-ciuarters at Assiout and Alexandria. The Inspectors Avill bo under 
the immediate orders of the Minister of the Interior, and Avill bo generally employed in 
making tours of inspection. Tlu; toAvns of Cairo, Alexandria, and Port Said will l)e 
(‘xcluded from their districts. 

3. The Stores and Clothing Department Avill probably be incorporated Avith that of 
the army, an arrangi'mmit Avhieh should conduct; to economy. 

Your Lordship Avill observe' that paragraph G of the inclosed Order lays down that 
the Mudirs will correspond directly Avith the ^Minister of the Interior. This is the 
system that has heretofore been in force, but the paragraph Avas inserted to allay the 
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apprehensions of the Egyptian Government. All correspondence relatiA’'c to the 
maintenance of public security Avill, of course, pass through and Ix' dealt Avith by the 
Department of Public Security. 

It has been thought advisable to make a slight change in the titles of Baker 
Paslm and Captain FenAvick, and I have the honour to inclose a copy of the 
Ministerial Order on the subject. 

The arrangement that has been arrived at is only a provisional one, and Avill no 
doubt be susceptible of improvemciit later on; but the police question had caused so 
much excitement aiul discussion that 1 thought it desirable that an arrangement, 
Avhich Avas lairly satisfactory in itself, should be accepted for the moment, and that 
time should be given for the strong feeling on the subject to settle down before any 
lurther changes AV'cre taken in hand.

I HAVE the honour to report to your Excellency that, the small Egyptian seaport 
of El Wedj having been now definitely incorporated in the Turkish Vilayet of the 
Hedjaz, the Turkish corvette “ Moushaver” sailed on the 19th instant for that port 
with a Caimakam and staff of Turkish officials on hoard, who arc to he installed 
there. 

The Turkish local force now consists, i h(!lievc, of 200 men and four guns. 

El Wedj owed the little im])ortanec it has liitherto possessed to its having been 
the Egyptian quarantine station when cholera prevailed in the Hedjaz. 

Tliis change of masters is .said to liave hecii caused hy th(' exactions of the Emii- 
Mohamed-hin-llaschivl, of tlu* Jahel Shammar, on tlu' Bi'douiu tribes in tin' vicinity of 
El Wedj, and which led to representations on the subji'ct to the Sublime Porte by th(‘ 
J^gyptian authorities.
